L D LU UI OO/il M I L j won her first two starts in California for 
owner/breeder Eric Kronfeld and trainer John Shirreffs. Mickey Preger Jr. 
broke the 4-year-old daughter of Bernardini in Camden, S.C.-giving the 
Kentucky-bred a Mid-Atlantic connection. Preger also handled Eblouissante’s 
dam Vertigineux before her racing career. Preger, son of retired New York 
trainer Mickey Preger, preps 26 horses from Camden Training Center. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
caught up with Preger about what 
it was like to hold gold in his 
hands. 

MAT: What was Vertigineux 
tike when you had her? 

MP: She was a big Kris S. filly, 
backwards as a baby. We sent her 
to Tommy Skiffington and got 
her back and sent her to Michael 
Dickinson. She didn’t run much 
but obviously she ended up being 
a hell of a broodmare. 

MAT: What was Eblouissante 
tike when you had her? 

MP: I knew I was getting her 
from the time she was a foal, after 
Zenyatta’s fame, so there was a 
lot of build up and anticipation. 
She was awesome. I don’t care 
who she was by or who she was 
related to, she was a different type 
of horse, just a very special filly, very personable, extremely intelligent, almost 
like a person. So smart, you would have a set of babies and everything could go 
everywhere and she would just watch them go. I understand Zenyatta was the 
same way. 

MAT: How often did you communicate with John Shirreffs? 

MP: John is just tike any other trainer I send horses to, there’s not a whole 
lot of communication up until the time they leave. He just knew that I was 
nervous with her the whole time. The filly is worth a lot of money, just having 
her in the barn every day, just turning her out on a sloppy day, she’d throw her 
tail up over her back and kick off and you’d be tike, ‘Oh God.’ That’s how I felt 
about it. 

MAT: When did she leave and how much had she done before she left? 
MP: She left in May of her 2-year-old year (2011). Everybody got to ride her, 
she’s real easy to deal with, real easy to manage. She was up to galloping a mile 
and a half before she left, you know the time John puts into them, it doesn’t 
make any sense to do any more than that with them. My groom, Jonathan 
Carlos, was in tears loading her on the van, she was just special. She was a lot 
of fun to have, everybody knew she was here and I didn’t let anybody come to 
the barn for three or four months to see her because I was nervous. Finally, I 
understood how easy she was and the attention she was going to get after she 
left so I let everybody come see her. 

MAT: What did you think of her races so far? 

MP: Her races haven’t been overly impressive, she’s just done what she’s 
supposed to do. I don’t think they've turned her loose yet.

Y ou want to know about the 
Princess? Call the Queen. 

In the first weeks of the 
new year, Pennsylvania-bred 
Princess of Sylmar shook up 
Aqueduct with runaway scores in 
the Busanda and Busher Stakes. 

Trained by Todd Pletcher, she 
ran her winning streak to four, 
improved to 4-for-5 lifetime and 
put herself firmly into any dis¬ 
cussions about 3-year-old fillies. 

But what's with the name? 

The only Sylmar in racing is the | 
Houghton family's Sylmar Farm. 1 
It used to be in Maryland (on J 
Sylmar Road in Cecil County) 9 
and now it's in Pennsylvania (in 
Lancaster County's Amish country). 

“She's not our horse, but she was born 
here, the mare lives here and we broke 
her,” said Betsy Houghton with a laugh. 
“People keep calling and giving us a hard 
time about selling her, but she was never 
ours to sell. She's some filly though. We're 
all real excited.” 


Bred by longtime Sylmar client Ed 
Stanco and owned by his King of Prussia 
Stable, Princess of Sylmar nearly didn't 
come to be. Stanco's mare Storm Dixie 
went to Ashford Stud in Kentucky to 
be bred to Grand Slam, but he wasn't 
available when she was and the farm 
called Houghton about switching to 
Majestic Warrior. Houghton told Ashford 


to go ahead and a year later, Storm 
Dixie delivered a filly. When it 
came time to name her, Stanco 
called Houghton. Again, she gave 
the OK but with a caveat. 

“It's going to put a lot of 
pressure on Todd Pletcher,” she 
said. 

Houghton's husband Ronnie 
and staff put Princess of Sylmar 
through the program, and she 
quickly zoomed to the top of the 
class on the farm's small training 
track, gallops in die fields and 
hacks in the woods. In typical 
understated fashion, Ronnie 
would say the filly “could run 
a little” though he was careful 
not to do anything too fast. Princess of 
Sylmar went to Pletcher's barn at Belmont 
Park in August 2012. For the filly's debut, 
Pletcher thought small and big at the 
same time, shipping to Penn National 
for two starts-a fourth in October and 
a 19-length maiden win in November. 

The return to Pennsylvania was more 
than an easy spot; it rewarded Stanco 
with $29,376 counting purse earnings 
and state-bred bonuses. From there, she 
won an Aqueduct allowance in December 
and dien the Busanda and Busher. Bigger 
stakes await in New York and beyond. 

As Betsy said, “I don't think she'll be 
back in Pennsylvania for a while.” Back at 
Sylmar, Storm Dixie carries a Petionville 
foal and a yearling E Dubai filly (the 
Duchess?) gets ready to follow her big 
sister to the races. 



MONMOUTH PARK 
New look for Monmouth 


Monmouth Park's new logo should look 
familiar.

MILLIONAIRES ROW 


O ne million is a magical number. 
When Citation became the first 
to break the $1 million barrier 
in 1951, it added to his legend. Over 
the decades, inflation may have diluted 
the impact of the achievement, but 
it remains a special horse who can be 
called a “millionaire.” 

Eighty-six Mid-Atlantic-bred runners 
have achieved the feat, the first Paul 
Mellon's champion and Hall of Famer 
Fort Marcy, who retired in 1971 with 
$1,109,791. Three joined the list in 2012. 

The youthful Bodemeister has the 
distinction of being the most lightly 
raced Mid-Atlantic-bred on millionaires 
row. The Audley Farm-bred colt retired 
after six starts last year at 3 while 
banking $1,304,800, tops among all 
regionally bred runners in 2012. Of the 
29 Virginia-bred millionares (the most 
for any state in the region), Bodemeister 
ranks 20th. 

Pennsylvania ranks second in the 
region with 23 millionaires. Smart 
Bid added his name in 2012. Making 
26 starts from 2 to 6, he became the 


latest to join the ranks with a second 
in allowance company at Keeneland 
Oct. 6, his final start of the year. 

George Strawbridge Jr.'s homebred has 
earnings of $1,008,309 and is the fifth to 
represent the breeder on the list, joining 
With Anticipation, Tikkanen, Rochester 
and Lucarno. 

King T. Leatherbury's two-time 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year Ben's 
Cat didn't make his first start until he 
was 4 in 2010, but in each of the past 
two seasons has earned in excess of 
$500,000. 

With a lifetime total of $1,357,290, 
he is the richest Mid-Atlantic-bred 
runner bred, owned and trained by 
the same person. On a list topped by 
the richest Mid-Atlantic-bred runner 
of all time, Cigar ($9,999,815), Ben's 
Cat is 11th of 22 millionaires foaled in 
Maryland. 

Lists of the all-time leading state- 
bred earners for these states as well as 
New Jersey (eight millionaires) and West 
Virginia (four), can be found in the 
statistical section of this issue.

A my Hopkins Daney loves the oppor¬ 
tunity to talk about Elberton. His 
story after all, is her story. It’s about 
the blood, the land, the history and the old- 
school work ethic that produced not only 
Elberton’s family, but her own. 

Amy Hopkins grew up on 150-acre 
Elberton Hill Farm in Darlington, Md., 


the daughter of successful breeders 
C. Frank and Martha Hopkins. Gifted 
to the Hopkins family’s ancestors by the 
British throne in the 1600s, the farm 
originally spanned 2,500 acres of rolling 
Harford County land. Frank and Martha 
Hopkins took up residence in the early 
1960s with an eye toward building a 


Thoroughbred nursery. Every bit the 
quintessential Maryland family homestead 
in the manner of the Pons’ Country Life 
and the Boniface’s nearby Bonita Farm, 
Elberton Hill is today home to matriarch 
Martha Hopkins, sons Frank and Mike 
and their families, and Amy, her husband 
Michael Daney and daughters Cassandra 
and Ellie. 

At its zenith, Elberton Hill stood 13 
stallions and boarded upward of 100 
mares each summer. 

“And I groomed every one of those 
stallions every night,” Amy said. “I was in 
charge of them. It was a lot of fun.” 

One such stallion was Perfecting, 
owned by Elberton Hill and Louis and 
Patrice Wolfson’s Harbor View Farm. The 
son of Triple Crown champion Affirmed 
won Del Mar’s La Jolla Handicap-G3 and 
$190,869 before retiring to stud. From 
one of his early crops came Elberton 
Hill’s multiple stakes winner Aberfoyle. 
Perfecting’s best offspring was a small 
gray colt foaled in 1997 out of the Masked 
Dancer mare Masked Barb, a multiple 
stakes winner of $293,957. Named Elber¬ 
ton, he was as tough as the hardy birds 
that patrol die skies over the nearby 
Susquehanna River all winter. 

“Even as a baby and a 2-year-old, he 
was just something,” said Amy. “He was a 
real fireball to break. I used to do all the 
groundwork and my niece Abby would 
always go out on the pony widi him. You 
could never leave him alone; he was a wild 
man.” 

After prepping at home, Elberton 
went to trainer Luigi Gino, who also 
trained the gelding’s dam. Gino soon 
discovered that Amy hadn’t stretched the 
truth. Elberton could go along just fine 
and then suddenly decide to rear, wheel, 
prop or use whatever method necessary 
to unseat his rider. Regardless, he had guts 
and talent. He performed steadily enough 
at 2 and 3 on the Maryland circuit, but in 
the fall of his 4-year-old season (2001) 
Elberton stepped into his own. 

His first black-type outing was Pimlico’s 
Mister Diz Stakes that September, and 
as Amy relayed, it was one of the most 
meaningful days the Hopkins family 
had ever experienced. With regular rider 
Alberto Delgado in the tack for the 
5-furlong turf test, Elberton’s winning 
time of 56.11 seconds broke Pimlico’s 
course record. 

“It was the weekend after the 9/11 
attacks, and I just remember being in tears,” 
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Sponsored by The Maryland-Bred Race Fund 


said Amy. “It was such a tragic time, and here we were all still 
able to function and do our things and live in such a great 
place. He won that race and it was just really emotional for us.” 

Elberton kept his connections on edge for another month 
after his Mister Diz conquest. Entered next in the Maryland 
Million Turf Stakes, he silenced anyone who labeled him 
a sprinter by leading wire to wire in a driving score over 
Watchman’s Warning and Cynics Beware. That win photo 
is Amy’s favorite: Elberton is shown crossing the finish line 
2V+ lengths in front with the Maryland flag waving above 
Pimlico’s turf course. 

Seeing only stakes action in his first six starts the next year, 
the gelding attempted to repeat his Mister Diz and Maryland 
Million Turf victories. He finished third in the Mister Diz 
by less than a length, but his effort on Maryland Million 
Day stands out for Amy. Elberton and Delgado again led 
throughout, but were nipped at the wire and lost by a short 
neck to old rival La Reine’s Terms. Elberton ran for another 
two seasons before an arthritic ankle prompted his retirement. 
A second career, however, was never in the plans. “I ground 
broke him so I know exactly what he’s capable of doing,” 
Amy said. “Even when Luigi sent him home, he said You’re 
just gonna turn him out, right?’” 

Right. 

“He’ll never have anybody on him again; he’s too much. 
Yet he is the kindest horse in the world,” said Amy. “The kids 
would go sledding over on the front hill, and he’d always be 
standing there watching them. I used to swear that if they’d 
had peppermints in their pockets, they probably could have 
attached a shank to him and he would have dragged them 
back up the hill.” 

Elberton’s field mates include Londonderry, a s takes- 
placed full sister to Aberfoyle and the dam of five winners 
from eight foals-stakes winner Four Carats, Doha, Beech Cat, 
Derrywall and steeplechaser Foyle. Her final foal is current 
Elberton Hill runner Elbertini. But it was the late Docent, a 
dual Maryland Million Classic winning earner of $802,704, 
who added the most color to Elberton’s retirement. By the 
time Docent (who ran for Mike Daney’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bernard Daney), joined the herd, Elberton had already 
established himself as commander in chief. Physically, they 
were Mutt and Jeff. Although both gray, Docent towered 
over Elberton, and decided upon arrival that he would call the 
shots in the field from that point forward. 

Mike Daney suppressed laughter as he told what happened 
next. 

“When they were first put together in the field, they got 
into a fight and knocked the fence down. Basically, there was a 
smackdown and they both ended up in the old cannery across 
the road. After that they eventually made peace.” 

Eventually. The retirees were banished to a different field, 
away from the rest, to work out their differences. It worked, 
because they lived peacefully together for years until Docent 
died of colic (while on assignment at a riding camp) in 2011 
and left the field-boss duties to Elberton. 

“Once they became buddies, they were allowed to come 
back and join the group,” said Amy. “Elberton’s still got that 
fire in there; he’s an amazing, special horse. And you have to 
take care of the ones that take care of you.” W

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Ohrstrom familys Whitemod 
adapts) becomes steeplechase power

C larke Ohrstrom sat down in the Whitewood Farm tack room, slid¬ 
ing between two saddle racks. Two rescue dogs, Lizzy and Lola, 
came in, then wanted out. Richard Valentine juggled conversations 
with his landlord, his help and a guest. It was bitterly cold outside, snow 
still hanging tough in places. Horses, turned out for the afternoon, picked 
at the January grass or huddled in turnout sheds. 


Steeplechasing-for better or for worse 
-has a season. March to November, the 
horses race. December, they rest. January 
and February, they prepare. 

Anything's possible in January. 

Valentine, coming off his second con¬ 
secutive runner-up finish in the National 
Steeplechase Association trainers' stand¬ 
ings, split his stable this winter, sending 
16 horses to Camden, S.C., and keeping 
another 14 at Whitewood in The Plains, 
Va. The roster of 30 gives Valentine the 
deepest stable of his career. Valentine, 
in his Mercedes SUV, and assistant Laird 
George, in his Volkswagen Jetta, passed 
each other on 1-95, while splitting time 
between venues. By April, the team will 
reconvene at Whitewood. 

Ohrstrom, Valentine and George have 
choreographed one of the most remark¬ 
able success stories in American steeple- 
chasing- turning a private, timber-exclusive 
barn into a hurdle-heavy, public power¬ 
house. Last year, Valentine campaigned 
Eclipse Award runner-up Demonstrative 
to win the New York Turf Writers Cup and 
Colonial Cup, each an important Grade 1 
on the calendar. At the rich Far Hills Races 
in October, Valentine won two stakes —a 
novice with Fog Island and a filly/m are 
with Kisser N Run. In all, Valentine won 
11 races from 59 starts to tie Jonathan 
Sheppard for second behind Jack Fisher 
in the standings. Valentine made 19 fewer 
starts than Sheppard and 31 fewer than 
Fisher. This winter, Valentine bolstered his 
string with new maidens, a free-agent pick¬ 
up or two and returning veterans. 

He took the job at Whitewood in 1996, 
inheriting a handful of veteran timber 
horses owned by the scion of Whitewood, 
George Ohrstrom Jr. The business tycoon 
and sportsman had bred and raced horses 
all over the world. Valentine was brought 
in to develop timber horses. One goal, the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Valentine knew the Maryland Hunt 
Cup, he still remembers going to his first 
with Pennsylvania horsemen Grace Watson 
and George Osborne -*Ben Nevis II held 
off Perfect Cast in 1977. Valentine knew 
all about George Ohrstrom's iconic white 
and yellow silks. 

“I was honored to work for him, people 
had a lot of respect for him, his colors, 
I remember seeing his colors on nice 
horses, for good trainers, in the Maryland 
races," Valentine said of Ohrstrom. “He 
was a powerful, influential man. He was 
a traditionalist. A lot of people have gone 
away from the old-fashioned, traditional 
ways because of costs, but thankfully Mr. 
Ohrstrom afforded me to do that." 
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During the week, Ohrsttom served as 
chairman of the private equity and lever¬ 
aged buyout firm, G.L. Ohrsttom & Co. 
On the weekend, he served as a sportsman, 
guiding an international racing and breed¬ 
ing operation that produced everything 
from French champions on the flat to 
weekend warriors in Virginia. 

Ohrsttom’s father, George Sr., started 
the family business in 1926 and pointed 
his attention toward investment banking 
and real estate. The company sponsored 
construction of the Bank of Manhattan 
building at 40 Wall Street in New York, at 
the time the tallest building in die world. 
George Jr. followed his father into the 
business in 1958 and continued the pro¬ 
gression, following die company philoso¬ 
phy of “buy and build.” 

Through its company, the Ohrsttom 
family has owned the Chronicle of the Horse 
magazine since 1955 and owned Victory 
Racing Plates, both mainstays in the equine 
world. If you like horses, you’ve read 
the Chronicle (a weekly which covers a 
variety of horse sports). If you’ve raced 
horses, you’ve used Victory Racing Plates. 
Ohrsttom and Alexander Mackay-Smidi 
founded the National Sporting Library, 
originally housed in the Chronicle’s base¬ 
ment. It now stands on its own in an exqui¬ 
site building next to the Chronicle, a must- 
see attraction, a destination, in Middleburg. 
Ohrsttom was a founder of the Piedmont 
Environmental Council, a president of the 
Orange County Hunt and founder of the 
Batii County Hounds. Powerful, indeed. 
Influential, absolutely. 

G.L. Ohrsttom & Co. started and grew 
three companies listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange. Ohrsttom Jr. managed 
die company until 2001 when his son 
Wright joined the firm. He runs it today. 
Ohrsttom’s goal was to buy companies and 
help them grow. Ohrsttom bought com¬ 
panies he liked and added the structure to 
allow diose companies to flourish. 

That philosophy was applied to the 
horses as well. 

Born in Bronxville, N.Y., and reared 
in Greenwich, Conn, (he was a class¬ 
mate of former president George H.W. 
Bush at Greenwich Country Day School), 
Ohrsttom entered the Marine Corps dur¬ 
ing World War II and graduated from 
Princeton University. The Ohrsttoms 
moved to Virginia as development began

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to threaten foxhunting in the 
Northeast. Owned at one 
time by Nancy Hannum’s 
family, Whitewood became 
the center of Ohrstrom’s rac¬ 
ing and foxhunting program. 

Ohrstrom bought every farm 
that bordered Whitewood— 
never paying a penny less than 
what the owner asked—until 
the farm reached roughly 
1,600 acres. 

Old-fashioned and tradi¬ 
tional, Whitewood is a haven 
for a steeplechase horse and 
holds a deep legacy in the 
world of Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing. 

Ohrstrom developed an eclectic mix of 
international horses in his racing career. 
Maryland Hunt Cup standby Appolinax, 
France’s champion 3-year-old filly of 1974 
*Comtesse de Loir, Grade 1 stakes winner 
Moss flower, stallion Turn to Mars. Ohr¬ 
strom died in 2005 at 78, but fittingly left a 
legacy centered on two passions-business 
and Thoroughbred racing. 

Today, the farm is owned by Clarke 
Ohrstrom and his siblings Gerry Ohrstrom, 
Wea Nichols, Wright Ohrstom and their 
children. The tradition and the business are 
alive and well.

Richard Valentine, on Whitewood

Valentine’s Day 

First things first. Richard Valentine, 
44, is not related to Mr. and Mrs. Miles 
Valentine, the great Pennsylvania owners 
whose pink and cerise hearts were seen on 
the best chasers in America and Europe. 
Adding to the confusion, Richard spent a 
lot of time working for Valentine’s daugh¬ 
ter, Jill Fanning. For a while, he tried to 
explain there was no relation, but eventu- 
ally gave up. 

“Finally, people would ask how my 
grandmother was and I’d say, ‘She’s fine, 
thanks.’ I just stopped explaining it and 
my grandmother was fine,” Valentine said. 
“People, to this day, will say you’re the 
Pennsylvania Valentines? I say, Yes, I am, 
but not the Valentines you think.’” 

Before he’d started a horse under his 
name, Valentine had done a little bit of 
everything with horses while somehow 
befriending the traditionalists. Born and 
reared in Chester County, Pa., he discov¬ 
ered horses while living on Osborne’s 
farm in Northbrook near West Chester. 
He rode ponies, went foxhunting, joined 
the Pony Club and eventually worked as 
an assistant for Betty Bird, Rusty and Joy 
Cartier, Fanning-all purists with timber 
racing and the last Saturday in April in 


Maryland circled on their training charts. 
Beyond those experiences, Valentine assist¬ 
ed steeplechase trainer Mouse Morris in 
Ireland, rode a few point-to-points, worked 
with foxhunters for the Scar teen Hunt 
in Ireland, tried show horses for a bit. 
Training was always the end goal, but with¬ 
out any family support, financial backing 
or a self-promotion gene, that goal seemed 
elusive at best. 

“There are a lot of people who looked 
out for me along the way,” Valentine said. 
“I don’t have a close family, I was an adopt¬ 
ed son by a lot of different people and a 
lot of people pointed me in the right direc¬ 
tion. “You’re lucky to meet people along 
the way that take an interest. When you’ve 
got those people looking out for you and 
recommending you, it goes a long way.” 

Valentine had helped Bird with Tizo, a 
mercurial Ohrstrom homebred who raced 
in France before going from a maiden to a 
Temple Gwathmey winner in three starts 
for Hall of Famer Burley Cocks in 1990. 
Three years later, Bird tried to massage 
the gray son of Caro (Ire) into a tim¬ 
ber horse. Bird’s routine focused on long 
rides around the country; the iconic horse¬ 
woman telling stories, the young wannabe 
horseman listening, the horse chilling. Tizo 
won his timber debut at a point-to-point, 
broke his maiden at the Georgetown Races 
in Virginia, but went wrong again. They 
brought him back more times than Billy 
Martin, but he never ran again. Indirectly, 
he served a purpose. 

When Whitewood needed a replace¬ 
ment for trainer Mike Elmore, Bird threw 
Valentine’s name into the ting. Ohrstrom 
sent horses to outside trainers but he 
always employed a private trainer based on 
the farm. 

“I got a call that Mr. Ohrstrom wanted 
to speak to me, I was thinking, What 
have I done?’” Valentine said. “I wanted 
to train, but I didn’t know how to get it 


started, I had spent my time 
being an assistant and head 
lad for Mouse, it was some¬ 
thing I would have liked to 
have done but how do you 
get started?” 

Valentine drove to The 
Plains and met with Ohr¬ 
strom, his son Clarke and 
John Coles. The latter worked 
for Ohrstrom for 30 years- 
riding amateur races, shep¬ 
herding real estate deals, taking 
the field for Orange County, 
guiding Appolinax to several 
near misses in the Hunt Cup. 

“I started with him after 
college, I wanted to tide some 
races. He molded me, changed me, dressed 
me,” Coles said. “Mr. Ohrstrom loved 
his racehorses, he was a wonderful guy, a 
great guy to work for. They don’t make 
those kind any more, except for Clarke, 
he’s pretty damn good. I look back, it was 
a different lifestyle. It’s great to see Clarke 
and Richard continuing it and doing well at 
it. Mr. Ohrstrom would be happy to see it.” 

In typical, self-effacing style, Valentine 
didn’t think he had a chance. On the drive 
home from that meeting, he thought, “Had 
a nice lunch, won’t get the job.” 

He got the job. 

The Ohrstroms offered Valentine a 
package, including house, salary, etc. At that 
stage, Valentine-if he had any money - 
would have paid the Ohrstroms to train at 
Whitewood. 

He inherited a string of veteran horses 
that included old friend Tizo, hurdle/ 
timber winner Summit Point (Ft) and Irish- 
bred, French-raced Hopewell. George 
Ohrstrom bred all of them, either in 
Virginia or Europe. Valentine’s first winner 
was Fassfern at the 1997 Willowdale meet 
in Pennsylvania. The then 8-year-old was 
by Arc winner Alleged, out of Ohrstrom’s 
Arc runner-up *Comtesse de Loir. 

Following instructions, Valentine called 
Ohrstrom at 3 o’clock every afternoon, 
telling him what every horse did. Quietly 
looking ahead, Ohrstrom gave Hopewell 
to Clarke as a birthday present and the 
homebred won at My Lady’s Manor in 
1998. The tangibility and the legacy of the 
gift can be seen in the win picture; there’s 
Clarke, his wife Molly, and Valentine all 
smiling, all joyous, the seed of racing bur¬ 
rowing deeper from its Whitewood garden. 


A Magical Place 

Drive through Middleburg, take a left 
on The Plains Road before the Sporting 
Library and Chronicle buildings, go past 
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Hickory Tree Farm, past Doug Fout’s train¬ 
ing track; when you see Robert Duvall’s 
long-horned cattle, stop. Look down the 
valley to your right and up the mountain 
to your left. Spread over 1,600 acres in the 
middle of Orange County hunt country 
between the small towns of Middleburg 
and The Plains, Whitewood provides a rich 
canvas for a steeplechase trainer. 

Stone walls line the driveways, the hills 
roll as far as you can see, paddocks of 
every size accommodate horses of every 
need, three barns provide die stalls, a show 
ring offers an alternative, a free-walker 
helps leg up horses, cross-country fences 
line the place and the gallops, ah the gal¬ 
lops, roll languidly up the “mountain” 
across The Plains Road. It takes a fit horse 
or a 4x4 vehicle to get there, but when you 
do get there, it’s magic. The grass strips 
flow along the crest of die mountain, 
five hurdles stand like soldiers in perfect 
formation at the bottom and the view, 
well the view is like an Ansel Adams print, 
but in color. For a moment, you might 
think you’re in England at Newmarket or 
Lambourn. Mowed and managed to per¬ 
fection, the long, gradual climbs provide 
the base of fitness for the arduous task of 
steeplechasing. 

Valentine schools and gallops most of 
his horses but gets out of the saddle when 
it’s time to breeze. He likes to stand at the 
top and check the creases down the backs 
of his horses, check how fast they catch 
their breath. Simply, he likes to employ the 
things he learned from the traditionalists. 

When George Ohrstrom died, White- 
wood passed to his children. Clarke lived 
on the farm and delved deeply into its 
management. Without George Ohrstrom’s 
backing, the estate-the farm-needed a 
plan. 

Clarke and Valentine had one ready. 
One that George Ohrstrom had begun to 
put in place. On an afternoon walk to the 
barn, he mentored his young trainer and 
talked about the future 

“You need a job when I die,” Ohrstrom 
told Valentine. 

“You’re not allowed to die,” Valentine 
replied. 

Ohrstrom laughed at the retort, but 
knew the future. He opened the barn to 
outside clients, encouraged Valentine to 
take in other horses and get active in the 
recruitment of business. 

“I had a different relationship with 
him, I wasn’t his child, I wasn’t a business 
partner, I was providing him enjoyment 
with something he loved to do on the 
weekends,” Valentine said. “This new idea 
with outside horses and clients was his

way of starting something. 

I couldn’t re-create what I 
have here .” 

Clarke Ohrstrom, 51, 
took it another step-giving 
Valentine an easy business 
plan focused on simply 
making the operation pay 
for itself Whitewood col¬ 
lects the day rates, Valentine 
gets a salary and they try 
to apply a business model 
to a non-business sport. 

Somehow, it’s worked. 

“As a family, we aren’t 
interested in having 70 
horses, but everybody 
enjoys having the horses 
and the cattle (Whitewood 
is also home to a herd of more than 400, 
most of which are sold to the Whole 
Foods natural beef program) and it’s just 
trying to figure out a way to make it more 
affordable,” Clarke Ohrstrom said. “We 
could rent all this out, probably get the 
same amount of money, maybe more. We 
enjoy having the horses, the horse sports. 
They’ve obviously been here forever so 
we’d like to continue the tradition. Taking 
outside clients has been good.” 

The transformation has come gradually. 

Pennsylvanians George and Alex 
Hundt became one of Valentine’s first 
clients — George won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup with former Whitewood runner 
Michele Maries chi (GB) in 2009. Funny 
how life works. Purchased at Tatters alls 
in England, the horse was meant to be 
George Ohrstrom’s Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner. Instead, he won it for one of 
Whitewood’s first clients. 

From there, Valentine has steadily 
developed a solid core of owners, adding 
the likes of Bill and Anne Pape, Augustin 
Stable, Gill Johnston, Ohrstrom’s sister 
Maggie Bryant, while still campaigning 
horses for the Ohrstroms. 

“You could daydream as a kid, or when 
we started out here, about the client list 
that I have right now and you’d never think 
in a million it would turn out,” Valentine 
said. “It’s easy to daydream about it, but 
when you walk down the barn and see the 
horses and owners I have, I can’t tell you 
how lucky I am. I didn’t come from a for¬ 
tunate background, that’s the great thing 
about horses, the horse business, if you do 
a great job, you get rewarded.” 

Augustin’s Rainiero (Chi) has won five 
races in the past two seasons. Clarke pur¬ 
chased Kisser N Run after she broke her 
maiden, and won the Peapack Hurdle 
Stakes at Far Hills. George Ohrstrom’s 
widow, Jacqueline, keeps five horses in 
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training, including Demonstrative, who has 
put together three prolific seasons, winning 
a 3-year-old championship, rising through 
the novice ranks and becoming a dual 
Grade 1 winner last season. 

Valentine purchased the son of Elusive 
Quality at the Tattersalls July Sale in 2010. 
After 11 starts on the flat in England for 
Mark Johnston, the Kentucky-bred arrived 
in the summer of his 3-year-old year and 
quickly learned his trade, becoming the 
first freshman hurdle starter of Valentine’s 
career. Draw up a blueprint for steeple¬ 
chasing and the horse has followed it, 
winning twice in his first season, twice in 
his second and three times in his third. In 
2012, he capitalized on his novice standing, 
winning the Jonathan Kiser Novice Stakes 
at Saratoga. Fresh off that, he took the 
New York Turf Writers Cup and finished 
his season with a last-to-first tour de force 
to win one of the best editions of the 
Colonial Cup in history. He’s everything a 
horse is supposed to be; imposing, stoic, 
talented, precise. 

Beyond steeple chasing, Clarke owns 
five broodmares and maintains a strong 
connection to the breeding, racing and 
sales industries. Over the years, Whitewood 
has campaigned major flat winners in the 
United States and a number of European 
standouts. The tradition continues with 
the next generation. Clarke Ohrstrom 
owned a part of champion sprinter and 
sire Aldebaran and owns shares in stallions 
City Zip, Exchange Rate, U S Ranger, Hat 
Trick (Jpn), Harlan’s Holiday and Artie 
Schiller in addition to the mares. The 
mares foal at Peter O’Callaghan’s Woods 
Edge Farm in Kentucky and John Stuart’s 
Bluegrass Thoroughbred Services handles 
the sales work. 

“I’m still knocking away at it. I’m racing 
everything right now, so I’m enjoying that. 
I’ll have five or six horses running this 


year,” he said. “I don’t know 
why I still like the broodmares. 
You never know, you’re one 
horse away. It’s fun, we had 
two nice yearling fillies, it’s fun 
to watch them grow up, every¬ 
thing’s possible.” 

On this January morning, 
Clarke and Richard discuss 
fertilizer on the gallop, fixing 
the walker and the shortage of 
stalls (a good problem). 

“It’s continual,” Clarke said. 
“We need to re-do the walker, 
re-do the trailer and I don’t 
know where we’re going to put 
all these horses, one way or 
another, it’ll work out.” 

And there, in that last sen¬ 
tence, is why Whitewood works. Valentine 
worries about everything, Ohrstrom 
worries about nothing. Valentine’s chief 
assistant Laird George, as laid back as 
Ohrstrom, helps the balance. 

“Laird and Clarke are very similar,” 
Valentine said. “I do a lot of doubting 
myself and it’s nice to be around two con¬ 
fident people that don’t let things bother 
them.” 

George, mentored by Hall of Famer 
Frank Whiteley, joined Whitewood sev¬ 
eral years ago to help with the mares and 
yearlings. He eventually transferred to the 
racing side, becoming the integral assistant 
Valentine needed. 

“It’s been a great fit. I change my mind 
a lot, it’s nice to have somebody directly 
under me who doesn’t get hassled by it, 
then it filters down to everybody else,” 
Valentine said. “Something will set me off; 
with Laird, I can walk away from it. I’m 
not good at managing people and he’s very 
good at it.” 

Every yin needs its yang. Valentine 
and George handle the horses, Ohrstrom 
handles the business. If left to his devices, 
Valentine would stay at the barn and fret 
over the horses, stir the cooked oats every 
afternoon before every feeding, polish the 
brass, straighten the quarter sheets, just tin¬ 
ker and think about his horses. Nobody’s 
horses look better on race day. 

“I know my weaknesses, I like being in 
the barn, looking at my horses, I like train¬ 
ing. Keeping in communication with my 
owners and keeping up with the bookwork 
is a weakness, it’s something I need to work 
on and I know that,” Valentine said. “But I 
do feel like everyone knows I’m in the barn 
or I’m thinking about the horses. I’m not 
taking it for granted and I think my owners 
know that.” 

The development continues, from an 
amateur, timber-centric, private stable to

a professional, hurdle-heavy, public stable. 
One that has worked because of the right 
combination of horsemen and business¬ 
men, opportunity and achievement, old- 
fashioned and new-wave. 

“I remember one year Clarke and I sat 
down and said which ones are sanctioned 
horses and which ones are point-to-point 
horses, that was the first time we looked 
at it a different way,” Valentine said. “You 
have to put your mental class on them and 
try to map out a plan. I try to do that at the 
beginning of March.” 

By March, Valentine will have cir¬ 
cled the Gwathmey for Demonstrative, 
the Carolina Cup for fall recruit Royal 
Bonsai (GB), the Maryland Hunt Cup for 
Professor Maxwell, the Camden starter for 
Rainiero, die Iroquois (if ids soft) for Fog 
Island and specific maiden races for specif¬ 
ic maidens. In the back of his mind, a train¬ 
er’s championship gnaws. Remember, only 
four trainers (Jonathan Sheppard, Tom 
Voss, Jack Fisher and Sanna Hendriks) 
have won a tide since 1996. 

“I’d love to be leading trainer, I’d love 
to manage some of these young horses 
like Demonstrative; more importandy, I 
hope I can remember my mistakes and not 
repeat them,” Valentine said. “We have the 
pieces it takes, we have a lot of maidens, 
we have maiden claimers, we have a Hunt 
Cup horse, we have a good maiden timber 
horse, a good highweight timber horse ...” 

His words, his thoughts, return from 
the future and back to the past. 

And what would George Ohrstrom 
Jr. think about Whitewood 2013? Well, 
besides getting a kick out of seeing Tizo, 
28, grazing in a stone-wall lined field near 
the training barn... 

“I would have to think he would be 
pretty happy,” Valentine said. “Maybe not 
widi so much summer racing, he might 
turn a blind eye to Saratoga, but I think 
he’d like that his sister has a nice timber 
horse with us, his family still has nice horses 
here, he might be kind of upset about see¬ 
ing five hurdles on die gallops and us not 
taking care of the timber fences as well as 
we should, but we’ll get them looking good 
for him in the spring.” 

Another spring. Another season. 
Another plan. 

Same Whitewood.

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Complicated 

Process 

Push for medication uniformity 
in Mid-Atlantic could make tough job easier

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T he profession of Thoroughbred horse trainer is a difficult one. 

This is not news. Not to anyone reading this magazine, or any¬ 
one else with even a passing interest in the centuries-old sport of 

racing. 

Certainly there are many that made it look easy through the years—con¬ 
ditioners from yesteryear, think Ben Jones, Jimmy Jones, Max Hirsch and 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons; to more recent icons like Charlie Whittingham, 
Woody Stephens, Bobby Frankel and Buddy Delp; and then the mod¬ 
ern legends D. Wayne Lukas, H. Allen Jerkens, Jack Van Berg and Shug 
McGaughey. 


But it is anything but easy, for the 
above-mentioned group or for trainers 
today attempting to scratch out a living 
with a small string at Anywhere USA 
racetrack. Trainers face myriad challenges 
everyday and perhaps the biggest of all is 
medication. And more specifically, racing’s 
medication rules provide the biggest chal¬ 
lenge for the professional horse trainer. 

The great test lies not in discerning 
which therapeutic medication to use and 
when, but rather navigating through the 
maze of rules and regulations that can 
often be vastly different depending on 
state and jurisdiction. 

Racing in the United States is governed 
on the state level. That, too, is not a news 
flash, nor is the fact that of the 36 states 
that conduct Thoroughbred racing with 
pari-mutuel wagering, all are regulated by 
their own set of rules. Medication rules 
vary from state to state, and even in the 
geographically close-knit states that make 
up a loose “circuit” in the Mid-Atlantic 
region, those rules vary. 

And sometimes they vary dramatically. 

“It’s becoming increasingly more con¬ 
fusing as every state comes up with new 
guidelines, which is admirable and every¬ 
body wants to get tougher, but the fact that 
everybody is doing different things is very 
confusing and very complicated,” said Fair 
Hill-based trainer Graham Motion, who 
races from coast to coast. “The general 
public probably doesn’t get that percep¬ 
tion. Not everybody that has a medica¬ 
tion positive is a bad guy, because quite 
honestly the policies are so confusing. And 
we’re talking about therapeutic medica¬ 
tions whose withdrawals are probably a 
week or two weeks.” 

“The rules are different,” said Maryland- 
based trainer Tim Keefe. “I don’t run a lot 
of places other than Maryland too much, 
but I certainly do have starts in other states, 
so you’ve got to know the rules.” 

Recent developments may make 
Motion’s and Keefe’s job a little bit easier, 


with—perhaps—one set of rules to know 
across the region’s racetracks. 

“The largest concentration of daily rac¬ 
ing in the United States is in the Mid- 
Atlantic, where 18 racetracks can oper¬ 
ate within a 200-mile radius,” said Alan 
Foreman, chairman of the national 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 
“We have horses moving interstate every 
day and horsemen racing in more than one 
state each day. There is no region in the 
country where uniformity is more impera¬ 
tive than in the Mid-Atlantic. The horse¬ 
men have been asking for it and the time 
has come to do it.” 

Foreman assembled a meeting of regu¬ 
lators and racing leaders at Delaware Park 
to discuss that very issue Feb. 6. 

The lack of uniformity from state 
to state and jurisdiction to jurisdiction 
can also put racetracks in difficult spots. 
Racetracks are simply the venues for the 
show. The commissions and the stewards 
they designate enforce the rules. 

Officials with the New York Racing 
Association recently complained that since 
such huge discrepancies exist regarding 
withdrawal times for the bronchodilator 
clenbuterol, which can range anywhere 
from two to 14 days depending on the 
state, it led to a reduced number of ship¬ 
pers at the current Aqueduct meeting. That 
reduced number of shippers led to smaller 
fields, which industry standards show leads 
to smaller handle. Translation: everyone is 
affected. Not just horsemen caring for the 
horses on a daily basis. 

“In general, Penn National Gaming 
supports uniform rules in the Mid-Atlantic 
region where we have two harness and 
two Thoroughbred tracks,” said Chris 
McErlean, vice president of racing for 
Penn National Gaming Inc. “We would 
hope that would be a catalyst to get nation¬ 
wide uniformity as well. We think uniform 
guidelines for medication would be a ben¬ 
efit to everyone-horsemen, tracks and the 
wagering public. 


General Overview 

A relatively simple analysis of just 
seven fairly basic and mostly medication- 
related practices in the region’s six pari¬ 
mutuel states—Delaware, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia-show differences in nearly every 
regulation from state to state. 

The seven practices/regulations used 
for this review were: 

■ Legal use of adjunct bleeder medica¬ 
tions; 

■ Phenylbutazone (Bute) threshold level; 

■ Non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 
drugs / stacking; 

■ Clenbuterol threshold level or with¬ 
drawal time; 

■ Accredited laboratories; 

■ Pre-race examinations; 

■ Administration of furosemide (Lasix). 
Generally, the regulations on the books 

in the six states do not differ much, but it 
is often the most minute of differences 
that define the line between a positive and 
negative drug test or medication overage. 

As shown in the accompanying table, the 
biggest difference lies with adjunct bleeder 
medications. Known by names such as 
Amicar, Tranex, Estrone, Kentucky Red, 
and others, adjunct bleeder medications are 
an aminocaproic acid many believe lessens 
dehydration caused by Lasix. 

Most states followed the Association 
of Racing Commissioners International 
(RCI) rule and ban the use of adjunct 
bleeder medications, including Kentucky, 
which put them in place in advance of the 
Turfway Park fall meeting in 2012. 

Three of the six states that conduct 
racing in the Mid-Atlantic allow them, to 
different degrees. Maryland allows up to 
three adjuncts, and they are also permitted 
in Virginia and West Virginia. A move to 
eliminate adjuncts is in progress in West 
Virginia, with an unknown effective date, 
according to Hallie Roach Lewis, direc¬ 
tor of communications for the Racing 
Medication and Testing Consortium. 
Adjuncts are not permitted in Delaware, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

That was the only major difference, but 
die minor differences are many and involve 
medications frequently used on race-day 
and for therapeutic purposes. 

Furosemide administration, essentially 
who gives the Lasix shot four hours prior 
to race time, is still done by private veteri¬ 
narians in Maryland, Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and West Virginia. As prescribed by RCI, 
a change to a regulatory veterinarian-the 
practice employed in Delaware-will soon 
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be in place in Pennsylvania and could soon 
be seen throughout die region. 

Regulations for Bute threshold level are 
nearly uniform for the Mid-Atlantic, but 
not quite, with one of the five states (West 
Virginia) not at the 2 micrograms per mil¬ 
liliter of plasma. West Virginia does have a 


change in the works, however, and a move 
to the 2 meg level would give the region 
uniformity in that category. 

Uniformity is frequently discussed in 
the Thoroughbred industry, and it does 
exist in the region when it comes to regula¬ 
tions for NS AID combinations and for 
pre-race inspections. All states conduct 
pre-race exams and none of the states 
allow NS AID combinations or stacking. 

That uniformity is a positive sign and 
welcome to horsemen, who admittedly 


struggle to keep up with the regulations. It 
gets even more difficult to navigate when 
trainers venture to New York, Kentucky, 
Florida, Illinois and Louisiana, as many do, 
at differing points of the season. 

“I don’t use a lot of drugs so it’s not 
much of an issue to me,” said Keefe, who 


races primarily in his home state but does 
ship out from time to time. “It would be a 
huge benefit to everyone for all the states to 
have one set of rules, whether it’s Lasix, or 
Bute, or clenbuterol—to give or not give it— 
just one set of rules to govern all of racing. 

“And I think a lot of people agree. I 
don’t like steroids, and never used them 
before, but guys like myself really felt 
like we were at a disadvantage before [the 
ban]. Then when they banned them it 
put everyone on a level playing field. If 


everybody plays by die same set of rules, 
then there’s no question when you have a 
positive. There isn’t any kind of confusion 
over whether something will [result in a 
positive test].” 

Keefe said die only medications his 
horses use with any regularity are Lasix and 
adjunct bleeder medications, and that even 
diough diere are differences in the region 
with regard to regulations for those drugs 
it is not a major concern. 

“Maryland I know and our own vets 
do it, diey know the timeframe, and it’s all 
cataloged,” Keefe said. “And when we ship 
out of town to Pennsylvania or Charles 
Town, the vets know when to give it and 
we know when to get on the grounds at a 
certain time. 

“Now it is a big deal when you have a 
horse on clenbuterol, or another horse that 
needs Bute or Banamine, then some states 
vary with their withdrawal times. Certain 
tranquilizers—when we clip horses we tran- 
quilize them-some are forbidden five or 
six days out, and in other [states] it’s two 
or three, so in those instances a uniform 
policy would be a huge benefit.” 

Motion said he relies heavily on vet¬ 
erinarians as well to understand the with¬ 
drawal times and to communicate them 
after they are administered therapeutically. 

‘You really are in die hands of the 
vets,” he said. “I have to be advised by the 
vets. If I’m using a medication die first

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thing I ask is, What is your withdrawal? 7

Region can ‘set the tone’ 

The sentiment endorsing uniform rules 
in the Mid-Atlantic is a step in the right 
direction, but additional movement is 
afoot to take things even further. 

Foreman, with die full support and 
endorsement of his THA member asso¬ 
ciations, arranged the conference of 
Mid-Atlantic regulators and chemists at 
Delaware Park to discuss uniform thresh¬ 
old and withdrawal times for a list of 
24 medications permitted to be given to 
horses and developed by the RMTC in col¬ 
laboration with RCI. 

“The Mid-Atlantic has always been sort 
of a place to jump start uniform regulatory 
rules, mainly because the fact is we all share 
many of the same horsemen, 77 said John 
Wayne, administrator of die Delaware 
Thoroughbred Racing Commission. “I 
think what we decide in the Mid-Adantic 
will set the tone for all of North America. 77 

The RCI hoped to distribute its model 
rules to states by late January, shordy 
before the Mid-Adantic meeting, but that 
was pushed back a few weeks. The list 
of 24 medications features a group of 17 
given as therapeutic drugs that includes 
painkillers and anti-inflammatories. That 
group of 17 and their recommended 
threshold levels were approved by the RCI 
at a meeting in December. 

The seven other drugs-considered 
“special interest 77 by RMTC and RCI-are 
Acepromazine, Butorphanol, Detomidine, 
Lidocaine, Mepivacine, Procaine Penicillin 
and Xylazine. Recommendations concern¬ 
ing those drugs, most of them considered 
sedatives and painkillers, will be distributed 
by the RCI to member commissions later 
this year. 

RCFs pitch for these uniform rules 
comes after a lengthy process the organiza¬ 
tion’s leadership says is long overdue and 
hopefully welcome by the industry. 

“The concept of the meeting obviously 
grew [from being a discussion to possibly 
one where changes are seriously consid¬ 
ered], 77 said RCI President Ed Martin. 
“Alan has been a great asset in [the push 
for uniform medication rules], but a num¬ 


ber of people have been involved. What’s 
going on in the Mid-Adantic is a positive 
step toward where we’re going to go. It’s 
continuing on the momentum we feel 
picked up in the fall and worked right 
through at the RCI Model Rules meeting 
[in early December 2012]. 77 

A crowd of about 40 representatives of 
various groups in the Mid-Adantic showed 
up for die Feb. 6 meeting. Nothing was 
firmly decided and few details released, and 
not surprisingly some dissention did exist 
on different topics, but many felt it was a 
step toward getting some uniformity. 

“Speaking for myself as chairman of 
RCI, that is my ultimate goal,” said Duncan 
Patterson, also chairman of the Delaware 
Thoroughbred Racing Commission and 
an attendee of the meeting. “If we’re 
able to be successful in the Mid-Adantic 
region, then we have the ability to sell this 


around the country. Our biggest problem 
is we have so many tracks witiiin a 200-, 
250-mile radius. I would find it difficult 
if I trained, and I did for three years, so I 
know. I’m optimistic. Obviously some of 
the proposals are different than what is on 
die books in some of those other places, 
so it’s not going to be easy.” 

“It was productive, very informative,” 
said Mike Hopkins, executive director of 
the Maryland Racing Commission. “We 
decided that now each commission is 
going to go back and have a discussion 
with their commissioners. Nobody there 
had the authority to say yay or nay to what 
was being proposed.” 

The group will most likely meet again 
in March, after commission representa¬ 
tives meet with their respective groups. It 
was a positive step because it showed a 
willingness to work together, according to 
Jon Amores, executive director of the West 
Virginia Racing Commission. 

“Uniformity achieves two purposes: one 
is a practical issue and one is a more gen¬ 
eral policy issue,” Amores said. “Practical 


is consistency of regulation from state to 
neighboring state, which makes it a lot 
more easy and predictable for everyone, 
botii the regulators and the regulated. A 
lot is seen from diose who have to deal 
with regulations, the horsemen, but as you 
know regulators have a difficult time as 
well. Stewards ring up their colleagues all 
the time and have to deal with penalties 
and enforcement, so to be able to compare 
apples to apples is very helpful.” 

Like many, Amores sees consistent reg¬ 
ulation as a way toward keeping control 
of the industry and avoiding the need for 
federal intervention. 

“The general policy issue is, if you use 
a model approach and don’t diverge from 
it and keep it model or consistent, you 
hold back the necessity to invite federal 
[involvement],” he said. “One of the great¬ 
est incentives, at least in my experience, 


for the federal government to walk up to 
the door of a state agency [is a] convinc¬ 
ing argument that ‘y ou ve got a patchwork 
going on here.’ If you take that argument 
away, and certainly there may be others, but 
that’s a big card to take off the deck.” 

More Specifics 

A closer examination of the existing 
withdrawal recommendations-many of 
which are not on the books in die vari¬ 
ous states-shows more drastic differences, 
particularly with three therapeutics drugs. 

The RCFs recommended withdrawal 
time for dexamethasone, a synthetic cor¬ 
ticosteroid often used to manage inflam¬ 
mation brought on by disease, is 72 
hours - a significantly greater period than 
recommended in Delaware, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia. 

The anti-inflammatory effects of dexa¬ 
methasone are approximately 25 times 
stronger than the natural hormone cor¬ 
tisol, and the drug can be used to treat 
arthritis. 
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According to the RMTC, and as shown 
in the accompanying chart, dexametha- 
sone has a recommended withdrawal time 
as short as 24 hours in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. 

The withdrawal recommendations for 
tlunixin, commonly known by its trade 
name Banamine, also differ significantly 
and depend on dosage as well. In New 
Jersey the recommended withdrawal for up 
to 500 mg (1 cc per 100 pounds of a horse’s 
body weight) administered by injection 
is 24 hours, while the oral recommended 
withdrawal time is 48 hours. Mainly used 
for colic pain, muscle pain, and joint issues, 
flunixin is used to reduce fevers and pain 
and to prevent endotoxemia. 

Virginia’s rules on flunixin are similar 
to New Jersey, with slight deviations on 
administration (72 hours for IV, 36 hours 
for 500 mg IV). RCI is recommending 
24 hours for flunixin, a shorter difference 
most likely accounted to the fact that some 
jurisdictions may only allow Bute as the 
24-hour non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 


drug. The RMTC does give practitioners 
the option of one of three NSAIDs (Bute, 
flunixin meglumine, or ketoprofen) at 24 
hours out, and is reviewing thresholds 
that would specifically prohibit the use of 
more than one of those NSAIDs within 
48 hours of race time, Roach said. How 
die drug is administered-orally or through 
injection-is not specified. 

Recommended withdrawal times for 
another anti-inflammatory that can be 
used for lameness and for joints, methyl- 
prednisolone or Depo-Medrol, differ 
greatly from state-to-state in the region. 
In Virginia, when administered intra-artic- 
ular (in a joint), the withdrawal time is five 
days but it is reduced to 24 hours when 
administered intra-muscular. States such 
as Delaware and West Virginia (48 hours) 
and Maryland (24 hours) do not specify 
administration or dose. 

All in all the variances in the rec¬ 
ommendations and regulations keep the 
industry on its toes, and in the wake of the 
meeting with regulators in the region who 
could be poised to take the lead nationally 


with a uniform set of standards, the onus 
now falls to the regulators to act together 
for die benefit of all. 

“Putting on my TRA hat, that orga¬ 
nization supported the efforts that were 
announced last summer and continues to 
do so,” McErlean said. “We are dependent 
on action by the respective racing commis¬ 
sions to approve and implement these reg¬ 
ulations and we hope diey move quickly.” 

“The Mid-Atlantic has taken the lead 
before, as we did with the elimination 
of anabolic steroids in racing, and we 
are poised to do it again,” said Foreman. 
“Years of scientific research and other 
factors, including the Task Force Report 
on Aqueduct last fall, have combined to 
create the perfect storm to get this done 
regionally and, hopefully, nationally. This 
is about the integrity of our sport and the 
safety and welfare of our horses. If we can 
get this done, and I am optimistic we will 
because of the strong support from the 
horsemen’s groups, it will be a monumental 
achievement for our sport.” Ufa

Early recognition 
the key to solving 
difficult deliveries

I Jf nowing what is normal in delivery of 
1^ a foal is the first key to recognizing a 
I Vpotentially life-threatening problem. 
Normal delivery of a foal is divided into 
three stages. During the first stage, coor¬ 
dinated uterine contractions begin and the 
foal positions itself for delivery. The mare 
will probably be restless, develop patchy 
sweating, and may show signs of mild 
colic. She may lie down frequently and 
pass small amounts of feces. The length of 
Stage I labor is highly variable, but typically 
lasts several hours. Mares also appear to be 
able to suspend Stage I labor if they are 
significantly disturbed. 

The second stage begins with breaking 
water (rupture of the chorioallantois) and 


ends with delivery of the foal. This stage 
is very dynamic as strong abdominal and 
uterine contractions quickly move the fetus 
through the birth canal. It typically lasts 
fewer than 30 minutes. 

The third stage begins with the deliv¬ 
ery of the foal and ends with passage of 
the fetal membranes. This stage should 
be completed within three hours and is 
often accompanied by ongoing uterine and 
abdominal contractions as the mare strains 
to pass the fetal membranes. 

FETAL ORIENTATION 
FOR NORMAL DELIVERY 

Veterinarians use the terms presenta¬ 
tion, position and posture to define the 
orientation of the fetus in the birth canal. 
Presentation describes which anatomical 
part of the fetus is leading and the relation 
of the spinal axis of the fetus to the spinal 
axis of the dam. Position describes the

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relationship of the fetal topline, or head, to 
the quadrants of the mare’s pelvis. Lastly, 
posture describes the orientation of fetal 
extremities as either flexed or extended. In 
a normal delivery, the foal enters the birth 
canal head first with the long axis of its 
body parallel to the long axis of the mare’s 
body. The foal should be right side up, with 
its forelimbs and neck fully extended. The 
nose of the foal should be resting along the 
top of the forelimbs, just behind the fet¬ 
locks. Although infrequent, foals also can 
be delivered backward, with hind limbs and 
tail first, as long as they are right-side up 
and the hind limbs are fully extended. This 
posterior presentation is associated with a 
higher incidence of difficult births. It also 
presents greater risk for the foal. 

WHEN SOMETHING IS AMISS 

A difficult birth, also referred to as 
dystocia, usually refers to a problem with 
Stage II labor. The incidence of dystocia 
in Thoroughbred mares is approximately 
four percent, and is usually associated with 
improper positioning of the head, neck 
or limbs of the foal. Though uncommon, 
difficulty with delivery represents a true 
emergency. The attending caregiver should 
seek immediate veterinary attention and 
intervention if a positive outcome is to 
be obtained. The short, explosive nature 
of Stage II labor in the horse allows little 
room for error and even small delays can 
lead to significant problems for the new¬ 
born foal and for the dam. 

Mares of any age and breed can 
experience difficulty in delivering a foal. 
However, recurrent dystocia in the same 
mare is uncommon. Mares with a reduced 
pelvic diameter resulting from trauma such 
as a pelvic fracture or a space-occupying 
mass within the pelvic canal may be at 
increased risk. 

RECOGNIZING A PROBLEM 

Since the normal duration of Stage II 
labor-from breaking her water to delivery 
of die foal-is normally 20-30 minutes, 
time is a critical factor in managing equine 
obstetrical cases. Recognizing the early 
signs of potential problems is crucial. 
Look for: 

• Failure of any fetal parts, or the amni- 
otic membrane (the pearly white mem¬ 
brane), to appear at the vulvar lips within 
approximately five minutes of the water 
breaking. 

♦ Absence of strong contractions and/ 
or no progression in the delivery process 
within 10 minutes of water breaking.

• The foal’s hooves appearing upside 
down, which could mean the foal is either 
upside down in anterior presentation or in 
posterior presentation. 

• Any abnormal combination of 
extremities appearing at the vulva-any¬ 
thing other than two front feet and a nose. 

Any of diese signs should prompt an 
immediate call to your veterinarian. Early 
intervention will improve the likelihood 
of delivery of a live foal and will enable 
possible correction of the delivery before 
the foal becomes wedged in the birth canal. 

WHAT TO EXPECT 
WHEN YOUR VET ARRIVES 

When your veterinarian arrives it will be 
important to concisely relay any pertinent 
history regarding the mare as well as the 
progression of labor thus far. Important 
information includes the age and number 
of times the dam has delivered a foal, the 
expected foaling date and/or days gesta¬ 
tion, history of previous dystocia and/or 
trauma from foaling, duration and intensity 
of labor signs, the amount of time that 
has passed since the water broke, previous 
attempts at manual extraction of the fetus, 
and observation of any fetal movements. 


In the interest of time, your veterinarian 
will likely perform a brief physical exam 
while gathering this information. He or she 
will then perform a vaginal exam on the 
mare to diagnose the problem. At this time 
the veterinarian is trying to identify issues 
with presentation, position or posture of 
the foal, as well as any anatomic deformi¬ 
ties that may be impeding delivery. 

The veterinarian may also assess the 
mare’s reproductive tract to determine the 
degree of cervical dilation, while attempt¬ 
ing to identify any trauma that may have 
already been sustained. If your veterinar¬ 
ian feels the problem is easily correctable, 
he or she may attempt a vaginal delivery 
on the farm. Though difficult, it is also 
important to make a decision as to whether 
the life of the foal or that of the mare takes 
priority. 

OPTIONS FOR DELIVERY, 
OUTCOMES FOR MARE AND FOAL 

There is no one best way to manage 
a dystocia. The choice that is made will 
depend largely on the case at hand, wheth¬ 
er or not the foal is alive, the experience 
of the veterinarian, and the availability 
of facilities and personnel for abdominal 


surgery. Options for delivery of the foal 
are limited to vaginal delivery (assisted or 
controlled), cesarean section or fetotomy 
(dissection of a dead fetus in utero). 

Successful resolution of a dystocia 
requires an accurate diagnosis of the cause 
and a thorough understanding of how 
to manipulate the foal in utero. When 
properly executed, assisted vaginal delivery 
(AVD), controlled vaginal delivery (CVD), 
Cesarean section and fetotomy all have a 
high likelihood of preserving the life and 
fertility of the mare. Survival and well¬ 
being of the foal depend heavily on the 
length of Stage II labor. Thus, recognizing 
a problem early and insuring that the mare 
can be attended to early by an experienced 
veterinarian will maximize the chances 
for an efficient delivery. AVD, CVD and 
C-section all can produce normal, live foals 
as long as the duration of Stage II labor is 
minimized. ^

The economic well-being of racing and breeding is very much 
a function of the political process. It is essential to the health of 
our industry that we educate our elected official and support 
those who work with us on issues vital to our interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its trea¬ 
surer which are then disbursed to candidates or spent 
supporting issues as selected by a committee headed by 
the chairperson of the MHBA Legislative Committee. 
Any administrative expense will be paid by the MHBA. 
Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the State 
Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to 
a single candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in 
any given four-year election cycle. Any contribution to the 
PAC must be included in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

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Breeding and Bloodstock

Mid-Atlantic full of 
deep roots, routes 
to success 


E ditor Joe Clancy contacted me while I 
was at the Keeneland January mixed 
sale and asked if I would be interested 
in writing a pedigree/racing column in 
this space. During the short history of the 
Racing Times in the early 1990s, Id written 
its Mid-Atlantic bloodstock column, but 
my interest in the area runs deeper. 

It all goes back to the 1970s. As a teen¬ 
ager coming up through the golden age 
of racing, I was a fan of the horses pro¬ 
duced and/or raced in this region. Out of 
Keystone, I followed such stars as Gallant 
Bob, Dainty Dotsie and others; and from 
the numerous Maryland tracks, Gala Lil, 
Dave’s Friend, Double Edge Sword, Star 
de Naskra, What a Summer, Cojak, On 
the Sly, Jameela, John Alden, and others 
like them. What they all had in common, 
it seemed, was a blue-collar toughness and 
durability very much exemplified by clas¬ 
sic winner Deputed Testamony, the last 
of eight Maryland-bred colts to win the 
Preakness Stakes 30 years ago. 

For the most part, these weren’t 
horses widi glittery pedigrees. Deputed 
Testamony was a son of the unheralded 
Grade 3 winner Traffic Cop. Dave’s Friend 
was by a backyard home stallion, Friend’s 
Choice. Yet, many had the class to win 
on the national stage, which at that time 
meant shipping to New York. 

This admirable trait is still evident - 
albeit on a much smaller scale-in Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbreds, though time 
has passed and times have changed. 
Yes, Maryland’s fortunes have crumbled 
since (but appear on the upswing now), 
while Pennsylvania’s have risen with slots 
money, but the horses from the region 
continue to run and win, they make a 
lot of starts, and sometimes they win 
against the best around. Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Poseidon’s Warrior and Richard’s Kid, 
botli sired by top Kentucky stallions but 
foaled in Maryland, are notable recent 
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examples. But the well-patronized region¬ 
al sires haven’t done too badly, either, 
especially in Pennsylvania. The newly 
crowned Horse of die Year, Wise Dan, is 
by Wiseman’s Ferry, who’s at Dana Point 
Farm, while champion finalist Fort Larned 
was sired by E Dubai, now at Northview 
in Pennsylvania and the 2012 leading sire 
in the region by progeny earnings. 

Maryland Spotlight 

The top sire in Maryland is perennial 
leader Not For Love at Northview Stallion 
Station. The 23-year-old son of Mr. 
Prospector has been one of the few bright 
spots in Maryland as its breeding industry 
shrunk under die weight of neighbor¬ 
ing slots states that siphoned off quality 
breeding and racing stock. According to 
statistics from The Jockey Club, there were 
1,212 Maryland-bred foals in 2000 but only 
484 in 2010, a drop of 61 percent for the 
decade. In 2011, the number fell further, to 
just 376. Now, slots have finally appeared, 
and hopefully the infusion of money and 
the political machinations that have guar¬ 
anteed 146 racing days a year at Pimlico 
and Laurel for the next decade will bring 
life back to the breeding industry. Relief 
couldn’t have come at a better time: When 
Ogden Mills Phipps’ homebred Not For 
Love was a yearling of 1991, the Maryland 
foal crop numbered 1,709, which means 
the foal crop had declined a mind-boggling 
78 percent through 2011. 

Despite lean times, Not For Love, who 
stands for $15,000, had progeny earnings 
of more than $4.5 million and was rep¬ 
resented by five stakes winners in 2012. 
Because his leading earner made only 
$304,495 last year, the stallion, in typical 
hard-nosed Maryland fashion, depended 
on many horses to grind out the dollars. 
This hardiness is evident in the number 
of lifetime starts of many of his 2012 
stakes horses and leading earners: stakes 


winner Eighttofasttocatch, a now 7-year- 
old gelding bred by Dark Hollow Farm 
and Herringswell Stable, has started 39 
times, with 11 wins for $560,430; stakes 
winner Not Abroad, a now 6-year-old 
horse bred by Bowman and Higgins Stable, 
Thomas Sutton, and Huckleberry Farm 
LLC, has started 34 times, with eight 
wins for $625,955; and stakes-placed Hello 
Lover, a now 7-year-old gelding bred by 
Kasey K Racing Stable and Briar Creek 
Farm LLC, has started 31 times, with 12 
wins for $399,055. The latter was Not For 
Love’s leading 2012 earner. 

Evolution from the 1970s 

Maryland in the 1970s of my recall had 
a vibrant breeding and racing industry pop¬ 
ulated by colorful small owners, breeders, 
and farms, many of them homebreeders 
who raced their produce at Pimlico, Laurel, 
Bowie and Timonium. Quite a few of the 
stallions back then were, like Not For Love, 
sons of Kentucky stallions without top- 
class form. Not many could afford them, 
except for Windfields during the Northern 
Dancer era. 

One homebreeder from that time 
was restaurateur Robert Beall, who bred, 
trained, and raced his horses around his 
daytime schedule. Beall stood his own stal¬ 
lion, a 1966 son of Crimson Satan named 
Friend’s Choice who’d won eight of 46 
races and earned $50,000 without stakes 
form. 

Beall bred his mare Due’s Tina, a 
daughter of Due de Fer who’d won four 
of 19 starts and earned $23,000, to Friend’s 
Choice in 1974 and got Dave’s Friend 
the next year. This was the same 1975 
foal crop of Affirmed and Alydar. Dave’s 
Friend didn’t tangle with the big two in the 
Preakness, but he did win several stakes 
races in Maryland at 3 and 4 with Beall 
as his trainer, and Beall eventually sold 
him to Louisiana oilman John Franks for 
a nice sum. In total, Dave’s Friend won 
35 of 76 starts and earned more than $1 
million, racing in stakes races until age 
10.Throughout his career the gelding was 
a particularly good sprinter, and he was a 
true Marylander from that era, as distinct 
as the bushels of blue crabs steamed in 
Old Bay. 

The same 1975 foal crop also yielded 
die Maryland-bred Star de Naskra, a home¬ 
bred colt by Naskra from Candle Star, by 
Clandestine, for local attorney and Bowie 
breeder and owner Jiggs Lancaster. Like 
Dave’s Friend, Star de Naskra was a speed 
horse who stayed up to 9 furlongs against 
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Sire of Grade 3 Miesque Stakes winner

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national competition. In total, multiple stakes winner Star de 
Naskra won 15 of 36 starts and earned $587,391, and in 1979, at 
4, he was crowned champion sprinter even though he also won the 
Grade 2 Whitney at Saratoga. Grade 1 winner Sensitive Prince was 
a foal of the same crop and also was bred in Maryland. 

Tough speed horses that stayed past a mile were certainly a hall¬ 
mark of Maryland breeding at the time, and they weren't limited 
to colts. The gray filly What a Summer, a daughter of What Luck 
out of Summer Classic, by Summer Tan, was bred in Maryland by 
Milton Polinger and was later sold to the Firestones and trainer 
LeRoy Jolley, for whom she won an Eclipse as champion sprinter 
in 1977 when she beat males in the Grade 2 Fall Highweight 
Handicap (a race she also won at 5). At 3, in 1976, What a Summer 
also won the Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 over 1 Vie miles, and she 
had a record of 18 wins from 31 starts and $479,161 in earnings 
at the conclusion of her career. 

Jameela, by the noted Maryland sire Rambunctious from 
Asbury Mary, by Seven Corners, was another famous and durable 
Maryland-bred who went on to success nationally Bred in 1976 
by Mrs. Richard W Worthington, Jameela won 27 of 58 starts and 
$1,038,704, including several Grade 1 races in New York. Sold to 
Peter Brant, she established lasting fame in the breeding shed as 
die dam of champion sprinter Gulch. 

Gulch was a son of Mr. Prospector, also die sire of die top 
Maryland stallion Two Punch, who died in 2011. Two Punch's 
2-year-old gelding of last year, Alpha Mike Foxtrot, won the 
Maryland Juvenile Championship Stakes Dec. 29 at Laurel, and 
made nine starts in 2012. In his first start of this season, he fin¬ 
ished second in Laurel's Frank Whiteley Jr. Stakes Jan. 19. 

Three new stallions entered stud in Maryland in 2013, and one, 
Cal Nation, is a Mr. Prospector-line stakes-placed son of leading 
sire Distorted Humor. From the immediate family of Not For 
Love (and Polish Numbers and Super Saver, among others), he 
will stand for $3,500 at Merryland Farm under the management 
of the Pons family's Country Life Farm. Josh and Mike Pons, of 
course, helped develop the early stud career of Malibu Moon, now 
at Spendthrift in Kentucky and one of the best stallions in the 
country. ^

Ore Pass, Private Tale, Moon Philly propel 
Trombetta barn to quick start in January

Sophomore Ore Pass flashed to the finish line with a win in the Frank Whiteley Jr. Stakes, 
the first of three stakes wins during the month at Laurel for trainer Mike Trombetta. 


(A bviously, it was a great week,” said 
I Ian understated Mike Trombetta 
while reflecting on his perfect 
streak at Laurel Park in January, when the 
trainer captured three consecutive stakes 
races within seven days with three first¬ 
time stakes winners. 

Ore Pass, owned by Harry and Tom 
Meyerhoff, was the first to collect a trophy 
after he rewarded backers who made him 
the short-priced favorite in the $75,000 
Frank Whiteley Jr. Stakes for 3-year-olds 
Jan. 19. Two days later, Three Diamonds 
Farm’s Private Tale overcame trouble at the 
break to post a mild upset in the $75,000 
Native Dancer Stakes on the Martin Luther 
King Jr. holiday card, and then Moon Philly, 
a daughter of Malibu Moon owned by 
Country Life Farm, captured the $75,000 
Nellie Morse Stakes for fillies and mares 
with a decisive SA-length score Jan. 26. 
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‘We always struggle a little bit in the 
winter time because a lot of the horses go 
home, and it’s winter, so you get a lot of 
cancellations and all of that nonsense. Any 
time you can string a few of them together, 
it’s a good thing,” Trombetta said. “If you 
can start off with a good January, it’s great. 
Traditionally, around here it’s a little bit 
of a struggle for a lot of the horsemen 
dealing widi the weather. It’s just an ideal 
time to rest horses, so your inventory goes 
down a little. When you can have a good 
month in one of those times, it’s always 
good.” 

The beginning of 2013 wasn’t merely 
good for Trombetta, it was terrific. Nearing 
January’s end, he had seven wins, seven 
seconds and eight thirds from 44 starts 
and his charges had earned $313,072 in 
purse money. At Laurel, where he stables 
30 horses in addition to the 35 at Fair Hill 


Training Center, he was third in the early 
standings with five wins from 24 starts. 

Trombetta, who won the 2005 Maryland 
Trainer of the Year award from the Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Associa¬ 
tion, supports the entry box at tracks 
around the region. 

“That’s one of the things about being 
based in the Mid-Atlantic, it’s a blessing 
and a curse,” said Trombetta, who sent an 
additional 14 horses to Florida this winter. 
‘We’re grateful that we have opportunities, 
but it does add to the workload. We move 
around quite a bit so that we can take 
advantage of state-bred programs that are 
offered. Being in a private training center 
as well, we can do what we want with 
certain horses and that’s a great freedom.” 

In the Whiteley, Ore Pass, a California- 
bred son of War Pass out of the Stephen 
Got Even mare Wisconsin Lady, rated 
kindly for Julian Pimentel, took command 
in the upper stretch and won in a driv¬ 
ing finish as he handled the 7 furlongs in 
1:24.78 on a fast main track. It was the sec¬ 
ond win in three starts for Ore Pass, who 
broke his maiden at first asking by 10 3 /4 
lengths at Laurel in November and upped 
his earnings to $68,070. 

“Ore Pass is a work in progress,” said 
Trombetta. ‘When he came out the first 
time, he ran really well. Unfortunately, he 
did not have a good showing the next 
time out at Parx (when he faded to last 
in a $47,000 first-level allowance test Jan. 
5). I don’t know what that was attributed 
to, maybe being pressured out of the one 
hole. I was very pleased to see him turn it 
around and run so well at Laurel.” 

Second choice Alpha Mike Foxtrot, 
who concluded 2012 with a win in the 
Maryland Juvenile Championship at Laurel, 
was 1 V 2 lengths back in second with Lunar 
Rock a distant third in the field of seven. 

In die Native Dancer, Private Tale 
leaped in the air coming out of the gate, 
dropped back to last in the field of nine and 
then encountered traffic problems. But the 
Virginia-bred son of Tale of the Cat and 
the Private Account mare Taint deter¬ 
minedly dug in under strong handling by 
Sheldon Russell to get the lead inside the 
sixteenth pole and prevailed by three-quar¬ 
ters of a length. Sent off at 7-1, he covered 
P/i6 miles on a fast main track in 1 -.45.85. 

“He tries hard every time. He always 
runs good,” said Trombetta. “He’s been 
going at it for quite some time, so off of 
that win I sent him home for a month or 
two to let him catch his breath. He’d been

in training for probably 17 consecutive 
months” 

The two favorites, Javerre and 
Eighttofasttocatch, raced on the front 
end and set fractions of :23.81, :47.40 
and 1:12.46, which hurt the chances of 
both-Javerre settled for second, while 
Eighttofasttocatch faded to seventh. 
Adirondack King closed willingly for the 
show honors. 

Private Tale, fourth in the Grade 3 Bold 
Ruler Handicap at Belmont in October, 
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improved to 6-for-14 and increased his 
bankroll to $232,200 with the victory. 

Sponsored for the first time by Mary¬ 
land's Sagamore Racing, the team associ¬ 
ated with historic Sagamore Farm where 
National Museum of Racing Hall of Fame 
member Native Dancer is buried, the race 
was named in honor of “The Grey Ghost.” 
Incidentally, every horse in the race could 
trace his lineage to one the most accom¬ 
plished Thoroughbreds in history, who 
won the 1953 Preakness and Belmont for 


owner/breeder Alfred Vanderbilt and went 
on to sire 45 stakes winners. Although the 
farm's connections didn't get to hand the 
trophy to diem selves, Sagamore was repre¬ 
sented by Tiger Walk, who wound up fifth. 

The P/ie-mile Nellie Morse attracted 10 
fillies and mares, and 4-5 favorite Moon 
Philly saved ground as she sat behind 
the early pace of Touch the Birds before 
taking over at the top of the stretch and 
cruising home under a hand ride by Jeremy 
Rose in 1:44.67 on a fast track. 

“She's been very genuine. Like Private 
Tale, she tries hard every time,” said her 
trainer. “The only times she didn't show up 
and run her biggest races are when I was 
sprinting her. Every time she's run around 
two turns, it's always been a great effort on 
her part.” 

With the victory, the 4-year-old Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred daughter of Malibu Moon and 
die Deputy Minister mare Aster Place won 
her third race in her last five starts and 
improved to 5-for-13 lifetime witii earn¬ 
ings of $223,195. Touch the Birds hung 
on for second, with Access to Charlie third. 

Moon Philly had finished second in a 
pair of stakes at Aqueduct, die Cat Cay on 
Jan. 6 and Jameela Dec. 12, before taking 
the Nellie Morse. 

OLD PRO FLAVOR STILL DELIVERS 

It's difficult to imagine that a 7-year- 
old with 45 lifetime starts at 15 racetracks 
could be considered the new kid on the 
block, but that's where Flavor now finds 
himself. 

“He's a freshman in my barn,” said 
King Leatherbury, the legendary Maryland 
trainer who haltered the gallant old gelding 
when he ran for a $5,000 tag at Laurel Park 
Jan. 19. “I haven’t gotten to know him yet, 
but he seems to be fine.” 

Flavor may be a freshman of sorts, but 
he certainly doesn't need any schooling. 

“He doesn't have any issues or quirks. 
He's a good work horse and a good gate 
horse with a good attitude. He's an old war 
horse, and he's an old class horse,” said 
Jamie Ness, who claimed the son of Elusive 
Quality and the Salt Lake mare Right Spice 
for $25,000 for Midwest Thoroughbreds at 
Penn National in October 2011 and sent 
him out eight times for a win, a second 
and a third before he lost him at Laurel 
in September 2012. That time, it was for 
the bargain basement price of $5,000 and 
Jonathan Maldonado would then train him 
for die partners in Three M's Racing. 

Flavor, bred in Kentucky by Claiborne 
Farm and Adele Dilschneider, was cer-

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tainly destined for greater. But his 
only stakes win was in the $50,000 
Forego at Turfway Park three years 
ago (on Jan. 23, 2010) after he 
had been claimed the previous fall 
at Keeneland for $30,000 by Joe 
Woodard for owner Billy Hays. 

He may have hit the bottom 
rung on the ladder diese days, but 
Flavor has enough back class and 
ability that he can still find the 
winner's circle. He finished third 
in the race when Leatherbury took 
him, but his previous two starts 
in January, both at Laurel, were 
victories that had him tied atop the 
leaderboard at the track, as well as 
among a group of 60 horses with 
the most wins for the year nation¬ 
ally in late January. 

“To be honest, that day that 
I claimed him, I had my eye on 
four different horses that I was interested 
in," said Leatherbury, who will turn 80 
on March 26 and is die third winningest 
trainer of all time in North America. “I got 
outshook for one and I changed my mind 
on another, so I ended up with him and 
another horse. What I liked about him is 
that he was a horse who is consistent and 
seemed to be running good. If you can 
get one who can bring more purse money 
than he's costing, why not have him? He's 
an asset. I just know that he was consistent 
and was running very good numbers on 
our system that we use." 

In his 45 starts, Flavor won 10 times, 
finished second nine times and third nine 
times while earning $271,532-including 
a maiden win over future Grade 1 winner 
Here Comes Ben in 2009 at Keeneland. 
Best suited to sprinting, the chestnut geld¬ 
ing has competed on the main track, syn¬ 
thetics, and even tried the turf a few times. 

“He adjusted fine as soon as he came 
into the barn and physically, he's fine," said 
Leatherbury. “He doesn't seem to have 
any current problems, but I'm sure he's 
had some in the past. But whatever they 
were, they're all healed up. I'll keep him 
at Laurel. The rules require that you can't 
take a horse out of the state for 60 days 
after you claim him, but I have no reason 
to go anywhere else with him.” 

Flavor, originally conditioned by A1 Stall 
when he carried the hopes of Claiborne 
and Dilschneider, could be writing a new 
chapter in his long story. 

“Luckily, he stayed together," said Ness. 
‘He's got a few more (wins) left in him." 


Howard Wolfendale trainee had no 
trouble winning her sixth stakes 
race in the state where she was 
bred, and seventh overall. She had 
a banner year in 2012, winning five 
stakes (the Conniver, Prim one tta, 
Skipat, Maryland Million Distaff 
and Geisha) at either Pimlico or 
Laurel. 

In the What a Summer, she 
came from off the pace, surged 
to the lead around die far turn 
and kicked clear through the lane 
to cover 6 furlongs in 1:10.61 on 
a fast track. Second choice Dance 
to Bristol tried gamely to run with 
die big chestnut but was no match. 
Enchante rallied for third, GVa 
lengths behind the winner. 

Bold Affair, a daughter of Two 
Punch and the Colonial Affair 
mare Hunk Hunka Loti Z, won her 
10th race in 17 tries and increased 
her earnings to $599,540. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ In a battle of impressive 3-year-old 
maiden winners, Fitzhugh LLC's Dynamic 
Strike won a l-mile allowance for train¬ 
er Richard Small Jan. 24. The son of 
Smart Strike and the Deputy Minister 
mare Dynamic Deputy reeled in paceset¬ 
ting favorite Heat Press late to win by 
3% lengths for jockey Forest Boyce. Bred 
in Pennsylvania by Fitzhugh, the winner 
improved to 2-for-3 after getting the mile 
in 1:42.02. 

“He's all tight, not very flashy but he's 
all right," said Small afterward. “I liked the 
way he was grinding away at that horse in 
the stretch. He really works hard." 

Heat Press, owned by Sagamore Farm 
and trained by Graham Motion, tired late 
in his first start since breaking his maiden 
by 14 lengths at Laurel in December and 
was caught by Hanky Doodle for the place 
spot in the three-horse field. 

Dynamic Strike graduated the maiden 
ranks in his second start, going a mile at 
Laurel in November. His dam, stakes win¬ 
ner Dynamic Deputy, won five of 12 starts, 
was second five times, including her final 
start, the 2006 Delaware Handicap-G2, and 
earned $344,020 for Fitzhugh and Small.

Not Jane Doe 

Veteran Wise Jane starts 2013 season 
with back-to-back victories for Whites

F irst, there was a boy named Sue. Now, 
there’s a gelding named Jane, who 
does anything but run like a girl. As 
a matter of fact, Wise Jane has gotten so 
sharp that he annexed his second consecu¬ 
tive starter allowance of the year Jan. 26. 

“He is a big, black, beautiful, well- 
behaved, kind gelding-a pleasure in the 
barn even if he has escaped out of his stall 
a couple of times,” said Jane White, wife 
of owner/trainer Donald White. Despite 
her first name, White had nothing to do 
with Wise Jane’s naming. He got that from 
breeder Jane Baker, who often used her first 
name widi her Thoroughbreds-regardless 
of gender. 

Wise Jane certainly won in manly fash¬ 
ion Jan. 26. In die 1 -mile test, he lagged 
back, last of 10 through the early going, 
then made a strong move to circle rivals on 


the turn, accelerated down the stretch, and 
caught leader Tizmas to gamely prevail by 
a neck under Francisco Garcia. 

The win, the third of Wise Jane’s career, 
increased his earnings to $87,798 a litde 
more than a year after making his career 
debut—as a 5-year-old at Parx in January 
2012. Wise Jane started 16 times last year, 
winning once and hammering out earnings 
of $45,798. He nearly matched that total 
with the two wins to start 2013. 

Bred in Pennsylvania, Wise Jane is a son 
of Cocky, a graded stakes-placed son of 
Valiant Nature who stood in the Keystone 
State for several years but whose last 
known whereabouts were in Kansas. 

Don White, a longtime trainer at Parx, 
acquired Wise Jane for himself and the 
gelding’s half-brother, Nibiru’s Return, for 
client Peter Berardi (Double Deuce Stables) 


after Baker’s death in 2009. Impressed 
by the pair’s good looks, White has done 
well with both, as Nibiru’s Return, a son 
of Power by Far, is now a multiple stakes- 
placed runner of $205,585. 

Baker bred, owned and raced many 
generations of the family, going back to the 
pair’s fourth dam, Fresh Jane (by Revoked), 
a foal of 1959. 

Their third dam is Champion Jane 
(1975, by Chompion); their second dam is 
multiple stakes-placed Speedy Jane (1984, 
by *Slady Castle) and their dam is Jane’s 
Speed (1999, by Repriced). Jane’s Speed 
is also the dam of 4-year-old filly Jane’s 
Honor (by Congressionalhonor), who has 
yet to win. 

SERVIS STEERS APPRENTICE 
TOWARD THE TOP, AGAIN 

For die second consecutive year, Parx 
Racing jockey agent Donna Servis helped 
guide a young jockey toward Eclipse Award 
consideration for outstanding apprentice 
jockey. 

In 2011, Servis worked with Rosario 
Montanez, who racked up 165 wins and 
more than $4.8 million in purses to become 
an Eclipse Award finalist. While Montanez 
lost to another Parx-based bug-boy, Kyle 
Frey, he has gone on as a journeyman to 
a solid career, winning 90 races and $2.7 
million in purses in 2012. 

Last season, Servis handled the book 
of young Angel Suarez, and he collected 
151 races and $3.4 million in purses while 
based at the Bensalem, Pa., oval. Like Mon¬ 
tanez, he was an Eclipse Award finalist, but 
lost to Charles Town-based Jose Montano. 

Suarez, 19, is off to a strong start 
in 2013, winning nine races through the 
end of January and ranking fifdi in the 
jockey standings, but was slated to lose 
his apprentice allowance in early February. 
While many trainers stop using apprentices 
after their weight advantage disappears, 
Suarez is ready to weather the potential 
impact to his business. 

“I plan on staying at Parx,” said Suarez. 
“This track has a lot of good horses and 
good trainers.” 

Suarez is a graduate of die jockey school 
in Puerto Rico, where he attended despite 
the initial misgivings of his mother. But he 
learned his craft well, and came to Parx in 
search of a bigger challenge. Hooking up 
with Servis, the daughter of the late Parx 
jockey agent Jack Servis (“people say it’s 
in the blood,” she said), helped give him a 
big boost.

Transplanted Kansas trainer Locke finds 
place in Pennsylvania winner’s circle

J ohn Locke may be a new name among 
the leading trainers at Penn National, 
but he certainly isn’t a newcomer to 
the Sport of Kings. 

Locke, who completed 2012 as the 
Grantville, Pa., track’s ninth-leading condi¬ 
tioner with 36 victories from 331 starts, has 
been training since 1989 and has sent out 
runners to make nearly 10,000 starts. 

The Covert, Kans., native is off and 
running to a strong showing in 2013, sit¬ 
ting in the top position with nine victories 
from 34 starts (26 percent) through Jan. 29. 

“We’ve been really lucky the first part 
of this year,” said Locke. “But to stay near 
the top, you really need a large stable, and 
I’m only operating with about 10 horses.” 
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Locke enjoyed an exceptional evening 
Jan. 10, when he tightened the girth on a 
three-bagger. 

He started the night in the opener, when 
Donna Eaton’s Mary Caught All broke her 
maiden in a flagfall-to-finish effort under 
Joe Badamo. The next win came in the 
fourth race with Loving Memory Stable’s 
My Delilah, who also scored in front¬ 
running style under Badamo. Ditto in the 
fifth, when Badamo guided Purely Hot to 
victory for owner Peggy Serviss. 

“We were really happy to win three in 
one night,” said Locke. “We had been kind 
of struggling, so that was really nice.” 

Among Locke’s richest scores during 
die month was with Mike Rowland’s Small 


Giant in a $36,642 allowance race Jan. 3. 
The 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Grand Reward won by 3 lengths under 
Badamo, stopping the tele timer in 1:09.77 
for 6 furlongs. 

“Mike (Rowland) has been a long-time 
client of mine, probably for more than 15 
years,” said Locke. “It was great to get this 
win, especially with a Pennsylvania-bred.” 

On Jan. 3, Locke dropped the claim 
slip for Arctic Dazzler on behalf of Tbd 
Owners LLC, notable because the 4-year- 
old gelding became the first winner for 
his sire, This Fleet is Due, who stands at 
Diamond Crest Farm in Kutztown, Pa. 

For most of his career, Locke com¬ 
peted in the Midwest, racing in Oklahoma, 
Louisiana and Texas. 

“I sold my training business there, and 
part of the sales agreement was that I 
would not train for three years in that 
area,” said Locke. “So I started looking at 
nearly every racetrack in the United States, 
and really liked the purses and year-round 
racing at Penn National.” 

Locke, who practiced veterinary medi¬ 
cine from 1972 until 1989, maintains a 
home in Basalt, Colo., and occasionally 
makes the trip back to see his son and 
grandchildren. 

Throughout his career, Locke has sent 
out some top-notch runners, including 
Texas-bred Scrappy Roo, who won the 
Grade 3 John B. Connally Turf Handicap 
at Sam Houston in 2008, and Proven Cure, 
who annexed the Litdebitlively Stakes at 
Lone Star Park in 2006 at age 12. 

Locke earned his 1,000th lifetime vic¬ 
tory in 2008, when he saddled Matty B to 
victory at Oaklawn Park. Through the end 
of January, he had more than 1,300 wins. 

MARGIN TRADE WINS SECOND 
STRAIGHT FOR DUTR0W BARN 

Overbrook Farm and Andrew Farm’s 
Margin Trade kept her record perfect at 
two starts, two wins, when she humbled six 
foes in an allowance Jan. 17, showing she 
could be one to watch in 2013 stakes races. 

Shipping from her Parx Racing base for 
trainer Tony Dutrow, the gray Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Exchange Rate bobbled 
slightly leaving the gate, but quickly recov¬ 
ered to gain command after a half mile and 
then never looked back, steadily increasing 
her margin to 9% lengths at the wire under 
jockey Frankie Pennington. 

A popular winner at 10 cents on the 
dollar, Margin Trade covered 6 furlongs 
over a good track in 1:10.52.

At Penn National Jan. 5, the 7-year-old 
notched his 12th win from 40 starts with a 
nose decision over Rude Bobby in a $5,000 
claiming race at 6 furlongs for trainer Tim 
Kreiser and owner Ken Russell. Bunker 
Hill was claimed out of that effort by 
trainer Jamie Ness, on behalf of Midwest 
Thoroughbreds, last year’s top trainer and 
owner at the Grantville racetrack. 

The win pushed Bunker Hill’s total earn¬ 
ings to $437,739. Out of the High Yield 
mare Never Yield, he was bred in Florida 
by Flying Dutchman Thoroughbreds and 
Dennis Barbierri.

■ The hard-knocking Pennsylvania-bred 
gelding Braulio recorded his 13th career 
victory and boosted his career earnings 
past $300,000 when he overcame a stum¬ 
bling start to take a 6-furlong allowance 
Jan. 25.

Apprentice Montano claims first Eclipse, 
human or equine, for West Virginia track

L ongtime agent Billy Kennedy tried to 
keep things in perspective for his cli¬ 
ent Jose Montano before the jockey's 
trip to the 42nd annual Eclipse Awards 
ceremony 

Montano, a Charles Town-based rider 
originally from Mexico, was among three 
finalists in the apprentice jockey category 
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at the Eclipse Awards presented at Florida's 
Gulfstream Park Jan. 19. Kennedy's mes¬ 
sage, in a nutshell, was this: Enjoy the 
experience, but don't get your hopes up. 

It's not that Kennedy thought Montano 
didn’t deserve the honor. The 26-year- 
old was nothing short of dazzling in his 
debut season, spent mostly at Charles 


Town, as he topped North American- 
based apprentices widi 225 wins in 2012 
(the vast majority, 187, coming while he 
still had the bug). Montano's roadblock for 
winning, it seemed, wasn't what he'd done 
on the track. Rather, it was the track he'd 
done it on. 

“I told him it's an honor to get nomi¬ 
nated and he should enjoy it, but they don't 
usually vote for people like you because 
you ride at Charles Town," Kennedy said. 
“I was shocked—it was a landslide, really." 

Indeed, Montano's 127 votes easily out¬ 
paced runner-up Irad Ortiz Jr., who had 
piled up more than $9 million in earnings 
and scored multiple stakes wins. But Ortiz, 
unlike Montano, did most of that work as 
a journeyman after losing his bug in early 
February. Whether that factored into the 
final vote tally or not, Kennedy was just 
glad to see the hard-working Montano get 
die credit on a national stage-not that it 
will hurt his client's book. 

Even though he lost his apprentice 
status, and the weight break that went widi 
it, Montano has seen virtually no drop in 
demand for his services. Adding the presti¬ 
gious Eclipse Award, a first for any Charles 
Town-based person or horse, will likely 
increase his workload. 

“He's still doing good, still riding a 
lot for Jeff Runco and Ronney Brown," 
Kennedy said. “Both of them like him, 
and that's a pretty good deal since they're 
probably the top two trainers year in and 
year out at Charles Town. I'm sure when 
we have the stakes races and people come 
in here from out of town, it will help him 
to have that Eclipse Award." 

Runco, a former jockey who has long 
employed apprentices, considers Montano 
among the best he's ever seen. The jockey 
helped Runco crack the top 10 in wins 
nationally for the first time and piloted two 
Runco-trained horses to victory on West 
Virginia Breeders Classics night. 

“He's a hard worker," Runco said. “The 
thing I like about him, and I've seen this 
happen in the past with some jockeys 
who've won a few races, is he's just as hard 
a worker as he always was. He wants to be 
involved in getting the horse ready for the 
race, he wants to come out and breeze the 
horse. 

“It was great to see someone from 
Charles Town get (the Eclipse Award). It 
was nice to see someone get it who wasn't 
based in New York or Maryland." 

Count Brown among the Montano fans 
as well. The trainer is happy Montano 
decided to relocate from Mountaineer Park 
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Also standing: EVANGELISM and CASTINE

after starting his career there, and has done 
everything he can to encourage the talent¬ 
ed jockey to stick around at Charles Town. 

“He gets out of the gate good, and he 
gets you in good position on the track/’ 
Brown said. “He’s strong the whole race. I 
try to put him on as many horses as I can, 
which I know (ticks) some people off but 
what can you do? I’m really glad he came 
here.” 

Montano was surprised and humbled 
by the honor and said so in an interview, 
though his English hinders conversation. 
At the Eclipse Awards ceremony, Hall of 
Fame jockey and presenter Laffit Pine ay Jr. 
translated for the jockey. 

“I want to thank the trainers and own¬ 
ers for supporting me,” Montano said 
through Pine ay. When made a finalist, 
Montano told Charles Town’s media staff, 
“I started riding at Mountaineer, but I just 
like all the people here around Charles 
Town so much. I have to thank all of the 
people here who gave me a chance to ride.” 

STILL ROLLING 

Despite losing that weight break last 
October, Montano still retains Runco’s 
loyalty. Two January allowance victories 
prove the point. Montano had the reins for 
Golden Set’s 5-year-old debut Jan. 8. The 
two-time West Virginia Breeders Classics 
winner had lost seven in a row as a 4-year- 
old. But Montano got the son of Tapit 
back on track with a win for Runco and 
owner David Raim. 

Three days later, Montano snapped 
another winless streak by guiding favor¬ 
ite Fred High home a length on top. 
The 5-year-old son of Crypto Star hadn’t 
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crossed the wire first since August 2011, 
a span of 16 races. Edward Krishack’s 
homebred turned in fourths in the 2011 
Maryland Million Classic and West Virginia 
Breeders Classic. 

But not everything went so smoothly 
for Montano and Runco. During a warm 
night that stirred up fog Jan. 11, Montano 
fell when Murj an broke down on the 
first turn, a spill that also collected Katie 
Reynolds, who was thrown from Wild Man 
Walkin in an attempt to avoid Montano. 
Since the rest of the field was only inter¬ 
mittently visible, the post-race chart for 
the claiming race included no splits over 
the race, won by Brown-trained 6-year- 
olcl Mia’s Angel. Clifford Dooley had the 
mount in that race for owner Law Legacy 
Stables. 

“Visibility was OK—I’ve seen it worse,” 
Runco said. “There were definitely patches 
where you couldn’t see the field, but the 
track wasn’t bad.” 

Brown described the scene as some¬ 
what “surreal,” but die strange weather 
is just par for the course during winter in 
West Virginia. In January, the track saw not 
only warm weather and fog, but also lost 
racing dates due to snow and high winds. 
In other words, a typical winter at Charles 
Town. 

“It can be a litde tough, but that’s just 
part of racing at night here,” Brown said. 

KATHLEENS A CATCH LANDS 
PRIZE, NEW HOME VIA CLAIM 

Canadian-bred mare Kathleens a Catch 
paid off on the track and at the claiming 
window for owner Law Legacy Stables 


when she held on to win an optional 
claimer going lYte miles Jan. 3. 

Coming off a season that produced 
four wins in 10 starts in her first campaign 
at Charles Town since relocating from 
Woodbine at the end of 2011, the Brown- 
trained daughter of Langfuhr proved too 
much for six foes while winning by a neck 
over Sweet N Nutty. The winner also 
proved too tempting for trainer Timothy 
Grams, who dropped the $12,500 claim 
ticket for owner Elaine Ansbacer. 

The outcome seemed to be a trend for 
claimed horses at Charles Town, with the 
box regularly visited as horsemen stocked 
up for the coming season. A day after los¬ 
ing Kathleens a Catch, Brown picked up 
Stormy Acre for Law Legacy on a $5,000 
claim, but not before the Florida-bred 
4-year-old delivered one last win for his 
previous connections. That came just three 
races after Brown and Law Legacy lost 
another runner, when John Stahlin nabbed 
He’s a Hobby for $5,000 out of a winning 
effort. 

New trainer Javier Contreras and owner 
Steven Stuhr experienced the same sen¬ 
sation—with a twist—when they claimed 
Follow the Whales from Hubei Farms and 
James Williams Jan. 11. Bred by Stuhr in 
West Virginia, the 7-year-old daughter of 
Civilisation was part of the family-only 
claimed away a start earlier (also a win). 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Trainer Michael Salvaggio Jr. evi¬ 
dently puts plenty of stock in names, or 
at least in one case. He sent out 5-year-old 
Florida-bred gelding Believe in You-in the 
snow, no less-for a 7-furlong allowance 
race Jan. 23. Off a 10th in a claiming race 
19 days earlier, the son of Congrats didn’t 
impress the bettors as he left the gate at 
21-1. He ran like a 4-5 shot, circling five 
wide and closing with a flourish to win by 
a length. It was just the third victory in 21 
lifetime starts, and came in Believe in You’s 
first allowance test.

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Jumping Around 

Steeplechase season swings into motion 
with classy trio at top of stakes division

A s close as the battle for the 2012 
steeplechase championship was, 
with the Eclipse Award decided by 
16 votes between Pierrot Lunaire and 
Demonstrative, the 2013 version might be 
even tighter. 

The leaders return. They’re in their 
primes. They’re headed in the same direc¬ 
tion. And they’ll have company as 2011 
champion Black Jack Blues (Ire) returns 
after missing most of 2012 recovering 
from an injury. 

“It’s a great group,” said Brianne Slater, 
who trains the latter for leading owner 
Irv Naylor. “Demonstrative is going to be 
tough. Pierrot Lunaire really stepped up 
last year. Black Jack is doing really, really 
well. It should be fun, a fun spring.” 

In February, all three were loosely tar¬ 
geting the Grade 1 Iroquois in May, rich¬ 
est stop of the spring for the National 
Steeplechase Association at $150,000. The 
2012 protagonists could renew their rivalry 
in the Temple Gwathmey at Middleburg, 
Va., in April, while Black Jack Blues will 
likely head to the Iroquois, in Nashville, 
Tenn., off training and a flat race or two. 
Like the hit television show of the same 
name, the city will be packed with drama 
come Iroquois time-especially if all three 
show up for the 3-mile classic. 

Until proven otherwise, the champion¬ 
ship picture revolves around them. Others 
dot the periphery, including several in 
Slater’s barn, but none are as accomplished. 

Pierrot Lunaire won the 2012 Eclipse 
based on two races late in die year. Mary 
Ann Houghland’s runner stopped a 
three-year losing streak when he won the 
Lonesome Glory-Gl at Belmont Park in 
September, then backed that up with a 
powerhouse stretch rally in the Grand 
National-Gl at Far Hills, N.J., in October. 
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Trainer Blythe Miller Davies chose to avoid 
the Colonial Cup in November, in favor of 
another month’s rest for 2013. Like all stee¬ 
plechasers, he did litde in December and 
was gradually back in work by January. He’ll 
do the bulk of his training in Pennsylvania 
widi Davies’ father Bruce Miller, and then 
travel back and forth to Maryland for some 
finishing touches. Davies and her husband, 
Joe, live in Monkton on the farm once 
owned by Hall of Fame trainer Sidney 
Watters Jr. Pierrot Lunaire did much of his 
serious workouts last fall in a big field at 
the farm, and Davies likes what she sees. 

“Dad had been losing land to gallop 
on up there, or access to it,” Davies said. 
“I showed him this field, talked to him 
about what we could do. We didn’t know 
it was going to work, until we saw how fit 
the horse got off it. They really are great 
gallops.” 

They’re as much co-trainers as anything, 
widi Pierrot Lunaire putting in plenty of 
miles in Pennsylvania for Bruce and ship¬ 
ping to Blythe in Maryland, where she 
puts him through more strenuous work 
on the farm’s hills - turning back time to 
die father/daughter partnership that pro¬ 
duced Hall of Famer Lonesome Glory in 
the 1990s. 

“It just evolved, it’s not that dad needed 
me, we just worked together,” she said. “It 
was fun when dad brought him down here, 
I had to get on (the horse) and it worked 
out best. The horse just got better, we’re 
not sure why. He didn’t have to improve. 
After last year, we have something to gauge 
it on, since we’ve been training here and 
after seeing the way he ran off here.” 

Like Pierrot Lunaire, Demonstrative 
won two Grade 1 stakes in 2012—tak¬ 
ing the New York Turf Writers Cup at 
Saratoga in August and the season-end¬ 


ing Colonial Cup in November. He fin¬ 
ished behind Pierrot Lunaire in the Grand 
National and was scratched as the favorite 
for the Lonesome Glory when jockey 
Robbie Walsh was injured a race earlier. 
Without Pierrot Lunaire, Demonstrative 
turned in the performance of the year with 
a last-to-first stretch rally in the Colonial 
Cup-THE reason for the narrow Eclipse 
vote. 

Since then, Jacqueline Ohrstrom’s stable 
star chilled in Virginia for the first part of 
die winter before heading to Camden, S.C., 
with half of trainer Richard Valentine’s 
string. He called his horse an easy keeper. 

“He’s such a simple horse,” Valentine 
said. “I’m surprised how easy he is on 
himself, he’s so easy and uncomplicated, 
until he gets on the racecourse, then he’s 
too keen, he reeks of class, you don’t really 
notice him in the barn because he’s not 
needy, he’s just another horse.” 

Champion 3-year-old jumper of 2010, 
Demonstrative won twice that year and 
has risen through the ranks since with 
$326,300 in earnings. Valentine continues 
to learn about the son of Elusive Quality. 

“He thrives on work,” the trainer said. 
“He could work every fourth day and 
still put his head in the tub and eat. I’d 
like to kick off the rust and run him at 
Middleburg (in the Gwathmey), it’s one of 
our local meets and it’s a very important 
race.” 

Valentine will consider the Iroquois 
after that, though may lean toward waiting 
for die summer and fall. 

“He’ll pick up weight from last year, 
but he’s a big strong horse and can carry 
weight,” Valentine said. ‘We’ll run him in 
die Gwadnney and see where he goes from 
there. He’s limited where we can run him, 
we should probably think about a more 
aggressive summer and fall campaign than 
a spring campaign.” 

After bursting on to the scene with 
two electric, late-season wins and a cham¬ 
pionship in 2011, Blackjack Blues kicked 
off 2012 like a champion should-taking 
down the Carolina Cup in March. The win 
improved the import’s American mark to 
3-for-3 and left plenty of options. Then he 
got hurt, trainer JW Delozier got replaced 
and the season was lost. Hired last fall, 
Slater took over die deepest barn in the 
game at Naylor’s Maryland base and went 
to work getting to know the facility, the 
horses, the system of new recruits and

old standbys. In February, she counted 
24 horses in the barn, another four at 
Fair Hill Equine Therapy Center and four 
more in Europe waiting for die signal from 
America. 

The group in Maryland includes major 
winners Black Jack Blues, Via Galilei 
(Ire), Tax Ruling, Decoy Daddy (Ire) and 
You're the Top (Ft) plus stakes perform¬ 
ers Pullyourfingerout (Ire), Nearby (GB), 
Charminster (Ire) and Organisateur (Ire) 
and classy 4-year-old Top Man Michael 
(Ire). Slater likes what she sees, and also 
likes the feeling of comfort she's getting 
in the job. 

“I got thrown into the deep end a little, 
didn't know the horses, didn't know the 
place that well, but it's a great opportunity," 
said the former assistant to trainer Sanna 
Hendriks. “With a new year, you can start 
from scratch, get a better perspective on 
where to ride, what each horse is like. I'm 
starting them up my way. It's nice to start 
from scratch and build something." 

Blackjack Blues rates as one of the best 
on the circuit if all goes well. 

“He's all racehorse and loves doing his 
job, just wants to do his job," Slater said. 
“He's not as little as I thought he was, a 
real classy horse to be around. He'll go to 
Nashville off a flat race or two, he's proven 
he's a really good horse." 

NEXT WAVE 

Beyond the big three, the stakes division 
looks deeper than in recent history. 


Divine Fortune steps back into the 
upper level for trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
and owner Bill Pape. The Pennsylvania- 
bred finished second in three Grade 1 
stakes last year - the Iroquois, the Grand 
National and the Colonial Cup. He's a 
good yardstick against Pierrot Lunaire and 
Demonstrative-losing to the former by 
three-quarters of a length in the Grand 
National and the latter by a length in the 
Colonial Cup. The 10-year-old was training 
in Pennsylvania with many of Sheppard's 
steeplechasers. 


Five-year-old Alajmal made his case for 
becoming a Grade 1 horse with a third in 
the Colonial Cup for trainer Janet Elliot 
and owner Greg Hawkins. The son of First 
Samurai started 2012 as a steeplechase 
maiden, and won twice-meaning he still 
has novice conditions and the options they 
provide. 

Trainer Jack Fisher won two fall races 
with 2012 steeplechase rookie Dahoud 
(NZ) last year, meaning owner Gill 
Johnston's 7-year-old could be a spring 
force in that division. 
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EARLY TIMBER LOOK 

As usual, two goals highlight the spring 
for timber horses and they’re almost always 
separate. Horses aim for die last Saturday 
in April for the Maryland Hunt Cup, or 
the first Saturday in May for the Virginia 
Gold Cup. Everything else flows around 
the 4-mile classics. 

Hunt Cup contenders for 2013 include 
die usual suspects. Trainer Billy Meister 
expects to return with two-time race 
winner Twill Do among others. Dawn 
Williams looks to make another go at the 
big one with Bon Caddo, who won the 
Gold Cup in 2011 and finished third in the 
Hunt Cup in 2012. Last year’s Hunt Cup 
runner-up Batde Op looks to go one better 


for young jockey Connor Hankin and new 
trainer Fisher. 

On the Gold Cup side, last year’s win¬ 
ner and timber champion Incomplete went 
to the sidelines late with tendon trouble 
so he likely won’t be heard from early. 
Heir apparent Grinding Speed looked like 
a rising star, including a victory in the 
International Gold Cup late in the year, 
for Murphy. 

OUT AND ABOUT 

■ With help from die Naylor/Slater 
barn, Ross Geraghty will try to repeat as 
champion jockey. His 2012 crown came 
as much from a handful of victories from 
other clients, so expect the Irishman to 


be busy. Paddy Young won three crowns 
(2009-11) before losing all chance at a 
fourth when he went to the sidelines early 
with a broken arm and missed half the year. 
Robbie Walsh looks to bounce back from 
a broken hip that cost him October and 
November in 2012, while reuniting with the 
quality stock in Valentine’s barn. Veterans 
Brian Crowley and Matt McCarron retired 
in 2012, leaving some space at the top, and 
opening doors for others including Darren 
Nagle, who should get plenty of mounts 
from Sheppard. 

■ Jack Fisher won his sixdi training 
crown in 2012, but could face more com¬ 
petition this year-with Slater and Valentine 
in charge of bigger stables, in addition to

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the usual challenges from Sheppard and Voss. Valentine has fin¬ 
ished second in each of the past two seasons, and could muscle 
his way into the championship conversation in 2013. 

■ The schedule underwent a slight facelift with some condi¬ 
tion changes and stakes shuffling among the novice, filly/m are 
and open divisions, but otherwise looks familiar. The season 
gets an unofficial new start widi the first Charleston Trials in 
Charleston, S.C., March 17. The St. Patrick's Day event will help 
local organizers test the reality of a spring meet (with some 
association help) and give horses an early prep along with the 
traditional slate of point-to-points in Virginia, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. The races carry no purses and do not count on a 
horse's official record. They will be run under NS A rules, includ¬ 
ing pre-race veterinary examinations and pre- and post-race 
testing. 

The season starts for real at Aiken, S.C., March 23 and pro¬ 
gresses through the usual stops in Camden for the Carolina Cup 
March 30, where the feature will be a novice hurdle stakes (it was 
an open race in 2012). Racing continues every weekend through 
May 25 at Fair Hill in Maryland. Kentucky's High Hope meet has 
been shelved for 2013, as organizers hunt for a permanent loca¬ 
tion. Colonial Downs hosts a new steeplechase meet called the 
Dogwood Classic April 6. The card replaces the old Strawberry 
Hill meet on the calendar and offers purses of $70,000. In all,

die spring calendar includes 20 stops and more than $2 million in 
total purses. As usual, the stakes-filled Iroquois card headlines at 
$400,000 in purses for the day. 

The Virginia Gold Cup meet will include pari-mutuel wager¬ 
ing for die first time, bringing a little something different to die 
event, which attracts a crowd estimated at 50,000 each year. The 
racing program, under the supervision of the Virginia Racing 
Commission, will include $200,000 in total purses with betting 
via tote 

■ Ill-fated steeplechaser Arcadius, who collapsed and died 
after winning the 2012 Iroquois, will be honored with a bronze at 
the race course this year. Created by artist Alexa King, the half-size 
sculpture of the horse at a walk will grace an old loading ramp in 
the barn area and provide a fitting tribute to die heartache of 2012 
and the multiple Grade 1 winner. Owner Ed Swyer commissioned 
die work of King, who also produced the sculpture of Barbaro at 
Churchill Downs. 

“It will be dedicated to all those folks who tried to save his 
life and for that matter the lives of all horses who compete in the 
sport/’ Swyer said. The statue will be placed on a sandstone base 
with an inscription, and officially dedicated in a ceremony die day 
before this year’s race. 

■ In response to some incidents last year, the NS A created a 
Safety Task Force to study the sport and its many variables. The 
group has met several times, exchanged a myriad of ideas and 
debated a number of issues. Early decisions will be a chance to test 
some fence modifications (with a lower frame and a slighdy higher 
brush portion) at Charleston in March and enforce tighter barn 
security measures at several stops on the circuit. Steeplechasing 
is known for its openness and accessibility for fans, but that will 
change at the Virginia Gold Cup, Iroquois and Far Hills meets 
(at least) in 2013 with restricted barn areas and tighter veterinary 
protocols. 

In addition, some restrictions have been put in place for 
apprentice jockeys and horses can now be placed on a more for¬ 
mal stewards’ list for poor jumping, starting problems or other 
performances. 

“The conversations have been great,” said Dwight Hall, a task 
force member. “It’s a dynamic group. Everybody is really con¬ 
tributing. We’re looking at many, many, many things and it has to 
help.” 

The task force came to be after what seemed like a higher 
incidence of falls and injuries in 2012 - including a race with five 
fallers at Belmont Park in September. 

■ The 2013 racetrack schedule should look similar to 2012, 
with a few modifications. Steeplechasing plans a nine-race pro¬ 
gram at Saratoga (the same as in 2012). The Colonial Downs 
schedule has been trimmed to one day (June 8), though that is 
softened somewhat by the Dogwood Classic in April. Other sum¬ 
mer stops were being planned for Parx Racing and Penn National. 
The Saratoga Open House, a traditional mid-July stop since 1987, 
has been shelved.

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In Memoriam 


STEVE CAPANAS 

New Jersey native Steve Capanas, the 
Eclipse Award-winning apprentice rider of 
1988, died Dec. 24. He was 46. 

Mr. Capanas rode for 18 years, primarily 
in the Mid-Atlantic region, making 9,706 
trips to the post and winning 1,224 times 
while earning more than $13 million. His 
most successful season was the champion¬ 
ship year-300 wins from 2,061 starts and 
earnings of $2.4 million. Among his mounts 
was track record setter Margerine, and that 
spring the young apprentice made head¬ 
lines with a five-win day at Garden State. 

A protege of trainer Marty Fallon, Mr. 
Capanas had never ridden a horse until tak¬ 
ing a job with Fallon on the Garden State 
backstretch four years earlier. 

Capanas rode such standouts as stakes 
winners Truth and Nobility and Just Allen, 
both trained by Bob Seeger. Just Allen 
turned in one of the biggest surprises of 
2001 when Mr. Capanas rode him to a 
frontrunning score in Aqueduct’s Count 
Fleet Stakes at 59-1. 

LOUISE STUMP 

Maryland equestrian Louise Warfield 
Stump, mother of steeplechase trainer 
Alicia Murphy and late steeplechase jockey 
Jimmy Stump and a member of one of 
Maryland’s oldest families, died Dec. 31 
from complications due to Alzheimer’s. 
The former Reisterstown, Md., resident, 
who had lived at the Springwell senior liv¬ 
ing community in Mount Washington 
since 2010, was 82. 

A granddaughter of Edwin Warfield, 
the governor of Maryland from 1904 to 
1908, Mrs. Stump was raised at the 
Warfield family’s centuries-old estate, 
Oakdale, in Woodbine, Md. She and her 
sister, Katharine (Thoroughbred owner/ 
breeder Kitty Merryman), showed and 
foxhunted horses early in life. Mrs. Stump 
was forced to stop riding in her 40s due to 
illness. But after a change of diet and 
adopting a macrobiotic lifestyle-she 
became an avid organic gardener-Mrs. 
Stump was able to return to the saddle and 
rode competitively into her mid-70s. 

In 1952, Mrs. Stump married insurance 
executive A. Herman “Humpy” Stump Jr., 
also an active foxhunter and show com¬ 
petitor, who survives her. Their daughter 
Alicia is among steeplechase racing’s top 
trainers by money won, thanks to stand¬ 
outs such as Maryland Hunt Cup winner 
Private Attack, two-time Maryland-bred 
steeplechase champion Circuit Bat, and 
timber champion Joe’s O. K. 


SAL CACCIAT0RE 

Sal Cacciatore, a valet who 
worked at Maryland tracks in 
various capacities for nearly 
four decades, died Feb. 5 
of cancer. The resident of 
Ellicott City, who never mar¬ 
ried, was 60. 

Early in his career Mr. 

Cacciatore was an exercise 
rider, and met young appren¬ 
tice Chris McCarron in 1974 
when the Hall of Famer was 
just starting out in Maryland. With fel¬ 
low exercise rider John Spivey, the three 
shared an apartment in Laurel for a time. 
“Sal was a fun guy. He just loved life,” said 
McCarron, who remained in touch with 
Mr. Cacciatore. “He was always upbeat, 
always postive.” 

Former trainer Larry Smith was anoth¬ 
er of Mr. Cacciatore’s many friends and 
provided a glimpse of the life of a race¬ 
track original. 

He grew up in the Bronx, N Y, and became 
an exercise rider as a teenager at Aqueduct 
While there, he became friends with Richard 
Dutrow .: One of the highlights of his life was 
winning the valeds draw for Big Brown in the 
2008 Preakness and helping his old friend Ricky 
saddle the winner that day. 

Sal usually had more energy than he knew 
what to do with and his license plate always read 
“HYPERSAL2.” Tm not sure what brought 
him to Maryland-horse racing is a small 
world- but before he became a valet, Sal worked 
on the backside in the morning and in the Silks 
Room in the afternoon. At night, he either took 
dancing lessons for himself or taught tap dancing 
to kids. 

With his busy schedule, the only time he could 
perfect his dance “lesson plan” was during the 

The Stumps’ son Jimmy was 20 when 
he died from injuries suffered in a fall dur¬ 
ing a steeplechase race at Delaware Parkin 
July 1977. In an article for the Baltimore Sun 
last spring, Alicia Murphy told Pat van den 
Beemt, “There was talk about giving up 
horses after Jimmy died, but our family’s 
connection to horses was pretty strong.” 
Mrs. Stump is also survived by her son, 
William, of Seattle, Wash. 

DAVID TUTTLE 

Former trainer David Tuttle, 65, whose 
career at Mid-Atlantic tracks began in 1977 
and continued though 1985 while racing 
at Delaware Park, Monmouth Park, Penn 


afternoon. I first met Sal when 
he was the “Colors Man.” 
And whenever I went to pick 
up a set of owneds silks there 
was always a little wait. . . not 
for him to find the silks, but 
for him to finish the particular 
portion of a dance routine he 
was practicing and walk to 
the back of an adjoining room 
in order to get his boom box 
turned down.. . 

In 1995, I started sing¬ 
ing in my band, Release, with 
guitarist (and jockeyj Kenny 
McMillen, who was Sal's roommate for about 
a decade. Eventually, we thought of Sal's love 
of music and knack for rhythm and got him 
involved as our percussionist, a role Sal main¬ 
tained until just weeks before his death. He loved 
the music and the people loved him. Everyone 
loved him because his whole persona exuded joy, 
energy and kindness. Occasionally, we'd play 
“Stray Cat Strut” and Sal would dance a routine 
for the crowd with his tap shoes and top hat. 
Where elseya gonna find that? 

Above all else, Sal was an original who found 
a reason to enjoy everything he did. Even when 
people teased him about making a Salapropism, 
for example - he often created new words by 
merging the old tired ones that we all use—he 
always seemed genuinely happy that something he 
did or said ended up being a source of someone 
else's enjoyment. 

One of the songs that really got Sal going 
was “Kryptonite” by Three Doors Down. He'd 
always go to the center of the dancefloor andplay 
the tamborine on every part of his body while 
pirouetting and doing splits. Whenever the beat 
started for that song, I'd always exclaim, “It's a 
Bird, Ifs a Plane, Ids... SALELLL” and he'd 
go out and do his thing. 

So he had to leave “the Show” early, but he'd 
already gotten his money's worth.

Mr. Tuttle was born and raised in 
California where he worked with Quarter 
Horses, showed and trained hunter/jump¬ 
ers and cutting horses and was an avid polo 
player before coming to the East Coast in 
the early 1970s. He met his wife Nancy 
while at Delaware Park in 1983 and settled 
in Perryville, Md. He sent out the winners 
of 41 races from 482 starts, with his most 
success coming in 1979 and 1980 (21 wins 
from 160 starts). 

Upon retiring from the track, Mr. 
Tuttle ran a trucking business in northeast

Champion Orientate moves 
to Northview in Maryland 



O rientate, winner of the 2002 
Breeders 7 Cup Sprint-Gl and that 
year’s Eclipse Award as champion 
sprinter, and a successful Grade 1 sire, 
arrived at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md., in early February to 
stand die upcoming season. The syndicat¬ 
ed 15-year-old former Gainesway stallion 
has a fee of $5,000 live foal. 

Orientate is the sire of 35 stakes win¬ 
ners in seven crops witii total progeny 
earnings of more than $34 million. Among 
his offspring are Alabama Stakes-G1 win¬ 
ner and $987,094-earner Lady Joanne, 
Humana Distaff Handicap-G1 winner 
and $623,231-earner Intangaroo, Argen¬ 
tinian Group 1 winner Lady Sprinter (Gran 
Premio Maipu-Gl), graded stakes win¬ 
ner and Grade 1-placed Great Hot (Brz), 
General George Handicap-G2 winner 
Greenspring and graded stakes-winning 
juvenile Successful Oudook. 

For five consecutive years Orientate 
sired the earners of more than $5 mil¬ 
lion-counting in southern hemisphere 
figures in 2012, he had $5,026,471 in 
progeny earnings and 16 stakes horses, 


which ranked him first in Maryland. A 
high-percentage sire by number of starters 
and number of winners, he was 11 th in the 
nation in 2011 with 133 winners and sired 
121 winners in 2012.

Mares Nest stands graded 
winner Stormy’s Majesty 



S tormy Atlantic's graded stakes-win¬ 
ning son Stormy's Majesty a winner 
of seven of 15 starts and $336,649, 
is standing his first season at veterinar¬ 
ian Maurice Casey's Mares Nest Farm in 
Shenandoah Junction, WVa. His stud fee 
has been set at $2,500 live foal, payable 
when the foal stands and nurses. 

“He is a beautiful individual and a won¬ 
derful horse to be around," said Casey of 
the 16.2V2-hand 6-year-old chestnut. “He's 


well balanced and very correct, is clean 
legged and doesn't have a pimple on him.” 

Stormy's Majesty retires after compet¬ 
ing just over three seasons and running 
exclusively in stakes company after win¬ 
ning his first three starts. He won both 
starts at 2 at Aqueduct in 2009. 

The New York-bred scored in his first 
start at 3, a 1 -mile Belmont Park allowance, 
by 8% lengths, then proceeded to win or 
place in four stakes that season. His most 
important victory came in Aqueduct's 
Discovery Handicap-G3, in which he 
battled for the lead the entire 1 Vs miles 
before defeating Not Abroad by 2 lengths. 
He followed that with a game second in 
the l 3 /i6-mile Queens County Stakes-G3, 
which he just missed by a head in a blanket 
finish with winner More Than a Reason; 
millionaire Arson Squad was third. 

Stormy's Majesty's first stakes win came 
at Saratoga in the Albany Stakes by defeat¬ 
ing New York-bred champion Ibboyee 
and Johannesburg Smile at 1 Vs miles. He 
finished second in the Star of Cozzene 


Stakes at Belmont Park to Colizeo, with 
Jackson Bend in the beaten field. 

Continuing a trend of winning his first 
start of each new season, Stormy's Majesty 
captured the 1-mile Noble Nashua Stakes 
at Aqueduct at 4 and later finished second 
by a nose to Icabad Crane in the Evan 
Shipman Stakes at Saratoga. In his only 
start at 5, he scored in the mile and 70-yard 
Mr. G. J. G. Stakes at Aqueduct while lead¬ 
ing at every call and holding off Inherit 
the Gold. 

“He had speed, and he could carry it 
and go a distance," noted Casey. 

Stormy's Majesty is the first foal out 
of Raffle's Dream, a stakes-placed earner 
of $170,652 by Raffle's Majesty and full- 
sister to stakes-winning $224,573-earner 
Mt. Majesty. Stormy's Majesty's third dam 
is stakes winner Winmor Miss. The family 
includes Grade 1 winner Mitterand, graded 
stakes winner and champion sire French 
Deputy plus major winners Old Fashioned, 
Finder's Fortune and Collect Call. 

“Raffle's Majesty and (his sire) Cor¬ 
morant have been really good, hard-knock¬ 
ing, blue-collar racehorses and sires. And 
(Stormy's Majesty) has no Mr. Prospector 
in his pedigree at all, which makes him 
match up very nicely with a lot of mares in 
the region," said Casey.

Samba Rooster joins roster 
at Mountain Springs Farm 



S amba Rooster, a flashy, dark bay 
son of Songandaprayer, has entered 
stud for his owner, Jon Ebbert, at 
Mountain Springs Farm in Shardesville, Pa. 
The 8-year-old stands for a fee of $1,500, 
or $800 if paid at the time of breeding, 
with a guaranteed live foal. 
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The speedy colt burst onto 
the scene as a 3-year-old in 2008, 
winning or placing in all seven 
starts until sidelined by injury. 
Setting the opening fractions 
in every effort, he got his first 
win at Gulfstream Park in his 
third start, strolling home by 5% 
lengths in the 1 -mile maiden spe¬ 
cial weight. 

In his second start in allow¬ 
ance company, he just failed 
to hold off eventual Canadian 
classic winner Harlem Rocker. That race 
was a lead-in to the Grade 2 Lexington 
Stakes. Moving from the barn of Marty 
Wolfs on to Bob Baffert, Samba Rooster 
went straight to the front in Keeneland’s 
E/w-mile spring test over the synthetic 
surface, opened up through fractions of 


:22.78, :45.21 and 1:09.48, and was caught 
late by Behindatthebar to finish second. 
Among those following behind in the 
11 -horse field were Riley Tucker, Salute the 
Sarge and Atoned. 

In Samba Rooster's final start, he went 
postward as the co-second choice for the 
iyi6-mile $400,000 Lone Star Derby-G3. 
Again posting the early fractions, he was 
caught late and finished third, a half-length 
and a nose behind winner El Gato Malo 
and runner-up Leonides. 

Samba Rooster retires with a record of 
7-1-3-3 and $160,380. 

A half-brother to stakes-placed juvenile 
Lucky Chief, Samba Rooster is out of 
Illumination. The daughter of champion 
Devil's Bag is a half-sister to champion 
3-year-old filly Heartlight No. One and to 
the dam of multi-millionaire Soul of the 
Matter (Super Derby-Gl, etc.), runner- 
up in the inaugural Dubai Wold Cup. 
Other millionaires in the family are two- 
time Eclipse Award-winning steeplechaser 
Good Night Shirt and multiple Grade 1 
winner and sire Afternoon Deelites.

Tampa winner Falling Sky 
continues luck for Copper Penny 

O wner/breeder Alina Muther kept seeing pennies, heads up, 
on the ground. Finally, she took it as a sign. 

“My mother died when I was 25, and I would always 
mull over this business,” said Muther, 62. “When I was a mature 
woman and my son grew up, I kept thinking maybe I’ll do this. For 
months, I kept seeing these heads up pennies and I kept saying, 
‘Mom, are you trying to get me to do this?’ ” 

Muther decided to get in the game, naming her stable Copper 
Penny Stables in 2009. 

Wow, is she in die game. 

Copper Penny Stables owns 2012 Laurel Futurity winner Tate’s 
Landing, 2011 Moccasin Stakes winner Made to Love Her, two- 
time stakes winner Coax Liberty and graded stakes-placed Small 
Town Talk. Muther bred and sold Tritap, runner-up in the 2013 
San Fernando Stakes-G2. She bred and sold Falling Sky, winner 
of the Grade 3 Sam F. Davis Stakes at Tampa Bay Downs Feb. 2. 

A Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old, Falling Sky owns three wins 
from four starts and placed himself squarely on die Triple Crown 
trail with a determined front-running win in the Sam Davis. 

Muther sold Falling Sky and his dam, the Maryland-bred mare 
Sea Dragoness, at Keeneland November in 2010. The weanling 
son of Lion Heart brought $16,000, the dam brought $9,000. 
Originally purchased by Off the Hook LLC, agent for Calixto 
Armas, Falling Sky won his debut at Calder in November, fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Inaugural Stakes at Tampa Bay Downs and 
won an allowance race at Gulfstream in December. Sent to the 
OBS January Sale, Falling Sky fetched $425,000 from his present 
owners Newtown Anner Stud, James Covello and Joseph Bulger. 
Turned over to trainer John Terranova, Falling Sky returned 
instant dividends in his first attempt around two turns, digging in 
to stave off second choice Dynamic Sky. 

From Fort Washington, Pa., Muther owns about a dozen 
mares, spread between Kentucky, New York and the Mid-Atlantic 


region. Of course, it’s bittersweet to see a horse you sold doing so 
well, but she still owns Sea Dragoness’ daughter, Lemon Splash, 
who has banked $158,195 while competing at Woodbine. 

“Lion Heart ships to Turkey, the whole Thoroughbred market 
is not doing well and I decide to put die mare and the weanling 
colt in the sale,” Mudier said of her sales strategy in 2010. “I wish 
I hadn’t, naturally, but you can’t keep them all. 

“My advisor Pete Siegel was enthusiastic about the mating. We 
love the breeding, the mare had a couple of crosses of Hail to 
Reason, I like to do the line breeding, the Northern Dancer on 
both sire sides, and taking the Hail to Reason back to Mr. Leader. 
It turns out we were right.” 

A graduate of die University of Michigan, Muther rode horses 
when she was younger and credits her dad’s penchant for “playing 
the ponies” for her interest. 

“I diought I just wanted to breed but some you can’t sell so you 
have to race them. You better know about the racing end before 
you start breeding. You have to know what you’re trying to breed,” 
she said. “I give it a lot of thought and work hard at it. It’s like you 
want all your kids to do well, not all of them can, but you want all 
of them to do well.” 


cAlexander 
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Muther might be new to the game but she's learned to handle 
the failures while enjoying the successes. She sold Tritap for 
$450,000. She sold Falling Sky for $16,000. 

“When I sold Tritap, I said I didn't want to get too excited and 
someone gave me some real words of wisdom, they said, ‘Get 
excited, get very excited, the good times are not that often, you 
have to hang on to them.' I took his advice," Muther said. “I'm 
excited about Falling Sky, people can breed hundreds of mares 
and not come up with a horse like him. I'm fortunate, I'm going 
to take that guy's advice and be excited about it." /Sean Clancy 


Veteran Barbecue Eddie 
cooks up major score in Dubai 

M id-Atlantic Thoroughbred has a policy, well, an editorial guide, 
to write about every regionally bred horse who wins a 
graded or group stakes. Anywhere, anytime. Most come 
easily, you knew about them at the eighth pole, they land on the 
desk. Others hover, crop dust and never land. 

Barbecue Eddie began his dalliance in 2007. Finally, he gets his 
500 words. 

The Maryland-bred won the Group 2 A1 Maktoum Challenge 
Round 1 at Meydan in Dubai Jan. 10. 

We said, anywhere, anytime. 

Owned by Sheikh Hamdan bin Rashid A1 Maktoum and 
trained by Doug Watson, the 9-year-old won for the fourth time in 
a row and 10th time in his 36th globe-trotting start while pushing 
Inis earnings to $922,828. 

Bred by Margaret Addis (now Crane), the gelded son of 
Stormy Atlantic and The Green Owl came close to making die 
magazine years ago, 2007-08 to be exact, when he was a force 
sprinting on the California all-weather tracks. How close? Idiot 
Proof and Greg's Gold denied him by less than a length in die 
Grade 1 Ancient Tide. In Summation beat him a length in the 
Grade 3 El Cone jo and a neck in the Grade 2 Palos Verdes. Eight 
months later, he finished third in the Grade 2 Pat O'Brien behind 
Lewis Michael and Rebellion (GB). 

Brilliant efforts. Crops dusted. No stories. 

While competing for owners John R. and John D. Haagsma 
and Brewer Racing, Barbecue Eddie won three races, hit the board 
in five stakes and made a trip to Dubai for the 2008 Dubai Golden 
Shaheen-Gl (he finished fourth) before being sold to Sheikh 
Hamdan and shipped to the Middle East for good in the fall of 
2008. The dark bay gelding proceeded to win six races from 19 
starts between January 2009 and December 2012. Somehow get¬ 
ting better with age, Barbecue Eddie upset 2012 Sham Stakes-G3 
winner Out of Bounds to win the 1,600-meter (1-mile) stakes 
for Inis first stakes win. Bought for die Dubai Carnival, Barbecue 
Eddie won a race at the Carnival for the fourth consecutive time. 
Mission accomplished-four times. 

As for Crane, she's a fan. 

“I love following him and all of them. I think I've bred six 
stakes horses and he's my first graded stakes winner," she said. 
“He's a great horse, she was a great mare. They've all done well. 
I've been blessed with what I bred." 

Four-time winner The Green Owl produced three-time win¬ 
ner Hoot N Holler in her first year and Barbecue Eddie in her 
second. Third foal Novel Twist won twice. Fourth foal Carson's 
Honor has won nine races and fifth foal Slip and Drive has won 
four times and finished third behind Horse of the Year Wise Dan 
in last year's Shadwell Turf Mile-Gl at Keeneland. Stoupinator, a 
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full-sister to Barbecue Eddie, won her debut, handling maidens at 
Oaklawn Park Feb. 7. 

Eaton Sales consigned The Green Owl to Keeneland January 
2012 where George Krikorian (who campaigned Novel Twist) 
purchased the daughter of Carson City for $50,000. 

As for Barbecue Eddie, he has his sights on the 1,600-meter 
Godolphin Mile-G2 on Dubai World Cup night in late March. 
The Racing Post was respectful, without being ebullient, about his 
chances. 

“The 9-year-old continued his remarkable run of form, this 
being Inis fourth successive victory, and he has now won at all four 
Carnivals to have been staged at Meydan. However, if you haven't 
already been with him, now surely isn't the time to be jumping on 
the bandwagon as things can only get tougher."

In 
addition, the horse can develop ulcers by stall confinement, high grain diets, 
traveling, strenuous exercise, and finally the chronic administration of 
non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs.

The early February winds 
started somewhere on the 
cliffs above Port Deposit, or 
around Turkey Point on the 
Chesapeake Bay, perhaps 
even on the flatlands of the 
upper Eastern Shore. 


Regardless, they bit - hard- 
at a small farm in Warwick 
with a sharp edge honed by 
miles of open space. Snow 
blew across a turnout paddock 
from a drift on the driveway, 
naked trees swayed, puddles 


froze over, a tattered Ravens 
flag flapped and frayed, two 
days before the Super Bowl. 

Not that Ben's Cat minded. 

The 2012 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year was on vaca¬ 
tion, taking his annual winter 
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break at Stanley Farm in 
southern Cecil Comity. Bred, 
owned and trained by King 
Leatherbury, the sprinting de¬ 
mon tears up regional race¬ 
tracks in the spring, summer 
and fall. Winter is for resting, 
recuperating and hanging out 
with pals Brownie (a retired 
lead pony) and Sammy (an 
overweight donkey). They 
wander the field, harass the 
cats, entertain visitors, sleep in 
the cozy barn-inseparable 
and predictable. 

"It's the same thing every 
morning, I put the pony out 
first, then Ben herds them 
around all day," said Carol 
Hartmetz. "Ben's vacationing. 
I do as little with him as I can. 
He gets fed, he gets his feet 
picked out and gets turned 
out-every day." 

Charles and Barbara Stan¬ 
ley own the place, but Hart¬ 
metz is in charge along with 
the millionaire sprinter who 
won five of nine starts in 
2012. Ben's Cat landed the 
Mister Diz, Parx Dash, Turf 
Monster-G3, Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Turf Sprint and Fabulous 
Strike. All but the latter were 
on turf. He earned $557,060 
and finished the year with 19 
wins in 29 career starts. His 
lifetime earnings of more than 
$1.3 million place him 11th on 
the all-time list. 


All those numbers helped 
him repeat as the state's Horse 
of the Year, outpolling Jazzy 
Idea (who beat him in the 
Laurel Dash in November) 76- 
57. Ben's Cat received 10 first- 
place votes-three more than 
Richard's Kid and four more 
than Jazzy Idea. Seven horses 
received at least one first-place 
vote. 

Ben's Cat was also voted 
champion turf horse and 
champion older male. The 
numbers, the history, the 
achievements place Leather- 
bury's star among Maryland's 
greats with a back story to 
match anyone's-a turf/dirt 
sprinting dynamo who didn't 
start until age 4, whose sire 
now stands in Washington, 
who could have been claimed 
out of his first two races, who 
seems to improve with age. 
Most importantly, the 7-year- 
old gelding has taken Leath¬ 
erbury on a three-year ride 
of excellence fitting a trainer 
with more than 6,360 lifetime 
victories. 

"I'll never have another 
one like him, that's for sure," 
Leatherbury said. "He's a re¬ 
markable horse and I'm very 
fortunate to have him." 

Injured as a 2-year-old, 
Ben's Cat didn't make it to 
the races until age 4 when he 
won a $20,000 maiden claimer 


on the dirt at Pimlico in May 
2010. He won his next seven, 
not tasting defeat until second 
in a stakes going a mile on the 
inner dirt at Aqueduct that 
December. Nowadays, Ben's 
Cat never runs in December, 
never runs beyond 6 furlongs 
and rarely ventures off the 
turf-though he's won six of 
nine on dirt. 

The dark bay started 2012 
in Pimlico's Mister Diz in 
April, and won it for the third 
time. Two defeats followed, 
but he returned to form at a 
generous 10-1 in the Parx Dash 
in June-winning by 2 lengths 
while getting 5 furlongs in a 
course record 54.96 seconds. 

Fourth in the Pennsylvania 
Governor's Cup at Penn Na¬ 
tional in July, he bounced back 
to take his second consecutive 
Turf Monster-G3 at Parx in 
September, then added a third 
Maryland Million Turf Sprint 
at Laurel in October. Hotshot 
filly Jazzy Idea ran down 
Ben's Cat, who made the lead 
in the stretch, in the 6-furlong 
Laurel Dash while in receipt of 
five pounds. Then the cham¬ 
pion added some icing to his 
cake, prevailing over a tough 
field that included Grade 1 
winner Poseidon's Warrior in 
the Fabulous Strike at 6 fur¬ 
longs on dirt at Penn National. 


You can't get much more 
important than Obeah when 
it comes to Thoroughbred 
bloodlines in Maryland or 
anywhere. On the track, the 
Christiana Stables star won the 
Delaware Handicap (twice). 
As a broodmare, mated to the 
finest stallions in the country, 
she produced champion Go 
for Wand, future sire Cami- 
valay, graded stakes winner 
and sire Dance Spell, graded 
stakes winner Discorama and 
others. 

Obeah's influence is five 
generations back in Mystic 
Love's female family, but the 
great mare is there along with 
a host of others that shout 
quality - Mississippi Mud, 
Linkage, Raja Baba, Northern 
Dancer, Hoist the Flag and so 
on. The mix of past and pres¬ 


"The Turf Monster was 
probably his best race, but he 
was pretty tough all year," 
said Leatherbury. "That was 
a dynamite race at Penn. He's 
very consistent as long as I 
can keep him on the turf. He's 
pretty good on dirt too, but 
you meet better horses on the 
dirt." 

Ben's Cat is by former 
Country Life Farm stallion 
Parker's Storm Cat and out 
of former Leatherbury runner 
Twofox. The daughter of Thir¬ 
ty Eight Paces won three times 
and placed in two stakes. Be¬ 
sides Ben's Cat, she produced 
five winners. Her full-sis¬ 
ter Thirty Eight Go Go won 
multiple stakes and earned 
more than $800,000. Another 
full-sister, Endette, produced 
$921,574 earner Ah Day. 

All that pedigree has to 
help, but Leatherbury paid 
plenty of credit to his horse's 
schedule too. 

"He gets a break, every 
year, and it has to help," he 
said. "He's sound. His ankles, 
knees, joints are fine and I'm 
looking forward to getting 
him back in the bam. He's 7 
so it's hard to expect another 
banner year, but he's still got 
some really good races in 
him." 

After some really good days 
on the farm. ^ 


ent (she's by Not For Love) 
made Mystic Love a force in 
2012, as she won three of four 
starts and earned $174,760 to 
claim the honor of champion 
Maryland-bred juvenile filly 
for owner John Davison and 
trainers Jessie and Frannie 
Campitelli. 

Mystic Love owes her her¬ 
itage to breeders David and 
JoAnn Hayden of Dark Hol¬ 
low Farm, who spent $25,000 
to claim Mystic Dance as a 
broodmare prospect in 1995. 
She produced Memories of 
Mystic (by Dixie Union), who 
won one race and joined the 
Dark Hollow breeding pro¬ 
gram in 2008. Mystic Love is 
her second foal. 

Davison bought the fu¬ 
ture champion at the 2011 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East-

at Gulfstream Park Dec. 15. 
She made the boys work, win¬ 
ning by a half-length at 16-1. 

Mystic Love won out over 
an accomplished group at 
the top of the Maryland-bred 
2-year-old fillies class. Saga¬ 
more Farm's Walkwithapur- 
pose also went 3-for-4, includ¬ 


ing a season-ending romp in 
the Maryland Juvenile Fillies 
Championship while Colum¬ 
bine Stable's Magical Moon 
placed in the Grade 1 Alcibia- 
des at Keeneland. ^

Breeding is all about fam¬ 
ily, pedigree, generations, time 
and patience. Have enough of 
them all and you'll find suc¬ 
cess, or at least a lifetime of 
connections. 

Two-year-old champion 
male Alpha Mike Foxtrot 
owes his existence to Kimoni- 
na, a foal of 1989 bred by Tom 
Bowman and the Meyerhoff 
family's Hawksworth Farm. 
She won two races for trainer 
Dickie Small and jockey An¬ 
drea Seefeldt. The daughter of 
Hawksworth great Spectacu¬ 
lar Bid and the Chieftain mare 
Chieftains Miss became a 
broodmare, and was booked 
to the Small-trained superstar 
Broad Brush. Her first foal, 
Shashobegon, won 14 times 
for Small and earned $531,904. 


When her racing career ended 
in 2000, she joined her mother 
in the broodmare band. Alpha 
Mike Foxtrot, by Two Punch, 
was bom in 2010. Bred by 
Small, Bowman and Bow¬ 
man's wife Chris, he is owned 
by Seefeldt and her husband 
Larry Knight. The bay gelding 
won two of nine starts as a ju¬ 
venile, piled up $139,720 in 
earnings and was a unani¬ 
mous choice (all 32 first-place 
votes went his way) as the di¬ 
visional champion. 

The year began at Mon¬ 
mouth Park in June and Al¬ 
pha Mike Foxtrot finished a 
decent if unspectacular third 
in a $50,000 maiden claimer. 
He won his next start, going 
5 furlongs in maiden special 
weight company at Delaware 


Park a month later. He fin¬ 
ished second (by a neck) to 
upset winner Keep Momma 
Happy in the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Nursery at Laurel in Oc¬ 
tober and placed in the James 
F. Lewis III Stakes. Seemingly 
stuck at l-for-8 with three sec¬ 
onds and two thirds. Alpha 
Mike Foxtrot saved the best 
for last when he prevailed 
in a rough Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Championship at Laurel 


Dec. 29. Jockey Forest Boyce 
checked several times and 
went wide off the turn, but her 
horse drew off late to win by 
214 lengths on a sloppy track. 

Sadly, that was his last win, 
and another example of the 
extremes of racing and breed¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds. Alpha 
Mike Foxtrot broke down in 
Laurel's Miracle Wood Stakes 
in February and was eutha¬ 
nized. ^

At Maryland Million 
time, Edwin Merryman sweat¬ 
ed a decision with speedy sta¬ 
ble star Jazzy Idea. She'd been 
first or second in all seven turf 
starts and never won beyond 6 
furlongs. She would fit in the 
Turf Sprint at SVi furlongs or 


the Distaff at 7 furlongs on the 
dirt. Then again, the Oaks at a 
mile could be an option. 

The owner, trainer and 
co-breeder didn't really want 
to send his 3-year-old filly out 
against Ben's Cat in the Turf 
Sprint or Bold Affair in the 


Distaff so opted for the Oaks. 
He needn't have fretted. Prov¬ 
ing versatile in terms of sur¬ 
face and distance. Jazzy Idea 
decimated the Oaks field-sit¬ 
ting just off favored Spring 
Dance before powering away 
by 6 3 /4 lengths at Laurel Park 
Oct. 6. The win made Merry¬ 
man a Maryland Million win¬ 
ner alongside sisters Katy Voss 
and Ann Merryman (another 
sister, Lizzie Merryman, joined 
the honor roll a few races 
later). 

Not finished with her sea¬ 
son, Jazzy Idea went back 
to sprinting on the turf and 


knocked off Ben's Cat in the 
Laurel Dash, lowering her 
6-furlong course record to 
1:07.29 in the Oct. 27 stakes. 
The victory couldn't push 
Ben's Cat off the Horse of the 
Year pedestal, but did more 
than enough to sew up a 
unanimous vote for champi¬ 
on 3-year-old filly. Jazzy Idea 
wound up second in the vot¬ 
ing for Horse of the Year and 
turf categories, and fourth in 
the sprint division. 

"That was quite a day," 
Merryman said of the Laurel 
Dash win. "I love Ben's Cat, 
he's some horse, but how of- 
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ten do plans like that work 
out? He ran his race and so 
did she. Setting her up with 
the dirt mile, it might work 
out one in a hundred. She was 
absolutely the best she'd been 
that day and it showed." 

Jazzy Idea stayed busy in 
2012, getting started April 1 


at Pimlico. Second in allow¬ 
ance company that day, she 
returned 19 days after to win 
that condition going 5 fur¬ 
longs, then added the Thirty 
Flags Stakes going 6 furlongs 
at Belmont Park May 2. Sec¬ 
ond in a stakes on Black- 
Eyed Susan Day at Pimlico, 


the daughter of Great Notion 
took her act on the road for the 
summer-winning the Crank 
It Up Stakes at Monmouth, 
finishing second in the Lady 
Charles Town Stakes in West 
Virginia, testing Grade 1 com¬ 
pany on the dirt at Saratoga 
(fourth in the Prioress and 
fifth in the Test) before return¬ 
ing to Maryland when racing 
began again at Laurel in Sep¬ 
tember. 

Sprinting 6 furlongs on the 
turf, she set a course record 
in the Jameela Stakes, win¬ 
ning by 3 lengths over Colony 
Club. Sixth on the dirt in the 
$400,000 Charles Town Oaks, 
she closed her season with the 
two victories-going 6-for-12 
on the year with earnings of 
$392,270. 

She spent the winter recu¬ 
perating from minor surgery 
to repair an incomplete condy¬ 
lar fracture, and by February 
was turned out. Merryman ex¬ 
pected to have her back at his 
Fair Hill Training Center base 
in April, with a summer re¬ 
turn to racing on the calendar. 

"I hope the story still has 
some more to go, but she's go¬ 
ing to get whatever time she 
needs," Merryman said. "It's 
been pretty neat how she's de¬ 


veloped. The best thing about 
her is her racing brain. She 
has the greatest racing brain 
of any horse I've been around 
and you couldn't ask for a nic¬ 
er horse to work around." 

As is so often the case in 
racing, happenstance played a 
big role. 

Lizzie Merryman bought a 
yearling Dixieland Band filly 
at Keeneland in 2002. Named 
Jazz Band, she never ran and 
wound up part of Edwin's 
breeding program at Anchor 
and Hope Farm in Port De¬ 
posit as payment in a land 
deal between the siblings. Af¬ 
ter producing two mediocre 
winners. Jazz Band was sent 
to Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion's Great Notion on the ad¬ 
vice of Edwin's son Louis 
Merryman (general manager 
of the Chesapeake City farm). 

Jazzy Idea has an unraced 
3-year-old full-sister. Second 
Line, who looks more like 
"long on the grass" will be her 
thing, and Jazz Band was due 
to have a Great Notion foal in 
February. ^

Joe Balsamo is not in the 
breeding business. Got it? 

"No, no, no, no, noooo, I'm 
not in the breeding business," 
he said, in case you were in 
doubt. "This business it tough 
enough just as an owner. I'm 
in it to have a little fun, we've 
done well and I enjoy it." 

Of course, on his first try 
he bred Maryland's champion 
3-year-old male of 2012, Belle- 
fire. The son of Proud Citizen 
won four of 11 on the year for 
Balsamo and trainer Leo Az¬ 
purua Jr., rising through the 
maiden and allowance ranks 
in Florida and placing in three 
stakes. The record made the 
chestnut a lopsided winner 
over King and Crusader for 
the crown, the first (obvious¬ 
ly) for the breeder, whose 
record as an owner includes 
standouts Weigelia, Sweet- 
northernsaint and others. 


Bellefire came to be some¬ 
what by chance. His dam. 
Lovely Langfuhr, was injured 
in training-a week before she 
was set to make her debut for 
trainer Mike Trombetta. With 
potential, conformation and 
some morning speed on her 
side. Lovely Langfuhr became 
Balsamo's first broodmare. 
She had two foals, Bellefire 
and 2012 juvenile maiden 
winner Lightening Cutter, be¬ 
fore losing her third foal and 
dying from the complications. 

"She never ran, but was 
very quick in the morning 
and a beautiful horse so I bred 
her," Balsamo said of Lovely 
Langfuhr, a daughter of Lang¬ 
fuhr. 

Bellefire delivered for his 
mother with a debut win at 
Tampa Bay Downs in Febru¬ 
ary. He lost his next three be¬ 
fore winning allowance races 
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at Calder (the second on the 
turf) in June and July. He then 
placed third behind future 
graded stakes winner Csaba 
in the El Kaiser Stakes on the 
dirt and was third again in 
the Naked Greed Stakes on 
turf, both at Calder. After a 
six-week break, Bellefire re¬ 


turned to win an allowance by 
6 lengths at Calder Nov. 2 be¬ 
fore chasing home California 
invader Brigand in the City of 
Laurel Stakes at Laurel Park in 
December. 

A real estate executive in 
Baltimore, Balsamo enjoyed 
the local start for his horse. 


The owner has had a long re¬ 
lationship with the Azpurua 
family in Florida, and with 
Trombetta. Weigelia earned 
more than $1 million while 
winning two graded stakes 
and placing in the King's Bish- 
op-Gl. Sweetnorthemsaint 
finished seventh as the favor¬ 


ite in the 2006 Kentucky Der- 
by-Gl and was second in the 
Preakness Stakes-Gl for Balsa¬ 
mo and partner Ted Theos and 
went on to earn $947,632. **

She won a championship 
in 2011 with a single, out-of- 
town stakes win, so Bold Af¬ 
fair dove into 2012 like she 
needed to make up for lost 
time-winning five stakes 
(all in Maryland) and lock¬ 
ing down the Maryland-bred 
champion older female cate¬ 
gory in a landslide. 

The big chestnut received 
all but one of 32 first-place 
votes to outpoint Catch a Thief 
and Colony Club and add to 
last year's champion 3-year- 
old filly crown. The year start¬ 
ed early with a New Year's 
Day trip to Aqueduct for the 
Interborough Stakes, where 
she finished a dull fifth to con¬ 
firm trainer Howard Wolfen- 
dale's opinion that shipping 
really doesn't suit Bold Affair. 
Back in Maryland, she won 
three of her next four includ¬ 
ing stakes victories in the Con- 
niver, Primonetta and Skipat, 


the latter a Preakness week¬ 
end highlight at Pimlico for 
owners/breeders Chip Reed 
and Mike Zanella. The mare 
they all call Big Bird finished 
second in the Sweet and Sassy 
Stakes at Delaware Park in late 
June, then found perhaps the 
most important ingredient of 
her championship season- 
some rest. 

"We gave her a break 
over the summer because she 
didn't really care for the heat, 
and it gave her time to get 
over some stuff," said trainer 
Howard Wolfendale. "She's 
not the greatest shipper, a ner¬ 
vous kind of filly, not a good 
doer. She's got her issues, but 
she's good, real good." 

Wolfendale aimed for the 
Maryland Million and used a 
rare turf start in the Jameela 
Stakes at Laurel as a tightener 
Sept. 5. Bold Affair finished 
sixth behind Jazzy Idea, but 


the race served its purpose. 
In the Maryland Million Dis¬ 
taff going 7 furlongs Oct. 6, 
Bold Affair toyed with five ri¬ 
vals-leading at every call and 
storming home by 1314 lengths 
at 1-5. The finish wasn't that 
close, and left Wolfendale 
grasping at an explanation. 

"I didn't think she could 
do that," he said. "Granted, 
she probably outclassed those 
horses but the way she did it, 
she's something special." 

The win was extra special 
as Bold Affair missed the 2011 
Million while recovering from 


knee surgery, rewarding long¬ 
time partners Reed and Zanel¬ 
la with their first victory in the 
state's signature program. 

They bred their stakes-win- 
ning mare Hunka Hunka Lori 
Z, named after Zanella's wife 
Lori, to Two Punch and got 
a star. Bold Affair added the 
Geisha Stakes in November, 
then finished third in the Thir¬ 
ty Eight Go Go in December 
to close the year. She won 
half her 10 starts for the year, 
finished second or third three 
times, and earned $322,520. ^

Named after a gambler, 
Maryland's champion sprint¬ 
er of 2012 Action Andy goes 
all in on the racetrack. And he 


collects, frequently. His 2012 
haul included seven wins in 
a dozen starts and earnings of 
$448,760. 


Not bad for a horse who 
lost eight of his first nine ca¬ 
reer starts. 

"He had a lot of physi¬ 
cal problems when he was 
young, he had the wobbles 
and things," said trainer Car¬ 
los Garcia. "You could see the 
talent, he just couldn't let it 
out the way he was. He got a 
chance to show how good he 
was." 

Garcia credited equine acu¬ 
puncturist and chiropractor 
Dr. Allison Faber with help¬ 


ing Action Andy become the 
horse he is-a multiple stakes 
winner at home on turf and 
dirt in Maryland, Virginia and 
Florida. The name came from 
Laurel regular and fellow 
Marylander "Action" Andy 
Andrews. Hie success came 
via a long 2012 campaign that 
began Jan. 7 at Tampa Bay 
Downs and didn't end until 
Dec. 29 at Gulfstream Park. 
Action Andy made at least 
one start in every month but 
April, August and November 
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(doubling up in March, Octo¬ 
ber and December). 

The win parade started in 
the Pelican Stakes at Tampa, 


the first of three early-season 
wins (including a 6V^-furlong 
track record) at the Florida 
track. He lost his next two. 


the Sir Shackleton at Gulf- 
stream Park and the Grade 3 
Maryland Sprint Handicap at 
Pimlico on Preakness Day, but 
quickly rebounded with a turf 
score in the 1-mile Da Hoss 
Stakes at Colonial Downs June 
16. He finished second, beaten 
a head, in the Kitten's Joy go¬ 
ing IV 16 miles in July, then tried 
the turf once more when he 
faded to seventh in the Japan 
Racing Association at Laurel. 

Garcia chalked those two 
up to soft course conditions, 
then went back to the dirt- 
where Action Andy sparkled 
with two October stakes wins 
at Laurel. He won the Mary¬ 
land Million Sprint after bat¬ 
tling for the lead throughout, 
then stepped up in class and 
won the $350,000 Frank J. De 
Frances Memorial Dash with a 


closing kick-edging II Villano 
by a nose at 10-1. 

Back to Florida after a 
short break. Action Andy won 
the Pelican (again) at Tampa 
and finished third in the Mr. 
Prospector Stakes-G3 at Gulf- 
stream Park. 

Bred by Garcia's ex-wife 
Carol Kaye, Action Andy 
carries a regal Maryland 
pedigree. His dam Love Me 
Twice is a half-sister to stakes 
winners Baltimore Belle, Bal¬ 
timore Bob and Gabianna. 
In addition to Action Andy, 
Love Me Twice has produced 
six-time winner Saintly Love 
and current 2-year-old Phlash 
Phelps, who sold for $85,000 to 
Ellen Charles at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Eastern Fall yearling sale 
in October. ^

Cjreg Wilson spoke for 
everyone when he talked 
about Incomplete late in 2012. 
Nine years earlier, the trainer 
cared for the hardy bay-over¬ 


seeing a flat career with more 
doubts than promise. 

"Gosh, it's been a long 
time," Wilson said. "I think I 
won two races on the flat with 


him. He broke his maiden 
and won a never-won-two- 
life time. A lot of times, horses 
can't get past that, he was nev¬ 
er going to win a never-won- 
three-lifetime." 

On the flat. 

Over timber, and all those 
years. Incomplete became a 
champion-winning five stakes 
and earning $166,950 for new 
connections Bob Kinsley and 
Ann Stewart since making his 
jump debut in 2007. The son of 
Press Card claimed the 2012 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation timber championship 
with three wins in as many 
starts and repeated as cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred steeple¬ 
chaser. Incomplete won the 
My Lady's Manor (a race he 
won in 2009), Virginia Gold 
Cup and National Sporting Li¬ 
brary Chronicle Cup. The 
three stakes scores gave him 
$84,000 on the year, more 
earnings than any other tim¬ 
ber horse, and pushed him to 
the top of a quality list of 
Maryland-bred timber top¬ 
pers-including Grinding 
Speed and Twill Do. 

It all started with Wilson. 
Bred and owned by Hugo and 
Marilyn Procopio, Incomplete 
made 29 starts in 17 months 
at Laurel, Pimlico, Colonial 
Downs and Timonium. 

"He was always a sound 
horse, he was a very tough 


horse in the morning," Wil¬ 
son said. "He was the kind of 
horse that it could be 20 de¬ 
grees outside and you'd send 
him out there for a gallop, he 
would come back in a lather. 
He got a full bath in 20-degree 
weather and never got sick 
a day in his life. Just a very 
tough horse in the morning." 

The losses mounted, how¬ 
ever, and Incomplete was on 
the short list in the early 
spring of 2005 when spotted 
by Dawn Williams. A former 
assistant to Wilson, Williams 
regularly converts flat horses 
to foxhunters, point-to-point- 
ers and steeplechasers. Incom¬ 
plete fit the general description 
so Williams took him home, 
taught him to jump and con¬ 
tacted trainer Ann Stewart, 
who sold the horse to Kinsley 
after a failed experiment as a 
ladies hunter. Stewart enlisted 
Sarah Stein and later Beth Su- 
pik to help refine the project. 

"You need a pretty good 
rider, Sarah made the horse 
and Beth (Supik) does a great 
job, she's a good rider," Stew¬ 
art said. "He doesn't want to 
throw you off, he's just so ex¬ 
uberant, he just goes out and 
goes dancing every day. It's 
exhausting." 

Incomplete rose through 
the steeplechase ranks-win¬ 
ning his first three starts (albe¬ 
it over three years) including 
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that 2009 Manor win. He brief¬ 
ly tried the Maryland Hunt 
Cup trail, but labored over the 
bigger fences. He fully arrived 
in 2011, winning the Interna¬ 
tional Gold Cup and placing 
in the New Jersey Hunt Cup 


late in the year. His 2012 was 
perfect with spring wins at the 
Manor and Virginia Gold Cup. 
He dominated the Chronicle 
Cup at Middleburg, Va., in 
October and would have been 
a heavy favorite to repeat in 


the International Gold Cup 
before going to the sidelines 
with tendon issues. 

Stewart expects a return to 
action, and will remain patient. 

"It's seldom you have one 
that finishes like he does, he 


does it so easily/' she said. "He 
amazes me. He tried every 
time. They think he'll come 
back, if he wants to come 
back. I'll let him come back. 
You know what I mean?" **

Broad Rule continues 
legacy for Meyerhoff 

Broad Rule, the 12th foal 
out of Robert Meyerhoff's 
famed producer Illeria, re¬ 
corded his first stakes win 
with a gutsy effort in the 
$125,000 Fire Plug Stakes at 
Laurel Park Jan. 21. 

The only Maryland-bred in 
the six-horse field stalked the 
pace for Forrest Boyce, took 
command with a sixteenth of 
a mile to go and held on to win 
by a neck over Harbor Kid in 
1:11.60 for 6 furlongs. In a field 
that included even-money fa¬ 
vorite Immortal Eyes, Broad 
Rule paid $35.20. 

Trained by Richard Small 
for Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh 
LLC, the son of Dixie Union 
was winless in 10 starts last 
year after closing his 2011 
campaign with back-to-back 
scores. He was fifth in his pre¬ 
vious two stakes attempts, the 
Frank J. De Francis Memori¬ 
al Dash at Laurel and Valley 
Forge Stakes at Parx Racing. 

Broad Rule improved to 
5-for-26 lifetime with earnings 
of $238,215. He is the ninth 
stakes horse from 13 foals for 
Illeria, a daughter of Stop the 
Music purchased by Meyer¬ 
hoff for $350,000 at the Keene- 
land November sale in 1994 
while carrying her first foal. 

When bred to Meyerhoff's 
Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year Broad Brush, Illeria 
produced Grade 1-winning

Maryland-bred champion 
Magic Broad ($216,120, Seli- 
ma S-G3, etc.); multiple stakes 
winner Encaustic, an earner of 
$645,330; stakes winner Mag¬ 
ical Broad; and stakes-placed 
Implicit ($260,636) and Load¬ 
ed Brush ($212,390). Her other 
stakes performers were Con¬ 
cern's son Invent ($149,080), 
and her final foal, the 2009 
Officer filly Officer's Holi¬ 
day, who placed third in the 
Wide Country Stakes, her only 
stakes appearance, in 2012. 
Illeria's offspring have earned 
more than $3.6 million. 

The 2001 Maryland Brood¬ 
mare of the Year, Illeria died at 
age 22 in 2009. 



Bold Affair adds 
What a Summer Stakes 

Charles Reed and Mike 
Zanella's big chestnut mare 
Bold Affair made short work 
of seven rivals when she gal¬ 
loped to victory in the $125,000 
What a Summer Stakes at Lau¬ 
rel Park Jan. 12. 

Bold Affair was reluctant 
to load and needed the help 
of several members of the 
gate crew. Out quickly in the 
6-furlong test. Bold Affair sat 
outside Dance to Bristol and 
Silver Heart before pushing 
to the front around the turn 
and pulling away through the 


stretch to win by 4 Vi lengths in 
1:10.61. 

"She has a little attitude 
sometimes. It happened to me 
before at Pimlico but as soon 
as we started rolling I knew 
we would be okay," said Abel 
Castellano, who rode the win¬ 
ner. "She was feeling comfort¬ 
able and got to the lead when¬ 
ever she wanted. Once she 
switched leads, she took off." 

Howard Wolfendale trains 
the 5-year-old, who paid $3.40 
as the 3-5 favorite. Champi¬ 
on Maryland-bred 3-year- 
old filly of 2011 and older 
mare of 2012, the daughter of 
Two Punch won five stakes 
in Maryland last year from 
March through November. 
She is the third winner from 
as many foals for stakes win¬ 
ner Hunka Hunka Lori Z (by 
Colonial Affair), who has not 
produced a live foal since Bold 
Affair. The win increased Bold 
Affair's bankroll to $599,540. 

Delaunay makes it four 
stakes wins in a row 

Delaunay proved time and 
again to be one of the best 
claims of 2012. The gelded son 
of Smoke Glacken, who races 
for Maggi Moss, recorded his 
fourth stakes win in a row, and 
fifth in his last six starts since 
being taken for $40,000 by 
trainer Tom Amoss at Chur¬ 
chill Downs last May. 

The 6-year-old gelding 
solidified his position as the 
leading Fair Grounds-based 
sprinter with an impres¬ 
ts sive tally in the $75,000 F.W. 
s Gaudin Memorial Handicap 
A Jan. 26. Under Shaun Bridgmo- 
han, the 3-5 favorite set splits 
of :21.44 and :44.12, shook off 
Hamiltonian approaching the 
quarter pole and drew clear to 
win by 4% lengths in 1:09.06 
for 6 furlongs. 

Running exclusively in 
stakes races for his current 
connections, Delaunay also 
has scores in the Kelly's Land¬ 
ing and Bet On Sunshine at 
Churchill Downs, the Tempe- 
rence Hill at Louisiana Downs 
and Thanksgiving Handicap 
at Fair Grounds. A winner of 
seven of his 11 starts last year, 
he has compiled a lifetime 
mark of 37-12-8-3 for earnings 
of $449,455. 


Delaunay was bred by Rob¬ 
ert Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh LLC, 
for whom he raced until lost 
for $32,000 in January 2012. 
He is the second foal from 
the stakes-winning Perilous 
Night (by Coronado's Quest), 
also the dam of stakes-placed 
Night Officer. Delaunay's sec¬ 
ond dam is Grade 3 winner 
Broad Smile (by Broad Brush), 
who is out of Grade 1 winner 
Wings of Jove. 



Walkwithapurpose 
takes control 
in Wide Country 

Sagamore Farm's Walk¬ 
withapurpose didn't have 
the best of trips in her fifth 
career start, but overcame it 
all with a dominating score 
in the $125,000 Wide Country 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies at 
Laurel Park Feb. 2. It was the 
fourth win in a row for the 
bay daughter of Candy Ride 
(Arg), and boosted her career 
earnings to $182,210. 

Walkwithapurpose almost 
went to her knees at the start 
and after bouncing off her 
nearest rivals, settled into 
stride. Jeremy Rose had her 
tracking the speed before he 
sent her after the leaders into 
the stretch. She drew away by 
4% lengths over Power Lady 
while getting 7 furlongs in 
1:27.04. 

"Today she showed how 
good she is," said Rose. "Noth¬ 
ing went her way. She never 
even got her correct lead until 
after the finish line when she 
took off. Nearly going on her 
head at the break, running on 
the wrong lead and not being 
where we wanted to be and 
she still dominated the field.

Shuford and her husband are enjoying 
the races since their daughter has retired 
from the Grand Prix show circuit. Shu¬ 
ford was the 2012 NCTA Breeder of the 
Year and the state’s TOBA Award winner, 
and will attend the TOBA banquet in 
Kentucky later this year. 

Shuford also bred Pride of Silver, a 
half-brother to Muggles, who was third 
in a 1-mile claiming race at Santa Anita 
Jan. 1. He is owned by ITA Thorough¬ 
breds, Schroeder Farms LLC and Michael 
Sigband. Both horses are out of the 
Strawberry Road (Aus) mare Ruggles. 


B eth Muirhead-bred Special Exchange 
(Exchange Rate—Frisky Cheerlead¬ 
er, by Roar) ran third at Charles Town 
Jan. 10. He is owned by NCTA members 
Frank Coniglio and Sid Ritman with 
Frank Ferrogine and is trained by 01 lie 
Figgins. Special Exchange was the NCTA 
Champion Claiming Horse for 2012. 
uyeta (Indian Charlie—American 
Moud, by Quiet American) is back in 
running style, finishing second at Fair 
Grounds on Jan. 19 in a 6-furlong claim- 
er. He was bred by Jim Chandley, who 
raced him for several years until he was 
claimed in June 2010. Four months later, 
Suyeta set a O^-furlong track record at 
Keeneland. 

A three-time winner in 2011, Suyeta 
was away for more than a year, and made 
one start in 2012, returning in Novem¬ 
ber. The 7-year-old is now owned by Ken 
and Sarah Ramsey and trained by Mike 
Maker.

B elow freezing tempera¬ 
tures and gusty winds 
could not deter Barbara 
Rickline from going out to 
the barn. After all, she faced 
far worse foes when battling 
tongue cancer just last year. 

Since the late 1980s, Rick¬ 
line and her husband, Ron, 
have overseen the running of 
their Xanthus Farm, a breed¬ 
ing farm on plenty of green 
pasture in Gettysburg, Pa. 

Rickline began her jour¬ 
ney with horses in her late 
20s while completing a de¬ 
gree at Penn State. After a 
few jobs in retail marketing, 
she became the barn manag¬ 
er of a large show facility. Af¬ 
ter the original owners sold 
the property, Rickline de¬ 
cided to open her own farm 
to give some of the boarders 
a place to go. 

“We started as a show 
barn,” said Rickline “but 
when a friend of mine was 
trying to find a place to keep 
her stud, I offered.” 

Shortly after, Rickline 
and her husband decided to 
get involved in the Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding business. 
“I fell in love with the whole

process of raising a foal and 
my husband kept teasing that 
horses should make money 
instead of ribbons,” she said. 

After relocating to Get¬ 
tysburg in 1994, the Rick- 
lmes received an offer they 
could not turn down. Judge 
Smells, an undefeated son of 
In Reality who won the 
Hollywood Prevue Stakes- 
G3 and was already a graded 
stakes sire, needed a place 
where he could continue his 
stud career. 

Judge Smells began ac¬ 
tive stud duty at Xanthus in 
1995. He experienced great 


success, and covered 116 
mares in a single season in 
1996 to lead the state. “He 
(Judge Smells) was our first 
big commercial-type stal¬ 
lion,” said Rickline. “He put 
us on the map.” 

Xanthus also hosted no¬ 
table stallions Digamist and 
Lils Lad over the years. 
Grade 1 winner Fabulous 
Strike, who raced until 2011 
and earned $1,447,804, 
called Xanthus Farm his 
birthplace. 

Currently, their roster 
boasts an impressive band, 
including a well-bred son 
ofA.P. Indy, Andiron, and In 
the Woods, a son of Forest 
Wildcat and halfibrother to 
Grade 1 winner Shine Again. 
Rickline plans to add Bana- 
chek, a rare white Thorough¬ 
bred by The White Fox, to 
the stallion band upon his 
retirement from racing. 

With so many years of 
experience, Rickline admits 
that she is most proud of her 
ability to raise healthy horses. 

“We have a very strong 
record of producing healthy 
foals, who stay healthy as 
they develop,” she said. She 
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credits a lot of this success to extended 
turnout time for the horses. 

“I’m also proud of how I do busi¬ 
ness,” she said. “I wouldn’t steer any¬ 
body wrong. I want to get them a good 
product at a reasonable price.” 

Things have not always been easy for 
the Ricklines. The difficult economy 


brings challenges to all aspects of the 
racing industry and Xanthus Farm is 
not immune. 

“The diehard racing fans are getting 
old,” she said, “and there aren’t many 
young fans coming into the industry. It 
makes it hard to create new clients.” 


Rickline believes the future of the 
the racing industry relies heavily on 
younger people becoming involved, 
as a source of new clientele and future 
horsemen. “They need to be educated 
and they need the resources to become 
readily involved. It’s just a matter of the 
entire racing community coming to¬ 
gether and helping one another.” 

Like many others, Rickline supports 
the promotion of the Pennsylvania rac¬ 
ing industry. She remains realistically 
positive that changes can be made to 
market the Pennsylvania-bred as an 
elite athlete. 

“Racetracks, breeders, trainers and 
owners can all come together to sup¬ 
port the horses we race and breed,” she 
said. “We can support one another as 
well, it just takes some honest effort on 
all parts. Changes will be slow, but I be¬ 
lieve it will get better.” 

For now Rickline braves the bit¬ 
ter winter, diligently checking on her 
beloved horses and anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of new foals. As she gazes off 
over her stallions, she silently hopes for 
a revival of the “Sport of Kings.”

Dogwood’s 2013 candidate to get them 
the richly deserved Kentucky Derby 
win that has eluded them to date. 

That candidate is the Curlin colt 
Palace Malice, who broke his maiden 
in stylish fashion at Saratoga in 
August. Palace Malice is in Florida on 
the early Derby trail. 

SCTOBA president Lee Christian 
was presented with the Frank 
Whiteley Award to recognize his 
outstanding service to the association. 

Franklin “Goree” Smith was 
honored with the Othniel Wienges 
Award presented annually to South 
Carolina’s leading breeder. This is an 
award that Mr. Smith has won several 
times previously. 

Smith also took home the award for 
the state’s top 3"year-old filly of 2012, 
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his homebred Nag Nag Nag, who was 
a 5-length winner of a maiden event 
at Colonial Downs last summer. The 
dam of Nag Nag Nag, Havin’ a Moan, 
was herself a Smith homebred who 
garnered yeanend honors as a South 
Carolina champion. 


Kendrick Wright, of Swansea, is 
the breeder, owner and trainer of Peter 
G, South Carolina’s top older male of 
2012. The gelding was an allowance 
winner at Charles Town. 

For the second year in a row 
Laurence Stoney Jr.’s Cat o’ Nine Tails 


was named South Carolina’s champion 
older mare. The daughter of Prized has 
already registered two wins in 2013 
to increase her lifetime earnings to 
$186,927. In 2012, Cat o’ Nine Tails 
placed in a stakes and registered an 
allowance win at Charles Town.

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VRC approves 2013 Virginia Breeders Fund 


T he Virginia Racing Commission has 
approved changes for the Virginia 
Breeders Fund. The process involved a com¬ 
plete review by the Virginia Thoroughbred 
Associations Breeders Fund Committee,VTA 
board, Virginia HBPA board and finally the 
VRC s Thoroughbred Sub-Committee of its 
Breeders Fund Task Force. 

Citing the reduced number of racing days, 
breeders consistently looked to reduce expen¬ 
ditures during the upcoming 25-day live meet 
and increase back-end awards that pay breed¬ 
ers for horses that win in the U.S. during the 
remaining 10 months of the year. 

The regulations call for 50 percent of the 
awards to be paid at Colonial Downs and 50 
percent for year-end awards to breeders and 
stallion owners. However, those same regula¬ 
tions allow the VRC to adjust percentages on 
a yearly basis. The popularity of the 100-per- 
cent Owners Bonus at Colonial Downs 
caused those percentages to shift dramatically 
in 2008 when $1.1 million was spent on the 
bonus. That year, year-end awards for breeders 
and stallion owners fell from $518,850 the 
year prior to $199,565. 

Since then the popularity of the bonus 
had caused the payout to run at a rate of 70 
percent at Colonial and 30 percent for year- 
end awards. 

The VTA s committee and board wanted to 
preserve the program, but reduce the expen¬ 
diture during the 25-day meet. Committee 
members noted that the 100-percent program 
had not increased demand for young horses, 
but had increased demand for Virginia-breds 
that were ready to run at Colonial Downs. 

The compromise was to continue the 
100-percent Owners Bonus, but to cap each 
award at $10,000 (as in 2009). Past race 
meets suggest this will return the program 
to the 50/50 split. For 2013, it is projected 
that $550,000 to $600,000 will be spent 
at Colonial Downs and from $500,000 to 
$575,000 on year-end awards. 

In addition to the Owners Bonus program, 
the VRC approved the following along with 
annual administration and promotion fees: 

• $50,000 toward a 50-percent Virginia- 
bred bonus on the five open, non-graded 
stakes at Colonial Downs. 


* $50,000 for a $10,000 contribution to 
each purse of the five Virginia-bred stakes at 
Colonial Downs. 

* $25,000 for year-end stallion awards. 

* $450,000 to $500,000 for year-end breed¬ 
er awards depending on how much is spent on 
item 2 above. 

Another new wrinkle for 2013 is the 
elimination of the 25-percent bonus paid 
on Virginia-bred restricted overnight races. 
Please note overnight races restricted to 
Virginia-breds will be run, but the various 
committees believed the shorter meet would 
create higher purses and adequate compensa¬ 
tion. In 2012, Colonial ran 12 Virginia-bred 
restricted overnight races (the Virginia HBPA 
provided the purse money for these races). 

Also many breeders advocated an increased 
bonus for Virginia-breds that earn purses in 
the five open, non-graded stakes. Many breed¬ 
ers have found that owners and trainers of the 
horses they produce are reluctant to ship (due 
to high costs) to Colonial for $50,000 stakes 
purses.Those horses are more likely to run for 
$75,000 purses. 


Breeders are looking to build the pedi¬ 
grees of their broodmares and fillies they 
race and this type of stakes bonus is being 
utilized in Maryland, Horida and other states. 
The VBF will fund the first $50,000 of these 
bonuses and theVHBPA the balance (if any). 

“This was a comprehensive process,” said 
Glenn Petty, VTA executive director. “Having 
done this since the inception of the program, 
it was the first time Fve seen owners, train¬ 
ers and breeders acknowledge the different 
impacts of the program. Many breeders think 
too much money is channeled to the track 
where it primarily benefits owners and train¬ 
ers, and many owners and trainers are content 
with the current program as the fund has 
poured in over $8.1 million since 1999. We 
had some very frank conversations about who 
benefited. 

“That said,” Petty continued, “many 
Virginians wear all three hats and that made it 
easy to find a compromise which seemed to 
fulfill, as best we could, everybody’s financial 
needs without negatively impacting the race 
meet.”

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Virginia HBPA Board election 


M embers of the Virginia 
HBPA by mail ballot 
elected a new Board of Directors 
to serve for the next three years. 
The board has 14 seats, seven for 
owners and seven for trainers. 
Six of the seven owner members 
elected were incumbents: Susie 
Chatfield-Taylor, Nellie Cox, 
Gordon-Moore, Susie Hart, 
Robin Richards and David Ross. 
The seventh owner member 
newly elected is Emily Day. She 
and her husband, trainer Jimmy 
Day, own and operate Daybreak 
Stables in White Post. 

Six of the seven trainers elect¬ 
ed also were incumbents: Susan 
Cooney, Donna Dennehy, Carlos 
Garcia, Diana McClure, Stephanie 
Nixon and Ernie Oare. The new 
trainer member is Daniel M. 
“Speedy” Smithwick. He and 
his wife Eva own and operate 
Sunny Bank Farm in Middleburg. 
Before returning to his native 
Virginia, Smithwick was based 


for 17 years in Louisville, Ky., 
where he trained and raced prin¬ 
cipally in the midwest. 

At its first meeting in January 
the new board elected officers 
for the upcoming year. They are: 
president David Ross, vice-pres¬ 
ident Stephanie Nixon, treasurer 
Jill Gordon-Moore and secretary 
Diana McClure. 

For the past seven years, Ross 
has been the leading owner at 
Colonial Downs. His current 
stable of 35 horses also competes 
in four other states. When not 
busy racing, Ross heads Atlantic 
Realty, a company that devel¬ 
ops and manages commercial real 
estate in northern Virginia. 

Vice-president Stephanie 
Nixon runs Horseshoe Hill 
Stables in Ashland. She has bred 
and trained Thoroughbreds all 
her adult life. Nixon regularly 
trains on the grounds at Colonial 
Downs. Treasurer jm Gordon- 
Moore and her husband Ned 


own Corner Farm in Berryville 
where they breed and race Thor¬ 
oughbreds. She formerly served 
for seven years as general manager 
of Audley Farm, breeder of Bode- 
meister. Secretary Diana McClure 
and her husband Michael Cooney 
own and operate Carousel Stables, 


C olonial Downs and the 
Virginia HBPA agreed on 
a revamped stakes schedule for 
this summers meet, which opens 
June 8 with the $50,000 “Zeke” 
Ferguson Memorial stakes race 
for steeplechasers on the card. 

Two weeks later, Saturday, June 
22, the track will host (all on the 
turf) the $300,000 Colonial Turf 
Cup-G2 for 3-year-olds and up 
going 1^6 miles; $100,000 Edward 
P. Evans All Along Stakes-G3 for 
fillies and mares at 134 miles; and 
$75,000 Da Hoss Stakes, includ¬ 
ing $25,000 from the Virginia 
Breeders Fund, at a mile for 
3-year-olds and up. Rounding out 
the day is the $30,000 Old Nelson 
starter handicap at 1^6 miles for 3 
and up. 

The following Saturday, June 
29, is Ladies Day at Colonial 
Downs. The track will run the 
$75,000 Buckland Stakes, includ¬ 
ing $25,000 from the Virginia 
Breeders Fund, for fillies and 
mares competing at 534 furlongs 
on the grass.

Outgoing Virginia HBPA

The next big Saturday is 
Commonwealth Turf Day, July 6. 
Colonial will offer five $50,000 
turf stakes for Virginia-breds. 
They are the Punch Line, at 5 
furlongs, 3 and up; Oakley, for fil¬ 
lies and mares 3 and up going 534 
furlongs; Bert Allen, 3 and up at 
lVie miles; Brookmeade, for fillies 
and mares 3 and up at 1346 miles; 
and Jamestown for 2-year-olds at 
534 furlongs. 

Colonials summer race meet 
ends Saturday, July 13, with the 
$500,000 Virginia Derby-G2 at 
134 miles on the turf for 3-year- 
olds. Co-featured that day is the 
$150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3 for 
3-year-old fillies going 134 miles 
on the grass. Three $75,000 turf 
stakes, with $25,000 from the 
Virginia Breeders Fund, complete 
the card: the Kittens Joy for 3 
and up at 134 miles; Tippett for 
2-year-old fillies; and Chenery 
for 2-year-old colts. Both 2-year- 
old races are 534 furlongs.

Looking Back 



Augustin Stable’s With Anticipation led the region in earnings 10 years ago. 


10years ago 

I The leading earner to 
represent the region in 2002 
was With Anticipation, a 
winner of three consecutive 
Grade 1 races and runner-up 
in the Breeders 7 Cup Turf-Gl. 
Second in Eclipse Award 
balloting for the nation’s 
top turf horse, George 
Strawbridge’s homebred 
amassed $1,507,700 during 
his 7-year-old campaign and 
moved into third on the list 
of all-time Pennsylvania-bred 
earners, behind Japanese-based 
Nobo Jack and Breeders 7 Cup 
Classic-Gl winner Alphabet 
Soup. 

With Anticipation was 
one of five Pennsylvania- 
bred stakes winners bred by 
Strawbridge that year—four 
won in graded company 
Joining the nearly white 
gelding in the graded ranks 
were juvenile filly Freedom’s 
Daughter, turf winner Roches¬ 
ter and hurdler Invest West. 

Marylanders Sondra and 
Howard Bender topped the list 
for breeders in die region by 
number of state-bred stakes 
winners with nine—seven of 
whom, all trained by Larry 


Murray, campaigned for the 
couple. 

I For the second year in a 
row, a Maryland-based rider 
took home an Eclipse Award 
as the nation’s top apprentice 
jockey. 

Ryan Fogelsonger accepted 
for a 2002 season in which he 
won 267 races (a 22 percent 
winning rate) and had earnings 
of nearly $4.5 million. The 
21 -year-old joined eight other 
Maryland-based riders to win 
the award—a list that included 
Chris Me Carr on, Kent 
Desormeaux and 2001 winner 
Jeremy Rose. 

Also taking home an 
Eclipse Award was leading 
owner Richard Englander, 
who campaigned extensively 
in the region. He led all own¬ 
ers with 278 wins and finished 
third behind Frank Stronach 
and The Thoroughbred Corp. 
with earnings of $7,515,562. 

I The leading active 
steeplechase jockey called it 
quits, as 34-year-old Blythe 
Miller officially announced 
her retirement. Miller had 
202 career victories and rode 
the earners of more than 
$5 million. 

Champion jockey of 
1994 and 1995, Miller 


reflected on three of her best 
mounts-five-time Eclipse 
Award winner Lonesome 
Glory (17 of his 19 wins came 
with Miller), 2002 champion 
Flat Top (whom she rode 
just once) and It’s a Giggle (a 
Grade 1 winner in 2002). 

“There were a lot of other 
ones that were really nice but 
I’d have to say those three 
were exceptional. Lonesome 
Glory was a combination of 
Flat Top and It’s a Giggle. He 
could run as fast as Flat Top 
and he could jump just as bril¬ 
liantly as It’s a Giggle.” 



Blythe Miller 

Miller returned to the saddle 
briefly as an amateur in 2011 , 
winning the Maryland Hunt Cup 
with Private Attack. 

I Maryland-bred great 
Little Bold John succumbed 
following a bout of colic in 
January at his birthplace, Hal 
C.B. Clagett’s Weston Farm in 
Upper Marlboro, 21 years and 
two days after his birth. The 
earner of $1.9 million won 25 
stakes, the most of any flat 
runner bred in the region. 

Trained by Jerry Robb 
over a nine-year career, Little 
Bold John first raced for 
Clagett, but was sold midway 
through his 2-year-old season 
to neophyte owner John E. 
“Jack” Owens, who privately 
purchased his first racehorse 
for $30,000. Little Bold John 


continued to reward his breed¬ 
er, however, with more than 
$100,000 from the Maryland- 
bred Fund. 

Little Bold John retired 
from the track and, following 
the death of Owens, had an 
abbreviated stint as a pony for 
Robb. But when that career 
path ended, Robb sought a 
retirement home for the geld¬ 
ing, which Clagett was willing 
to offer. “Robb replied that 
he wouldn’t give the horse to 
me but would agree to a sale,” 
recalled Clagett. “The transac¬ 
tion was made later in my liv¬ 
ing room. The price was $1.” 

25years ago 

I Eddie and Linda Gaudet 
sent out their “Cinderella 
horse,” homebred Trap Line, 
to win the $100,000 Maryland 
Juvenile Championship 
and garner a state-bred 
championship. Trap Line was 
die first homebred to carry 
the colors of Schelford North

Farm, the couple’s breeding 
and training operation owned 
in partnership with builder and 
developer Charles Hardesty. 
The gelding was by the 
unheralded stallion Trip Trap 
out of one of Eddie Gaudet’s 
retired claiming mares, 

Camaria (by Somerset). 

Schelford Nordi Farm, in 
Upper Marlboro, about a 15 
minute drive from the couple’s 
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Standout 3-year-old filly Sham Say (left photo with Bruce Gill aboard at Laurel) turned out to be a 
bargain for (right photo) trainer Bernie Bond (left) and “lucky” co-owner Eugene Ford. Purchased 
for $24,000, she won her first seven starts, earned $225,592 and sold-eventually-for $2 million. 


base at Bowie Training Center, 
had been in operation less 
than two years. The 96-acre 
property was an extremely 
busy place, with more than 
200 yearlings and newly turned 
2-year-olds, a dozen mares and 
one stallion. 

The farm’s population 
was due to grow in June, with 
Linda expecting the couple’s 
first child. “Eddie, facing the 
prospect of becoming a father 
for the first time at age 57, is 
game for the opportunity: ‘I 
love children. I think I’ll like 
it,’ ” reported the Maryland 
Horse. 

I Described by his wife Alice 
Ford as “the luckiest man in 
horse racing today,” Eugene 
Ford, with racing partner 
Zelma Morrison, reinvested 
the $25,000 received after 
the claim of the first horse 
he owned, buying a filly for 
$24,000 at the Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale. The recently 
turned 3-year-old, Sham 
Say, was undefeated after 
seven starts, six in stakes, for 
earnings of $225,592. 

“I can’t imagine what it will 
be like to go back to ordinary 
horses, someday,” admitted 
Ford, who also owned s takes- 
winning 3-year-old filly 
Empress Tigere. 

Ford purchased Sham 
Say on the advice of his 
trainer, Bernie Bond, and 
asked Morrison if she 
wanted in. The partners were 
turning down offers for their 
Maryland-bred daughter of 
Oh Say, which prompted Mrs. 
Ford to note, “We’re fortunate 
enough, at this stage of life, 
not to have to think in terms 
of money, and we don’t.” 

The offer Ford and Morrison 
couldn't refuse finally came , just 
as the magazine went to press. 

CN Ray's Evergreen Farm paid 
$2 million to purchase Sham Say. 

50years ago 

I Laurel Race Track president 
John Schapiro spearheaded a 
plan to poll 58 sportswriters 
to determine the five best 


Maryland-bred runners of all 
time. 

“Too frequently we over¬ 
look the great horses produced 
in this state,” said Schapiro. 

“It is time for us to evaluate 
what has been accomplished in 
Maryland. 

“Horses like Challedon, 
Gallorette and Elkridge 
received plaudits of the rac¬ 
ing world when diey were 
in competition, and I feel 
that those of us in Maryland 
who are interested in the 
Thoroughbred should see to it 
that their fame never dies.” 

The profiles of 16 
Maryland-breds, chosen by a 
committee representing Laurel 
and the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, had 
been mailed to the voters. The 
who’s who were Challedon, 
Gallorette, Elkridge, Vertex, 
Social Outcast, Find, Canter, 
La Corredora, Squared Away, 
Pilaster, Conniver, Nickel Boy, 
Yes You Will, Princess Lygia, 
Tuscany and Cinda. 

I The first stakes winner for 
Watson Elliott was 53 years 
in the making. The 76-year- 
old breeder/owner/trainer, 
who lived and breathed the 
racetrack, sent out Tuscany 
Pomp for an easy score in the 
Abraham Lincoln Stakes for 
Maryland-breds at Bowie in 
February. 

“I’ve always owned the 
horses I train,” said Elliott, 
known around the track as 
Wat. “And I’ll keep it that way. 


Horses are enough of a prob¬ 
lem without having to worry 
with owners.” 

Filly Roman Matron turned 
out to be a key to Elliott’s 
future success. A modest win¬ 
ner, the daughter of Pompey 
was 4 when she was claimed 
away from Elliott for $1,500 
at Pimlico in 1945 by Sam 
Pistorio. As a broodmare for 
Pistorio, she proved sensa¬ 
tional, producing six winners, 
including major stakes winners 
Tuscany and Princess Lygia. 
Plus her daughter Triple R. 
became die dam of Bronze 
Babu. The foals of Roman 
Matron earned a total of 
$347,087. 

Feeling a bit guilty for 
Elliott’s misfortune, Pistorio 
decided to give the trainer a 
free season to Tuscany when 
die eight-time stakes winner 
was retired. The mating of 


Elliott’s mare Dorothy Pomp 
resulted in Tuscany Pomp. 

The wife of Pistorio’s farm 
manager George Thomas, 
relating the story of Pistorio’s 
decision, noted: “So you see 
things sometimes do work 
out the way they should. Mr. 
Elliott finally got his stakes 
winner, and he owes it all to a 
free service.” Then she added: 
“Of course, Mr. Pistorio 
profited too. . . (with Tuscany 
Pomp’s win) Mr. Pistorio got 
die stallion bonus of $475 as 
the owner of Tuscany. So he 
got his stud fee without Mr. 
Elliott having to pay for it.” 

Tuscany Pomp did his best 
running at age 5 in 1963, also 
placing in the Burch Handicap 
and Eastern Shore Stakes, earn¬ 
ing $10,873 of his career total 
$79,400. Lifetime, the gelding 
made 122 starts and won 20 times 
while racing through age 10.

The Numbers Game 


T here are two main camps when it 
comes to statistics. One believes they 
are a valuable tool when trying to 
compare or evaluate performances. The 
other embraces the phrase “Lies, damned 
lies and statistics”-that states numbers 
bolster weak arguments or prove points 
that may not be totally accurate in the big 
picture. 

Regardless of where you sit philosophi¬ 
cally, statistics in the sports world are vital. 
In the Thoroughbred breeding business, 
not only can they be used to quantify qual¬ 
ity or show trends, they can be quite 
enlightening. 

For more than 20 years, Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred has provided a bounty of 
statistics for readers to pour over. Each 
year, this edition of the magazine includes 
an alphabetical listing of state-bred stakes 
winners, breeding statistics from The 
Jockey Club on the number of mares bred 
by local stallions, the number of stakes 
horses by a local stallion and so much 
more. 

Want to see a list of Virginia-bred 
millionaires? Turn to page 186. Or find 
out Not For Love’s total number of win¬ 
ners and wins for the year, and his total 
lifetime earnings? See pages 138 and 139. 
Who was the leading earner among West 
Virginia-breds last season? Page 196. What 
was the average earnings per start for 
Pennsylvania-bred runners since 1999? 
Kindly turn to page 159. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred uses a variety 
of sources to compile this trove of data. 
Each state’s breeders’ association provides 
background on its organization and its 
programs, and when available, statistics on 
the individual state fund program. 

The Jockey Club annually sup¬ 
plies breeding statistics for each state in

the region. Found in the shaded boxes 
throughout the state’s statistical section are 
charts showing numbers of mares bred by 
state stallions, foals born in the state, total 
earnings by state-bred runners, along with 
a running history of those numbers. 

Just recently, The Jockey Club added the 
same information to its State Fact Books 
section on its website. But Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred provides numbers going back 
for more than a decade. The Jockey Club 
also provides an annual Report of Mares 
Bred/Live Foal Report for all stallions in 
its database on a state-by-state basis. 

This year for the first time, Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred has utilized The Jockey Club 
Information Systems Inc.’s (TJCIS) data¬ 
base for state-bred runners lists and stal¬ 
lion progeny figures. One will notice a 
few differences, as TJCIS includes all 
statistic information provided to them 
from die following Northern Hemisphere 
countries: Belgium, Denmark, England, 
Ireland, France, Germany, Hong Kong, 
Italy, Jamaica, Japan-JRA, Japan-NAR, 
Malaysia, Mexico, Norway, Puerto Rico, 
Qatar, Saudi, Singapore, Sweden and 
U.A.E. In some instances, it proves the 
impact international runners have on prog¬ 
eny reports. A number of stallions have 
runners competing globally, and with the 
added foreign figures, dieir records have 
grown substantially. Also, the TJCIS’s lists 
of leading earners produced in each state 
takes into account horses who never made 
a start in the U.S. or Europe-a requirement 
in previous years for inclusion—thus a few 
new names appear on those rankings. 

Mid-Atlantic-bred stakes horses are 
highlighted, and stakes winners have brief 
bios, which include a pedigree line, the 
breeder, plus die owner and trainer at the 
time the runner last won a stakes, in addi¬ 


tion to a listing of all the stakes perfor¬ 
mances for die year. 

Leading state-bred runners for the 
year—by earnings and wins —are found 
within these pages, as is an alphabetical 
listing of die breeders of state-bred stakes 
winners. 

Statistics in these pages can be used as 
die reader sees fit. Follow breeding trends, 
recap a runner’s season, find out how 
much a state breeders’ fund paid out, get 
the track record for a stallion. 

If Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred helps you 
settle an argument with a statistical non¬ 
believer, you’re welcome. Witii die rise of 
the electronic age, more information can 
be found on the internet. But these pages 
give a comprehensive overview of the pre¬ 
vious season, in one spot. Pick it up, turn 
to a page, explore, get lost in the numbers. 

If nothing else, realize that die annual 
statistical section proves one thing-there 
is a rich and bountiful industry in this 
region that should never be overlooked. 

And now you’ve got die numbers to 
prove it.

The Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program 
(DCTP) 

1) Proactively supports the 
economic development intent of 
the Horse Racing Redevelopment 
Act of 1994. 

2) Provides a purse enhance¬ 
ment incentive for horsemen at 
Delaware Park who certify or 
own Delaware Certified Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. 

3) Increases the number of 
horses in each race. 


4) Contributes to the long¬ 
term economic prosperity of 
Delaware agriculture and encour¬ 
ages preservation of Delaware 
farm land. 

What is a Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred? 

A Thoroughbred horse who 
spends a minimum of 90 days 
on a Delaware farm or training 
facility prior to March 31 of his 
2-year-old year and races at Dela¬ 
ware Park. Currently there are 82 
Delaware farms enrolled. 

How is a Delaware 
Thoroughbred Certified? 

The certifier or the certifier’s 
authorized agent must complete 
a Delaware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred application form, available 
from the Delaware Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Association, 
and submit the application to 
the DTHA with a certifica¬ 
tion fee (one-time fee: $50 for 
weanlings, $100 for yearlings). 
Upon completion of the three- 
month Delaware residency by 
the Thoroughbred, the horse will 
be issued a Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Certificate and be 
eligible for purse enhancements 
at Delaware Park. 


What is the purse 
enhancement under 
the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program? 

The owner and certifier of 
the Thoroughbred will each 
receive an amount equal to 15 
percent of the purse share if 
the Delaware Certified Thor¬ 
oughbred finished first, second 
or third in any race, including 
stakes races, during the Delaware 
Park meet. (The awards in stakes 
races not to exceed $7,500 for 
owner bonus and $7,500 for cer¬ 
tifier bonus per horse per race.) 

Delaware Certified Thorough¬ 
bred horses will be identified in 
Delaware Park’s racing programs 
and on saddle towels so that own¬ 
ers and trainers will be aware of 
the enhanced potential earnings 
of the DCTP. 

Delaware Certified horses 
consigned to weanling, yearling 
or 2-year-olds-in-training auc¬ 
tions will be designated in most 
sales catalogs. 

Stakes program 

Every fall the DCTP runs 
four restricted stakes races for 
Delaware-bred or Certified run¬ 
ners. The Small Wonder and 


First State Dash are both 2-year- 
old restricted races run at five 
and a half furlongs. The Tax 
Free Shopping Distaff and New 
Casde are run at six furlongs for 
3 and up. All four races have free 
nominations. 

Funding and administering 
the program 

The DTHA has approved a 
contribution of up to $500,000 
per year for the DCTP from the 
horsemen’s purse account begin¬ 
ning in 2003. Another $250,000 
has been allocated from the state 
of Delaware and $250,000 is 
contributed by Delaware Park to 
match DTHA’s contribution. 

The fund is administered by 
the DTHA. Bonuses are paid 
direcdy to the owner via their 
horsemen’s bookkeeper account 
and certifiers bonuses are paid 
monthly.

Timothy Cunningham’s Not Abroad followed up a win in Delaware Park’s 
Joseph French Memorial Stakes in May with a solid 5-year-old campaign that 
culminated with earning a check in the Breeders’ Cup Marathon-G2. 


A nnual awards and two 
stakes for horses eligible 
for the Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program filled 
the day at Delaware Park on 
October 20. The two DCTP 
restricted stakes were the $60,000 
Small Wonder Stakes for 2 year- 
old fillies going 5/6 furlongs on 
the dirt and the $60,000 New 
Casde Stakes for 3 year-olds and 
up, going 6 furlongs on the dirt 
The Small Wonder was won 
by Missy Rules, trained by Randy 
Nunley and owned by 2011 
leading certifier Porter Racing 
Stable. A Florida-bred daughter 
of Peace Rules, Missy Rules was 
winning for the second time in 
her career, both races coming at 
Delaware Park. The stakes win 
was the highlight of a season in 
which she won three of her six 
starts, and earned $85,870. 

Two races later, Escrow Kid 
was sent out by trainer Anthony 
Du trow to take the New Castle 
for owner Michael Dubbs. It 
was the fourth career start at 
Delaware Park for the Florida- 
bred gelding, who has two wins, 
a third and a fourth, the latter 
in his first attempt in the New 
Castle in 2011. The 2012 edition 
saw Escrow Kid go off as the 3-5 
favorite, lead throughout, and 
score by two lengths. In record¬ 
ing his seventh lifetime victory 
from 31 starts, he boosted his 
bankroll to $270,357. 

DCTP standout horse 

Another highlight of the sea¬ 
son came with Not Abroad’s vic¬ 


tory in Delaware Park’s Joseph 
French Memorial Stakes on May 
19. The 5-year-old son of Not 
For Love went on to capture 
the Maryland Million Classic 
at Laurel Park in October. 
Sandwiched in between were 
four stakes, in which he never 
finished worse than fourth. 

After the Maryland Million 
win, Not Abroad went on to 
participate in the 2012 Breeders 
Cup Marathon-G2 at Santa 
Anita and finished a competi¬ 
tive fifth, beating the likes of 


Fame and Glory (GB), Jaycito, 
Commander and Eldaafer. 

Awards presented for 2011

gram also presented their annual 
awards throughout the day.

DCTP Open Stakes 

DCTP Open Stakes winners 
are defined as any Delaware 
Certified horse who wins a stakes 
at any other racetrack in the 
country. In 2011 there were 16 
open stakes winners, including 
multiple Grade 1 winner, DCTP 
Horse of the Year, Eclipse 
Horse of the Year and 2011 
champion older mare Havre de 
Grace, multiple graded stakes 
winner Union Rags and Grade 2 
winner Jack’s in the Deck. Other 
notable winners included I’m 
Steppin’ It Up, winner of the 
Kent Stakes at Delaware Park; 
Eighttofasttocatch, winner of 
the Maryland Million Classic 
at Laurel Park; Sloane Ranger, 
winner of the Maryland Million 
Sprint Handicap at Laurel Park; 
and El Churraca, winner of the 
Parx Dash Handicap at Parx. 

Leading Certifier 

Porter Racing Stable was 
the Leading Certifier for 2011, 
with 13 wins, 18 seconds and 14 
thirds, and total DCTP earnings 
of $54,023. 

Since 2003 the DCTP has 
continued to grow and now has 
over 3,000 horses of racing age 
in the program that continue 
to generate money for own¬ 
ers and certifiers in the state of 
Delaware. 

Bonuses of nearly $6.5 mil¬ 
lion have been paid to partici¬ 
pants of this program. This in 
turn contributes to Delaware’s 
agricultural economy. We would 
like to thank everyone for 
your continued support in the 
Delaware Certified Program. ^

T he Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association (MHBA) 
has been the leading horse 
industry advocate in the state 
since its founding in 1929. It 
functions as an informational 
resource for horse breeders 
and owners, for the media, for 
national, community and gov¬ 
ernmental organizations and for 
the general public. 

As a service organization, the 
MHBA provides industry infor¬ 
mation, educational opportuni¬ 
ties and legislative representation 


to its membership, who include 
breeders, owners, trainers and 
horse enthusiasts of all kinds. 
The MHBA publishes a monthly 
newsletter, Maryland Horse , as 
well as Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
magazine.

The Maryland Fund 


T he Maryland Fund was cre¬ 
ated by the General Assem¬ 
bly in 1962. Maryland was 
the first state to develop a legis¬ 
lated incentive program to 
encourage the improvement of 
Thoroughbred breeding and rac¬ 
ing. 

In Maryland, there are seven 
categories through which mon¬ 
ies from the fund are made 
available: 1) purse money for 
races for registered Maryland- 
breds, 2) awards for owners of 
winning registered Maryland- 
breds, 3) awards for breeders 
of winning and stakes-placed 
registered Maryland-breds, 4) 
awards for stallions who sire 
registered Maryland-bred win¬ 
ners and stakes-placed horses, 
5) purse premiums for owners 
of registered Maryland-breds 
in selected unrestricted stakes, 
6) bonus awards for the high¬ 
est-earning 2 and 3-year-olds 
shown at the annual MHBA 


yearling show and 7) an alloca¬ 
tion for purses for Maryland- 
sired horses. 

Currently, the Maryland Fund 
receives slightly less than 1 per¬ 
cent of the total mutuel handle 
and breakage from Laurel and 
Pimlico (the state’s two major 
tracks), and receives approxi¬ 
mately 1.5 percent of the mutu¬ 
el handle and 5.0 percent of 
the breakage at Timonium (the 
state’s only minor track). 

A total of 55 percent is des¬ 
ignated for purses and owner 
awards. The remaining 45 per¬ 
cent is distributed in the form 
of breeder awards and stallion 
awards. (Maryland Million day’s 
awards are based upon a separate 
formula.) 

Owner awards are paid to the 
owners of all registered Maryland- 
breds when they win any race 
(including all maiden claiming 
races) other than stakes, starter 
races or claiming races in which 


the winner runs for a claiming 
price of less than $20,000. 

Breeder and stallion awards 
are paid for the registered Mary- 
land-bred who wins any race or 
finishes second, third or fourth 
in any stakes race in Maryland. 
Historically, the breeder award 
has been approximately twice the 
amount of the stallion award. In 
stakes races the award is based 
on the first $100,000 of the gross 
purse. 

In order to earn a breeder 
award, the winning (or stakes- 
placed) horse must be registered 
as a Maryland-bred. In order to 
earn a stallion award, the winning 
(or stakes-placed) horse must be 
registered as a Maryland-bred, 
and the sire must be registered 
with the MHBA, in addition to 
having been standing in Mary¬ 
land at the time the winner was 
conceived. 

The Maryland Fund program 
is administered by the Maryland 


Racing Commission with the 
assistance and advice of the 
Maryland Fund Advisory Com¬ 
mittee chaired by David Hayden, 
a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission. Under the 
direction of the commission, 
the actual implementation of 
the fund, including maintaining 
the Maryland-bred registry and 
computing and distributing all 
bonus awards, is performed by 
the MHBA. 

Owner, breeder and stallion 
award percentages are deter¬ 
mined on a bi-annual basis on 
the advice of the Maryland Fund 
Advisory Committee. (For Mary¬ 
land Million day, breeder and 
stallion award percentages are 
determined annually.) Awards are 
distributed at intervals of several 
weeks. 

The stakes program is 
planned on a meet by meet basis 
and is based on projected track 
handles for the coming year. ^

R equirements for eligibility to 
the New Jersey Breeders’ 
Program: 

(a) In order to be eligible to 
enter and start in races exclusively 
for New Jersey bred foals, each 
New Jersey bred foal must be reg¬ 
istered with the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey (TBANJ). 

(b) To qualify for such registra¬ 
tion, the said horse must have been 
foaled in the State of New Jersey 
by a resident New Jersey mare or 
a non-resident New Jersey mare. 

(c) A resident New Jersey mare 
is a mare that resides in New 
Jersey continuously from Nov. 1 
of the year prior to the foaling 
through the date of foaling. A 
mare purchased at public auction 
subsequent to Oct. 17 of the year 
prior to foaling, is considered a 
resident New Jersey mare provided 
that she commences residence in 
New Jersey within two weeks of 
her purchase and continuously 
resides in New Jersey through the 
date of foaling. For the purpose 
of this paragraph, public auction 
is defined as an auction generally 
regarded as a public auction in the 
Thoroughbred horse industry and 
recognized as same by the TBANJ. 


2. A non-resident New Jersey 
mare is a mare that has not 
returned to New Jersey by Nov. 
1 of the year prior to foaling. The 
resulting foal can still be registered 
as a New Jersey-bred provided 
the mare is bred to a registered 
New Jersey stallion the season of 
the birth of said foal and remain 
in New Jersey for a continuous 
period of 90 days after foaling. 

3. A “New Jersey stallion” is 
a stallion resident and standing 
in the State of New Jersey the 
full breeding season, commonly 
understood to be the period from 
Feb. 1 through July 1 of the sub¬ 
ject year. If a stallion is brought 
into New Jersey subsequent to the 
start of the breeding season, he 
may be approved as a “New Jersey 
stallion” by the New Jersey Racing 
Commission upon recommenda¬ 
tion of the Board of Trustees 
of the TBANJ provided that he 
stands and is a resident in New 
Jersey for the remainder of the 
breeding season. For those stal¬ 
lions brought into New Jersey sub¬ 
sequent to the commencement of 
the breeding season, approval by 
the TBANJ as a “New Jersey stal¬ 
lion” is only for the period from 
the date of approval through the 
end of the breeding season. All 


“New Jersey stallions” must be 
registered with the TBANJ and all 
appropriate fees paid prior to Feb. 
1 of the breeding season or, in 
the case of a stallion entering the 
State subsequent to the start of 
the breeding season, prior to serv¬ 
ing the first mare. Failure to meet 
the above criteria solely by reason 
of death of the stallion does not 
disqualify said stallion as a “New 
Jersey stallion.” 

Breeders qualify for awards 
when the owner of a mare regis¬ 
ters the foal with the TBANJ. The 
breeder will receive a percentage 
based on what that foal earns when 
finishing first through third at a 
New Jersey track in both open and 
restricted New Jersey-bred races. 

In any calendar year in which 
there is a surplus of funds, the 
surplus may be used to provide 
awards to breeders of registered 
New Jersey-bred horses who earn 
portions of purses in races at an 
out-of-state racetrack held at least 
30 days before the start of the first 
Thoroughbred meet of the calen¬ 
dar year of more than 10 days 
duration at a racetrack in New 
Jersey or at least 30 days following 
the conclusion of the last Thor¬ 
oughbred meet of the calendar 


year of more than 10 days duration 
at a racetrack in New Jersey. 

Award percentages for breed¬ 
ers—35 percent* is paid if the foal 
is by a registered New Jersey stal¬ 
lion; 25 percent* if the foal is by a 
stallion standing in a state other 
than New Jersey. 

In order for stallion owners to 
qualify for awards, the owner must 
register the stallion annually with 
the TBANJ. Stallion owners will 
receive an award equal to 10 per¬ 
cent* of what all foals by said stal¬ 
lion earn when finishing first 
through third at a New Jersey track 
in both open and restricted New 
Jersey-bred races. 

Owners of New Jersey-bred 
horses will receive an award equal 
to 10 percent* when their New 
Jersey-bred horse finishes first 
through third at a New Jersey track 
in open races. # 

*There is a $5,000 maximum for 
first and $3,000for second and third on 
each award in each race. Total awards 
are based on funds generated annually.

P ennsylvania Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association (PHBA), a 
not-for-profit organization 
founded in 1948, has as its main 
priority protection of Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing and racing industries. These 
industries are important agricul¬ 
tural institutions that play signifi¬ 
cant roles in the state’s economy, 


generating tremendous tax rev¬ 
enues for the state and making 
substantial contributions to the 
state’s economy in general, while 
helping to sustain Pennsylvania’s 
rural character. 

Working with other industry 
leaders over the years, PHBA 
has attained several goals that 
have had far-reaching benefits. 


One such goal was the estab¬ 
lishment of the Pennsylvania 
Breeding Fund, which became 
a reality in 1974. The fund pro¬ 
gram, administered by PHBA, 
has evolved into one of the 
country’s most lucrative incen¬ 
tive programs. 


Pennsylvania Breeding Fund 


P ennsylvania’s Breeding Fund 
program distributes more 
money, on a per foal basis, 
than nearly every other state- 
bred program now in operation. 
Established in 1974, the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Breeding Fund has grown 
from a disbursement of $65,000 
in its initial year of operation to 
$16 million annually. 

Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing is a high-risk enterprise, but 
for breeders of PA-breds, own¬ 
ers of stallions standing in this 
state, and owners of PA-breds 
racing at Parx (formerly Phila¬ 
delphia Park), Penn National and 
Presque Isle, the added rewards 
can be one factor that makes for 
a winning stable. 

The Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund is financed by percentages 
of the state’s total Thoroughbred 
pari-mutuel handle and slot rev¬ 
enues. It provides for individual 
award payments (breeder and 
stallion awards), overnight races 
for PA-breds, purse bonus sup¬ 
plements, PA-bred stakes races, 
and reimbursement of expenses 
incurred by the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association 
(PHBA) in its role as program 
administrator. Additionally, mon¬ 
eys from each Thoroughbred 
track’s daily handle are allotted 


to owner bonuses earned by 
PA-breds at that track. 

While bene fitting owners 
and breeders with its incentive 
awards, the Fund serves a wider 
purpose, helping to support live 
racing at Parx, Penn National 
and Presque Isle. By making it 
worthwhile for owners to race 
PA-breds in their native state, the 
Breeding Fund program chan¬ 
nels a steady supply of competi¬ 
tive runners to the Pennsylvania 
tracks, and makes it less likely 
that our homegrown product 
will be lured to competing race 
tracks within the region. 

Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred 
breeding and racing industry 
contributes approximately $600 
million annually to the state’s 
economy, so it is clear that the 
state has a vested interest in sup¬ 
porting these activities. 

By law, PHBA is responsible 
for administering the Breeding 
Fund program for the State 
Horse Racing Commission, and 
maintaining an up-to-date regis¬ 
try of PA-breds and Pennsylvania 
stallions. 

A Thoroughbred foal born in 
the state of Pennsylvania and 
registered as such with The 
Jockey Club is eligible for 
Pennsylvania-bred registration 


with the PHBA if one of the fol¬ 
lowing conditions is met: 

1) For foals of 2008 and there¬ 
after, the dam of the foal 
resided continuously in Penn¬ 
sylvania since October 1 of 
the year of conception 
through foaling. 

2) The dam of the foal was pur¬ 
chased at a public sale after 
Oct. 1 of the year of concep¬ 
tion and brought into Penn¬ 
sylvania within 14 days of the 
date of purchase and remained 
continuously through foaling. 
During the year of foaling, 
the foal or its dam spent at 
least ninety (90) days in the 
state. Must be a completed 
public sale —not an RNA 
(Reserve Not Attained) or a 
private transaction after the 
public sale. 

3) The dam of the foal was bred 
to a stallion standing in Penn¬ 
sylvania which was registered 
with the PHBA as a Pennsyl¬ 
vania stallion during the 
breeding season of the year 
of foaling, and said dam of 
the foal resided in the state 
for at least ninety (90) con¬ 
secutive days during which 
foaling occurred. 

There are two distinctions 
when registering a PA-bred foal: 
those sired by registered Penn-

PA-breds have preferred 
starter status within the con¬ 
ditions in most non-restricted 
overnight races. The preference 
is claimed by trainers at the time 
of entry.

R ules for registering with the 
Virginia Breeders Fund: 

Stallion registration: 

Each stallion must be reg¬ 
istered yearly with the Virginia 
Breeders Fund in order to be 
eligible to receive stallion awards 
from the following year’s foal 
crop. For a stallion’s foal crop 
conceived in 2013 to be eligi¬ 
ble for future Virginia Breeders 
Fund stallion awards, a stallion 
must be registered by Jan. 31, 
2013 —or within 30 days follow¬ 
ing his entry into stud in Vir¬ 
ginia—for a fee of $100 (current 
VTA members) or $200 (non- 
VTA members). A late registra¬ 


tion fee of $250 (current VTA 
members) or $350 (non-VTA 
members) will be accepted until 
Aug. 31,2013. 

Foal registration: 

Foals born in Virginia in 2013 
are eligible for registration with 
the Virginia Breeders Fund. 

The 2013 foal can be regis¬ 
tered by Dec. 31, 2013, for a fee 
of $25 (current VTA members) 
or $125 (non-VTA members). If 
the foal is not registered before 
Dec. 31 of its foaling year, it 
can be registered as a yearling 
for a fee of $50 (current VTA 
members) or $150 (non-VTA 
members) or as a 2-year-old or 


older at a fee of $200 (current 
VTA members) or $300 (non- 
VTA members). 

Fund distribution: 

The Virginia Breeders Fund 
Awards are generated by 1% of 
every dollar wagered in Virginia 
on Thoroughbred horse rac¬ 
ing, including year-round satel¬ 
lite wagering facility handle. The 
funds are allocated as follows: 

+ 35% is set aside for pay¬ 
ment to the breeders of regis¬ 
tered Virginia-bred Thorough¬ 
breds who win races at any race 
track in the United States. 

+ Up to 15% is set aside 
for payments to owners or les¬ 


sees of registered Virginia stal¬ 
lions who sire Virginia-bred 
Thoroughbreds who win races 
at any race track in the United 
States. 

+ 50% is set aside to supple¬ 
ment purses of races restricted 
to registered Virginia-breds in 
Virginia. Owners of registered 
Virginia-bred Thoroughbreds 
who run at Colonial Downs may 
earn up to a 100% bonus that is 
included in the purse. 

Note: Beginning with the 2001 
Colonial Downs meeting, eligibility for 
Virginia-bred races has been extended 
to horses sired in Virginia. ^

West Virginia Thoroughbred Development Fund 


T he West Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Development Fund 
was put into place to provide 
financial incentives for breeding 
and racing West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. A percentage 
of the live handle, simulcast rev¬ 
enues, table games and video 
lottery moneys makes up the 
fund. 

Bonus awards for registered 
West Virginia horses are paid 
once a year, on February 15, 
and are based on all of the 
horse’s earnings at Charles Town 
and Mountaineer race tracks. 
(There are some limits as bonus 
awards are only paid on the first 
$100,000 of any purse.) 

The fund sets aside $800,000 
a year for more than a dozen 
West Virginia-accredited stakes 
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races during the year, including 
the Robert G. Leavitt Memorial 
Stakes for 3-year-olds, seven fur¬ 
longs, run each July; the Sadie 
Hawkins Stakes, fillies and mares, 
3-year-olds and up, seven fur¬ 
longs, run in August; the Frank 
Gall Memorial Stakes, 3-year- 
olds and up, seven furlongs, 
run in September; and the West 
Virginia Futurity, 2-year-olds, 
seven furlongs, run in November. 

Accredited races are written 
every day and are exclusively for 
registered West Virginia bred 
and/or sired horses. 

The balance of the fund for 
the February 15 distribution is 
disbursed as follows: 60 per¬ 
cent is dedicated to the breeders 
and raisers of accredited West 
Virginia-bred horses; 25 percent 


of the fund is dedicated to the 
owners of accredited West Vir¬ 
ginia-bred and/or sired horses; 
15 percent is dedicated to the 
owners of accredited West Vir¬ 
ginia sires whose progeny earn 
money in West Virginia. 

Registration of a West Vir¬ 
ginia-bred and/or sired horse is 
a lifetime registration. Stallions 
must be registered annually with 
the West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association (WVTBA). 
The fund revived the raiser pro¬ 
gram in 2005, with an in-state 
yearling residency requirement. 
The final year that yearlings 
could qualify for this program 
at Charles Town was 2007. 
Mountaineer can still register 
raisers, as long as they satisfy the 
in-state yearling requirement by 


2012. All horses must be regis¬ 
tered with the WVTBA. 

The West Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Development Fund is 
administered by the West Virginia 
Racing Commission.
